A model teacher

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Divestment demanded

NEWTON - There were no speeches, no 
cries of moral outrage. Instead, the Board of 
Aldermen used the power granted it by the 
city’s charter to condemn apartheid, South 
Africa’s system of racial discrimination. 

With no comment, the board Monday night 
unanimously backed Alderman Matthew 
Jefferson’s home rule petition to divest the 
city’s pension fund of $3.5 million in South 
African-related investements. 

That vote means the divestment baton has 
been passed to Mayor Theodore D. Mann and 
the state Legislature, both of whom must ap- 
prove the petition to force the Retirement 
Board to recall its investments in American 
companies doing business in South Africa. 

Mann already has publicly backed divest- 
ment and the legislature has approved 
similar home rule petitions for other com- 
munitiies.

Jefferson, however, is taking neither the 
mayor nor the Legislature for granted 

“It has to be argued,"’ he said of the peti- 
tion. But he added: “It has worked in Water- 
town and it has worked, I understand, in 
Boston. I’ve been assured there’s a good 
chance of passage.”” 

He made no effort to open the issue up for 
discussion Monday night or to seek public 
statements of support from aldermen. ‘‘We 








had the votes,” he explained. ‘I had no need 
to steer it. That's just not good politics.’ 

Jefferson introduced the petition last 
month because the Retirement Board re 
jected divestment pleas from State Senator 
Jack Backman, State Rep, David Cohen and 
some residents, including a group of Newton 
North High School students. 

In April, the three-member board decided 
the city’s 3,000 p nt and past workers 
should take an advisory vote before it ruled 
on whether to get rid of the pension fund’ 
South African-related holdings. 

If such a vote were taken, it is possible 
many present and past city employees would 
not favor divestment, Jefferson admitted. ‘I 
would say I think they may not be convinc- 
ed,"’ he observed. 

But there is no question that they should

NEWTON — The family of 
Steve Krutt is looking for so- 
meone. Anyone. Any witness to 
the hit-and-run accident that kill- 
ed the 26-year-old West Newton 
man Sunday afternoon. 

Krutt was returning from a 
leisurely bicycle ride to Nan- 
tasket Beach when a car hit him 
from behind on the Broadway 
Bridge in South Boston. Ac- 
cording to police, Krutt lay on the 
bridge for 15 minutes after being 
hit without anyone stopping to 
help him. 


“If one person with an ounce of 
decency had stopped to help 
Steve, his friends might now be 
visiting him in the hospital rather 
than at a funeral home," Tony 
Sconsa, Krutt's employer at 
Spaulding Company said. ‘‘We 
will never know if he would have 
lived had that one person stop- 
ped. Someone took the life of a 
very fine young man.” 

A few weeks ago, Sconsa said 
he witnessed a similar hit-and- 
run accident involving a 
bicyclist. Sconsa assisted the vic- 
tim, who was fortunate enough to 
survive the accident, until the 
ambulance came. 


“I just wish I could have been 
driving behind Steve when his ac- 
cident happened,’’ he said 
“What bothers me more than 
anything about Steve's death is 
that people just don’t care. Un- 
fortunately it has become an in- 
grained part of our society that 
people refuse to take responsibili- 
ty for their actions.””

“‘Ideologically, people are totally confused about 
where their local officials stand unless there is an 
issue of some concern involved,” said Goldman, a 
Marblehead resident who grew up in Malden and 
now runs one of Boston's most sought-after political 
consulting firms.

CAMBRIDGE — A Cambridge District 
Court judge’s acquittal of a Waltham man 
last week on a charge of being a disorderly 
person may have partially cleared the way 
for a lawsuit against the city of Newton. 

After a three-day jury-waived trial, Judge 
Wendie I. Gershengorn acquitted Michael P. 
Colarusso, of 20 Derby St., of the disorderly 
charge stemming from an altercation out- 
side 81 West St., Newton, around midnight on 
Sept. 27, 1985. 

The state, represented by Assistant Mid- 
dlesex County District Attorney Tania Gray, 
tried to prove that Colarusso, a Raytheon 
Corp. employee, exhibited disorderly 
behavior when he continued to “run at’ 
Newton Police Officer Stephen Walsh in a 
“threatening manner’ after Officer Brian

state Sen. Jack Backman in Newton and Brookline, 
he said, is largely an example of the widespread 
perception that only a Jewish candidate can win a 
race for that seat.

Henderson faces a related charge of 
assault and battery with a dangerous 
weapon and is expected to go to trial June 30 
in Cambridge District Court.

Colarusso denied threatening Walsh by 
running at him after Walsh landed on top of 
Colarusso’s wife while trying to separate her 
from others in the group. 

Commenting on the verdict, Attorney Jef 
frey Newman, assisted in the trial by At 
torney Carmen Durso, said, ‘There are 
times when police will make a mistake but, 
when they do, the action they should take 
should be not to protect themselves but to 
rectify the mistake.”

While the majority of fashion 
models are still between the ages 
of 18 and 25, the modeling in- 
dustry has become more accep- 
ting of older women because they 
add credibility to certain kinds of 
advertisements. 

Boston modeling agencies say 
they have been using models in 
their 30s and 40s to portray 
mothers, executives and to fill 
other roles typically held by older 
individuals.

Acticom’s bid lowest, but city rejects it 


NEWTON - The city has decid- 
ed to rebid a one-year contract 
for the maintenance of its two- 
way radios after only two com- 
panies expressed an interest in 
the work during the first round of 
bidding. 

Two months ago, the apparent 
low bid was offered by Acticom, 
Inc., of 191 High St., Waltham, 
one of the firms implicated in a 
scheme to divert millions of 
dollars from dozens of eastern 


Massachusetts communities, in- 
cluding Newton. 

City officials, however, would 
not say whether the allegations 
surrounding Acticom played a 
part in the decision to rebid the 
radio maintenance contract. 

Assistant City Solicitor Ouida 
Young said it is in ‘‘the best in- 
terest of the city’”’ to solicit new 
bids. 

“Obviously, we hope to get 
more responses,” she said before 
declining further comment. 


Frank challenger supporter of Larouche 


A supporter of controversial 
political figure Lyndon 
LaRouche plans to challange 
U.S. Rep. Barney Frank for the 
Democratic nomination in the 4th 
District. 

William Rosa of Fall River 
plans to announce his challange 
to Frank within a week, ac- 
cording to David Peterson, 
spokesman for the Quincy office 
of LaRouche’s National 
Democratic Policy Committee. 

LaRouche is a three-time can- 
didate for president whose con- 
troversial platform includes calls 
for worldwide screening for AIDS 
and colonization of Mars. The 
Anti-Defamation League of the 
B’Nai B’Rith has labeled 


LaRouche anti-Semitic for 
reportedly calling the Holocaust 
“a hoax.’”’ Peterson said the 
remark has been taken out of 
context. 

Peterson said Rosa, a former 
World War II pilot, filed over 
2,000 signatures with local town 
clerks on May 6. State law re- 
quires candidates for congress to 
collect at least 2,000 signatures to 
get on the Sept. 16 primary ballot. 

Local town clerks must now 
verify that petitioners are 
registered voters. The Secretary 
of State’s office will make a final 
determination by June 3 as to 
whether Rosa qualifies for the 
ballot. 


Restaurant avoids licensing judgment 


NEWTONVILLE — A Walnut 
Street restaurant cannot be im- 
mediately tried for alleged licen- 
sing violations because it filed for 
bankruptcy, according to Licens- 
ing Board Executive Secretary 
Carleton Merrill. 

The ‘Paris 26” restaurant, 288 
Walnut St., filed for bankruptcy 
in Boston District Court on 
February 7 and, as a result, can 
continue operation, despite alleg- 
ed licensing violations, Merrill 
said. 

The restaurant allegedly 
transferred stock, or ownership, 
without notifying the board, he 
said. In addition, the restaurant’s 
manager has not been approved 
by the board or the Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Commission 
(ABCC), he said. 

The board met last week with 
the owners, Ralph and Francis 


Hoagland, in a ‘‘show/cause”’ 
hearing, where the board was to 
decide whether to revoke or 
renew the license. 

The board originally intended 
to revoke the restaurant’s license 
at the hearing, but, after 
scrutinizing state bankruptcy 
laws, found the owners were pro- 
tected from a probe, Merrill said. 
“We went into this with some 
knowledge of the law,” he said. 
The owners come before the 
board again on Oct, 21. 

“The bankruptcy law entitles 
the owners a stay from a probe of 
the Board,” Merrill said. ‘‘It will 
protect the owners until such a 
time.” 

“As long as they are under the 
protection of the bankruptcy law, 
all we can expect is a legal opera- 
tion,’’ Merrill said. 


SJC reverses private busing decision 


NEWTON - The state Supreme 
Judicial Court has ruled against 
the School Committee and upheld 
a state statute (Chapter 663) that 
can force cities and towns to pay 
for private school transportation. 

Because Chapter 663 was pass- 
ed before the approval of Pro- 
position 2 1/2 ‘‘the com- 
monwealth has no obligation to 
reimburse cities and towns for 
the expenses of obligations im- 
posed prior to January 1, 1981,” 
the decision said. 

In 1983, Newton and Lexington 
school committees won a suit 
against the state challenging the 
validity of Chapter 663. City 
Solicitor Daniel Funk said it is 
now ‘‘an empty victory 

“The court once declared the 
statute ineffective. I can’t 
understand how the Supreme 
Court could allow to get through 
the back door what it wouldn't 
allow through the front door a 
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few years ago,”’ Funk said. 

Last summer, the legislature 
included a “‘proviso”’ in the state 
budget threatening to withdraw 
all state public transportation 
funds frorn cities and towns who 
do not comply with Chapter 663, 
he said. Because these state 
reimbursements are not man- 
datory, the court said the 
legislature ‘‘can impose condi- 
tions upon such reimbursements 
as it does provide. The 
legislature chose to use that 
power as a way to force the cities 
and towns to accept Chapter 
663," 

Newton could lose $500,000 in 
state reimbursements if it 
refuses to pay for private school 
transportation, Funk said, The 
School Committee appropriated 
$132,000 for private schoo! 
transportation in the fiscal 1987 
budget ‘under duress’’ in order 
to protect itself, he added, 
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Real estate agent assaulted, gagged 


WEST NEWTON - An uniden- 
tified couple tried to tie up a real 
estate agent in the basement of a 
Lindbergh Avenue home she was 
showing them Sunday, but fled 
when a handgun the man was 
holding went off, apparently by 
accident, according to police. 

Police did not know why the 
couple attempted to tie up the 
real estate agent, They said the 
couple did not verbally threaten 
to rob the agent and that the 
house for sale was vacant 

The couple had visited the 
home late Saturday afternoon, 
said they liked the home and 
would return Sunday to see it 
more thoroughly 

According to police, Marsha 
Eldredge, an agent for Co- 
Operative Realty in Auburndale, 
was holding an open house at 56 
Lindbergh Ave. from 11 a.m until 
1:30 p.m. yesterday. The uniden- 
tified man and woman returned 
as promised, and Eldredge was 
showing the small, white frame 
home to them around 1:15 p.m 

Police said the couple asked to 
see the basement. Once 
downstairs, they grabbed 
Eldredge and tried to tie her 
hands behind her back and gag 
her with a blue, striped necktie. 

The man told Eldredge he had 
a gun and was holding it in his 
hand next to her head as he tried 


to tie her. A few moments later, 
the revolver went off, fi 
slug into a basement bulkheac 

Police said the couple panick- 
ed, ran out of the house, jumped 
into a cream-colored hatchback 
with out-of-state license plates 
and drove off. 

Eldredge went to the house 
next door and called the police 

Eldredge told police the man 
who tried to tie her was a white 
male, about 40 years old and 5- 
feet-10 inches tall. He had dark 
hair and a_ closely-trimmed 
brown beard with flecks of pray 
She said he wore a well-tailored 
navy blue suit and appeared to be 
calm. 

The woman he was with was a 
white female, appearing to be in 
her mid-20s, about 5-feet-9 inches 
tall and slim. She wore her dyed 
blond hair in a loose, curly style. 
She was wearing light clothes 
and flat shoes, according to 
police, who added that she ap- 
parently was acting “‘flaky.”’ 

Both the man and woman were 
wearing sunglasses 

According to Police Chief 
William Quinn, the couple is be- 
ing sought on charges of armed 
assault, attempted kidnapping 
and attempted murder.

ZBA rejects Jaffes’ zoning complaints 


NEWTON — The Zoning Board 
of Appeals (ZBA) last week 
threw out three zoning violation 
complaints brought by Leon and 
Shirley Jaffe and drafted a 
resolution stating that they have 
no authority to rule on such peti- 
tions, 

The ZBA decision apparently 
limits the scope of the Jaffe cam- 
paign to expose zoning violations 
throughout the city, which began 
after they were prosecuted by the 
city for having an illegal apart- 
ment. 

The complaints charged that 
buildings at 8 Park Avenue, 1900 
Commonwealth Avenue and 159 
Washington Street violated state 
and city zoning and building 
codes. ZBA Chairman Harold 
Meizler, however, said in- 
vestigating and ruling on such 
petitions “is not within the 
jurisdiction of the ZBA.”” 

“Let's litigate these matters in 
court,’’ he said. “I don’t want to 
get bogged down in something we 
have no jurisdiction over. There 
is no doubt in my mind that there 
is no aggrievement and no basis 
to proceed with the petitions.” 


In order to bring a petition to 
the ZBA, Meizler said, the peti- 
tioner has to be directly affected. 
Citing city ordinance, Meizler 
said the Jaffes, who live on 
Acacia Road, are not aggrieved 
because they are not abutters or 
abutters of abutters of the pro- 
perties in question. 

“Just because someone is br- 
inging a petition in the common 
good does not give us the authori- 
ty to act on it. It has to be a peti- 
tion brought by someone who is 
directly affected,”’ he said. 

Jaffe disputed that ruling. 

“Tt doesn’t matter where you 
live,” he said. ‘‘You could live in 
San Francisco and still bring a 
petition.” 

The Jaffes say the city is 
“selectively enforcing’ zoning 
and building codes. To make 
their case, they have been check- 
ing assessing and building 
records, which they cross 
reference to see how many peo- 
ple live in a given building. Leon 
Jaffe said his goal was to ‘force 
the ZBA to take action on the 
violations that the mayor has 
chosen to ignore. 


Morrissey joins race for DeNucci’'s seat 


NEWTON - Jack Morrissey, 
founder and president of the Bo- 
Jack hair salon chain, has round- 
ed out the field of Garden City 
candidates seeking to succeed 
State Rep. A. Joseph DeNucci. 

Morrissey, of 13 Crafts St., has 
formally announced his can- 
didacy for the 10th Middlesex 
District seat serving southern 
Waltham and northern Newton. 

His entrance into the race br- 
ings to five the number of con- 
tenders hoping to follow in 
DeNucci’s footsteps, although the 
field may narrow by the June 6 
withdrawal deadline. 

Counting Morrissey, four can- 
didates are from Newton, in- 
cluding former mayoral con- 
tender David J. Berkeley, Alder- 
man Bruce B, Carmichael and 
Democratic City Committee 
District Chair Thomas Torchia. 

Anthony M. Mandile, a city 
councillor in Waltham, is the fifth 
candidate for the slot DeNucci 
relinquished to run for state 
auditor, 

“T have been active all my life 
in our community and, through 
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being active, I have developed an 
understanding of the pressures 
and needs that many people 
have,” Morrissey said in a 
prepared statement. 

“T am committed to using my 
talents to see that the delivery of 
constituent services to those in 
need is maintained. I am ready, 
willing and able to serve the peo- 
ple in the Newton-Waltham 
area,"' he added. 

Morrissey said his experience 
as a businessman has helped him 
“learn how to be effective both in 
matters of finance and in con- 
trolling waste at all levels.” 

A former president of the 
Newton Young Democrats, Mor- 
rissey most recently worked as 
an organizer on behalf of DeNuc- 
ci at the Democratic State Con- 
vention in Springfield. 

His campaign headquarters 
will be located at 1387 
Washington St., West Newton, in 
the Alumabilt Building. 

A director of the National 
Kidney Foundation, Morrissey is 
the father of three daughters 
Lynsey, Nancy and Laura. 
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NEWTON Police Chief 
William Quinn's request for 
hollow point ammunition may 
be killed by aldermanic 
parliamentary maneuvering 
despite the fact that a majori 
ty of aldermen Monday night 
appeared to favor the bullets 

Alderman Sondra Shick 
chartered the request for a 
$3,750 allocation to purchase 
10,000 rounds of .357 magnum, 
jacketed hollow point am- 
munition. The parliamentary 
procedure prevents the Board 
of Alderman from voting on 
the issue until the next 
meeting June 16. 

According to Shick, the chief 
is working under July 1 
deadline. If the board does not 
approve the expenditure 
before the new fiscal year, 
Shick said, money for the pur- 
chase would not be included in 
the FY 86 budget. Shick said 
that she would introduce 
another parliamentary 
maneuver at the June 16 
meeting which would hold up a 
final board decision until June 
30, the last day of the fiscal 
year, 

If the item does not pass 
before midnight at that 
meeting, Quinn would have to 
either allocate funds from 
another account or go back to 
the board for an emergency 
request. Even if it does pass, 
Shick has up to 24 hours after 
the board adjourns to recon- 
sider the vote, which would in 
effect deny the request. 

Quinn has said in the past 
that he will not purchase 
hollow point ammunition, to be 
used ‘‘exclusively”’ by the ci- 
ty’s Civil Disorder Unit, if the 
board votes against him. If his 
request fails, there is a 
possibility that he would not be 
granted any money for train- 
ing ammunition this year 
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because the board cannot tell 
him what type of ammunition 
he can buy, only whether he 
can or cannot buy the am- 
munition he is requesting 

The charter move, Shick 
well planned after a 
alysis of the poten- 
tial vote indicated the am- 
munition would be approved. 

“We felt we could have got- 
ten another couple of votes 
from aldermen who were not 
present tonight,’ she said. 
en if we failed to gain a 
majority, by chartering the 
item, and then reconsidering it 
if it passes at the next 
meeting, we an hold it up 
beyond the fiscal new year.” 

Aldermen in favor of the re- 
quest were not pleased 

“T think this issue needs to 
be debated on the floor,” 
Alderman Joshua Davidson 
said, “I don't think a decision 
should be made either way 
without a full debate. The chief 
feels that his men need this 
ammunition to be protected 
and I think we should trust his 
judgment.”’ 

Alderman Louis Irwin, who 
said he was prepared to vote 
with Quinn, offered a com- 
promise resolution requesting 
that the chief rethink his 
choice of ammunition. 
Because the item was 
chartered, however, the 
resolution was not voted on. 

All may not be lost for the 
chief, however, Alderman 
Richard Bullwinkle said he 
would call for a special board 
meeting in an effort to approve 
the allocation before the fiscal 
new year. 

“What are these guys going 
to do if a police officer gets 
shot by someone who has bet- 
ter weapons?,’’ he asked. ‘‘Are 
they going to sit around and 
wring their hands?" 
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Reasons for proposed library site 


While most of the principals involv- 
ed in the building of a new, main 
library for the City of Newton can 
gaze at the open space on the corner of 
Homer and Walnut streets and actual- 
ly ‘“‘see’’ the new building there, a 
large group of dissidents still exists. 

Expect to hear complaints echoing 
through the aldermanic chambers to 
the effect that the Homer/Walnut site 
is not the best one in the city. There 
are those who will say it is the worst. 

We reiterate our caveat of several 
months ago, in an editorial dealing 
with the Library Committee’s long- 
awaited report: Those who would 
punch holes in the recommendations 
of the ‘“‘blue ribbon committee’’ 
should be prepared to fill in those 
holes with positive alternatives. 

There are good reasons for locating 
the new library on the Homer/Walnut 
site. Most of them add up to default, 
because there are so few developable 
sites left in the city. 

But one of the best reasons cropped 
up 50 years ago, when a new location 
was being sought for City Hall and a 
number of different options were be- 
ing considered. The existing wood- 
frame building, located in West 
Newton Square near the present 
Police Headquarters, was exhausted. 
Also, the city had developed far to the 
south of West Newton Square, and 
there were complaints that the heart 
of municipal government was poorly 
located. 

At that time, someone figured out 
the exact location of the geographic 
center of the city, near the corner of 
Homer and Walnut streets. That is 
where they built the present City Hall. 


As simplistic as that decisionmak- 
ing process might seem, it still makes 
a lot of sense to make the centrality of 
the library’s location an overriding 
concern. Since it will be paid for by 
the city’s taxpayers, it should be 
equally accessible to all of them. A 
central location guarantees that. 
There’s something admirably 
democratic about it. 

Yes, Weeks Jr. High might have 
been a contender as a location for the 
new library, but it has gone over to 
badly needed housing. Yes, there 
might have been other suitable loca- 
tions, but they have gone by the 
boards during the years the library 
question has remained unanswered. 
Worrying those sites will do no good. 

Another thing that recommends the 
Homer/Walnut site is its ap- 
propriateness as a location for 
something larger than just a library. 
The press giggled when Mayor Mann 
originally described his plans for a 
“multi-modal muni-cultural center’’ 
that would tie the new library building 
in with City Hall. Now, less than a 
year later, the proposal seems to have 
distinct merits, especially from a long 
range point perspective. 

If the recently chosen architectural 
team of Tappe, Kallmann, McKinnell 
and Wood can come up with a hand- 
some complement to our distinctive 
City Hall site, with its Olmsted- 
inspired landscaping, the pairing of 
the two would do the city credit. 

Those who do not think so should 
come up with some viable alter- 
natives or pitch in to help push the 
present proposal into reality. 


Recent silence strange for Switzler 


Whatever happened to the gadfly, 
the irrepressible ‘‘aginner,’”’ the 
blunderbuss up there under the 
Golden Dome who could and did ride 
the majority party relentlessly? 

Royall Switzler, that is. 

Since he became the surprise win- 
ner of the Republican endorsement 
for nomination as gubernatorial can- 
didate, Royall has been un- 
characteristically quiet. 

Assuming the Wellesley represen- 
tative hasn’t fired off any volley in the 
past few hours, the strange silence 
continues as a baffling state of affairs. 
He could be making a_ serious 
mistake. That other GOP challenger, 
Gregory Hyatt, rebuffed by the con- 
vention, is staying in there for the 
September preliminary, and is being 
vocal about his candidacy. If Hyatt is 
able to expand his base, the Switzler 
prospects may suffer. 

Like any of those thoroughbreds at 
the race tracks, Switzler could lose 
the race at the starting gate. Only 
three months remain before the 
voters go to the polls to make top 
ticket choices. That is a short period 
in which to gain visibility throughout 
the Commonwealth. Even with all 
that Channel 44 exposure through 
House television programming, the 
voluble Wellesley real estate agent is 
an unknown quantity through most of 
the state. 

A further disappointment, the 
Switzler reticence being foremost, is 
the failure of the various elements 
within the Republican heirarchy to 
come together. The leadership fight 
goes on and on. Walpole’s Ray Shamie 
remains neutral when he could be do- 
ing the party a favor by giving 
Switzler a boost. 

On his own, the House maverick is 
reportedly working in the area of 
campaign financing. Without a 
million or more to match the Dukakis 


resources, the theory goes, in no way 
can an effective challenge be 
mounted. It is a valid point, certainly, 
and serves as an explanation. Never- 
theless, the reluctant candidate, will 
find himself in an exercise of futility if 
he doesn’t go into action soon. 

Never has the Republican party in 
Massachusetts been weaker than at 
present. It hasn’t won a statewide con- 
test in nearly two decades. Indepen- 
dent voters outnumber the GOP by a 
12 to 4 margin, and Democrats are far 
ahead. Despite this, the political 
analysts say as many as 40 percent of 
the public are weary of a one-party 
state and could be persuaded to give 
their blessing to a Republican. 
Switzler has to build on that if he is go- 
ing to make any kind of impact. 

Philosophically, Switzer and 
Shamie aren’t that far apart as con- 
servatives with strong New Right con- 
victions. Two things are essential if 
the GOP is going to make it an in- 
teresting election year. These two 
should get together. Just as important 
is the need for Royall Switzler to come 
out swinging one of these days. 
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Peek behind Dukakis facade 
reveals some discrepancies

Governor Michael Dukakis’ 
aides aren’t going to like this but 
Representative Michael Ruane 
seriously suspects that the gover- 
nor’s vaunted E.T. job placement 
program for welfare recipients 
is, in effect, cooking its books. 

The sharp-eyed six-term Salem 
Democrat, at 58, has earned a 
reputation for unimpeachable 
facts and figures. Ye should; he 
has spent 10 dogged years on the 
critical Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, poring over details. Once, 
when the W&M chairman was 
called away for an emergency 
during budget debate, Ruane 
stepped into the breach, carried 
debate relying on little more than 
his stored knowledge of figures— 
and received a standing ovation 
from his colleagues for his per- 
formance. 

The wiry Ruane cannot be 
budged from the chamber when 
the House is in session. He insists 
on listening intently, absorbing 
information, sniffing for pro- 
blems. He leans over backwards 
to be accurate and fair. He is also 
the beneficiary of incessant calls 
and clues from anonymous 
sources--sometimes state 
workers, sometimes even 
welfare recipients uncomfortable 
with the largesse bestowed on 
them. 

A month ago, Gov. Dukakis 
proudly announced the 25,000th 
AFDC recipient to graduate from 
his administration's highly 
publicized and ‘‘nationally 
recognized” (its term) Educa- 
tion and Training Choices (E.T.) 
program into “full and part-time 
jobs‘‘. Dukakis has testified late- 
ly before Congressional and na- 
tional Democratic policy groups 
about the program as one of the 
most effective in the country to 


bring self-respect and_ self- 
support to welfare recipients. 
Frankly, Ruane has come to 
believe tha E.T. has inflated its 
achievements by a possible fac- 
tor of two. He also believes that, 
with all its peripheral costs, it is 
one of the most costly in the coun- 


try. 

And he thinks the administra- 
tion is making an unseemly and 
misleading effort to ‘make it all 
look good”’ by June 30. 

He has reason to believe, for in- 
stance, that some 500 job open- 
ings in the MBTA had been set 
aside strictly for E.T. graduates 
(leapfrogging over veterans, 
disabled and other applicants); 
that a similar quota is reserved 
at DES; that DES receives a 
$1000 bonus for each E.T. place- 
ment; that an all-out interagency 
and agency-wide “E.T. Springs 
Forward” marketing drive is 
under way as ‘“‘our number one 
priority’’ to sign up every possi- 
ble E.T. candidate ‘‘to,” as 
Ruane puts it, ‘‘get the numbers 
up...(and) catapult Dukakis to 
Washington'‘; that certain 
welfare recipients who have 
found jobs on their own have been 
approached by aggressive social 
workers to accept generous “‘job- 
placement bonuses’ to become 
another E.T. statistic; that some 
agencies are accepting E.T. ap- 
plicants with the understanding 
that, come a new fiscal year, they 
will be let go and returned to 
welfare rolls; that at least 779 
E.T, people are currently enroll- 
ed in tuition-free state or com- 
munity college educational pro- 
grams (sometimes, incidentally, 
causing monetary problems at 
the institutions). 

Ruane relates the story of a 
welfare mother who on her own 
landed a job at a shopping mall 


and paid 40 cents to bus to work 
Lo, E.T. offered her a $100 job- 
starter bonus,an additional $150 
for clothing and $10 a day for 
transportation. “‘I’d be a fool not 
to go by cab now,”’ he quotes her 
candid admission. 

Last week, W&M held a hear- 
ing into a $100 million deficiency 
budget for emergency welfare 
assistance. Ruane held aloft two 
published ads from subcontrac- 
tors soliciting AFDC mothers to 
undertake day care for children 
in their home in return for $100 
bonuses, free college tuition and 
help getting home-licensing. 
Nonplussed administration of- 
ficials, to say nothing of W&M 
members, couldn’t believe their 
eyes-and scrambled for Xeroxed 
copies. 

Federal authorities, while 
generally praising E.T. for put- 
ting people back to work, add 
that far more state than federal 
dollars go into it.

Legislature is taking action 
to ease malpractice dilemma

If the inital reaction from Massachusetts’ physi- 
cians is an indication, the Medical Malpractice 
legislation which recently passed the House seems 
to be on the right track to resolving, or at least eas- 


ing, the malpractice crisis. 


Doctors had claimed that if measures were not 
taken to control malpractice insurance costs, they 
would not be able to pay the premiums and 
therefore would be forced to cease practicing. 


And whether or not one agrees with the doctors’ 
claims, it is clear that we would be facing a grave 
situation if doctors, for whatever reason, stopped 


treating people in need. 


The House legislation puts a $500,000 cap on pain 
and suffering awards. A $250,000 cap was voted 
down, 56-91, Some 18 other states have similar caps 
already in place ranging from $200,000 to $1 million 


A Republican amendment which is part of the 
House package exempts physicians from retroac- 
live insurance charges from 1983 and 1984 and 


freezes 1987 rates at 1986 levels 


After extended debate, a program known as “‘ear- 
ly tender” was approved on a three-year trial basis 
This program would allow insurers of orthopedic, 
neuro, vascular and thoracic surgeons to offer to 
pay a victim's full medical costs. The victim, 
however, has the right to reject the offer and pro- 


ceed with litigation 


Other provisions of the House legislation include: 
the renaming of the Board of Registration in 
Medicine to the Board of Overseers; a statute of 
limitations fo five years on malpractice suits and 
approval for Blue Cross and Blue Shield to increase 

ers' premiums to partially cover the cost of

The challenge ahead for the

Ever wonder why checks are held so long?

WASHINGTON — In Oregon, 
some branches of a major bank 
allowed customers to immediate- 
ly draw upon funds from 
deposited checks, while other 
branches of the same bank plac- 
ed ‘‘holds” of up to three weeks 
on similar deposits. 

In Massachusetts, a woman 
deposited more than $1,400, most 
of it in cash, in her checking ac- 
count, but the checks she wrote 
against those funds bounced, 
Because her deposit included a 
check, the bank placed a hold on 
all of it — including the cash. 

Similar stories abound 
elsewhere in the nation. Surveys 
conducted throughout the past 
decade show that 10 to 20 percent 
of people with checking accounts 
have had problems with what the 
industry euphemistically calls 
“delayed availability of funds.” 

That means banks stall for 
days — and sometimes weeks — 
before crediting their customers’ 
accounts with the funds from 
checks they deposited, ostensibly 
to ensure that the checks are 
valid. 

The forward handling of checks 


is an impressive high-technology 
operation. All checks are encod- 
ed with magnetic, machine- 
readable inks, speeded to local 
and regional clearinghouses and 
processed by high-speed reader- 
sorters. 

Special courier services on the 
ground and in the air rush out-of- 
town checks back to their 
originating banks. As a result, 
the average check is processed in 
less than two days. 

But returning bad checks is an 
archaic, cumbersome procedure. 
Clerks must manually decipher 
the mass of endorsements (often 
stamped on top of each other) on 
the reverse side of a check, then 
return it to each of the banks that 
has handled it — a process that 
typically takes more than five 
days. 

Deposits subjected to holds 
thus are consigned to purgatory 
until that process has been com- 
pleted — but industry statistics 
suggest that the overzealous 
precautions are not commen- 
surate with the modest problem. 

Only 0.85 percent of the approx- 
imately 40 billion checks written 
in this country annually are re- 


jected when first presented for 
payment — and 60 percent of 
those checks clear when routine- 
ly presented a second time. 
(That’s because people who try to 
“play the float’’ sometimes 
miscalculate by a day or two.) 

On the bottom line is this 
statistic: Only about 0.02 percent 
of all checks written eventually 
prove to be worthless because of 
fraud or other reasons. 

The American Bankers 
Association claims that holds are 
placed on only 0.03 percent of all 
checks, but when the Federal 
Reserve Board conducted a 1984 
study of the problem, it 
estimated that holds were placed 
on 5 percent of local checks and 
20 percent of all out-of-town 
checks. 

The Fed figures are far more 
believable to members of Con- 
gress who have studied the situa- 
tion and to depositors who have 
been victimized by long, un- 
justifiable holds. 

Moreover, the holds produce 
substantial profits for the banks. 
The Fed, for example, estimates 
that the banks earn $290 million 


yearly by ‘‘playing the float’’ on

their customers’ deposits. 

In addition, much of $3.4 billion 
in returned check penalties 
assessed against customers an- 
nually by banks is ascribable to 
the fact that the banks refuse to 
credit check deposits in a timely 
fashion. 

Banks certainly have the right 
to protect themselves when the 
source of a check is questionable, 
the depositor is a new customer 
or the check calls for payment of 
an unusually large sum — but 
they have abused that privilege. 

There have been reports of un- 
conscionable delays in giving 
depositors credit for checks 
drawn on the bank at which they 
are presented for payment, 
checks issued by the federal 
government and even cashiers 
checks. 

The House last year approved 
legislation restricting the hold on 
checks, but the Senate is unen- 
thusiastic about the reform. It’s 
time for that chamber to act in 
the public’s interest rather than 
continue to protect the bankers.

NEWTON The mixed- 
income development in the 


former Weeks Jr. High School 
came under fire last week by 
members of a neighborhood 
association who say that crime 
problems inside the development 





are spilling out into their 
neighborhood 
The problems, according to 


members of the Newton Corner 
Neighborhood Association 
(NCNA), are incidents of harass- 
ment, violence and vandalism 
caused by some Weeks residents 
within the development and the 
surrounding neighborhood. 

“We want to be safe and not 
have to worry about the safety of 
our families,’"’ NCNA member 
Barbara Levy said after a heated 
meeting between her organiza- 
tion, some Weeks tenants and the 
Newton Community Develop- 
ment Foundation (NCDF) 
‘‘What we want is to see behavior 
changed because right now, if we 
go to the police we just get abus- 
ed by the people who are causing 
the problems.” 

The meeting was called to vent 
frustration felt by the NCNA and 
some Weeks residents to the 
NCDF, the agency responisible 
for the housing, over what NCNA 
President Thomas Paulini term- 
ed ‘“‘poor management’’ of the 
development which went on line 
December, 1984. 

“If the NCDF is doing such a 
good job,’’ he asked, ‘‘why are 
people writing me letters, com- 
plaining about the Weeks pro- 
ject?” 

Paulini, however, did not offer 
any specific criticism of the way 
the NCDF is managing Weeks, a 
point noted by NCDF Chairman 
Richard Bohn. 

“Nobody ever talks to me 
about these things,” he said. 
“People go running around, 
spreading rumors and I have to 
go chase them. The biggest pro- 
blem with the NCDF is getting 
people to meet with me.” 

Bohn added that while the 
development does include low- 
income families and_ seniors, 
there are tenants who pay as 
much as $750 per month to live 
there. 

“If the problems were as bad 
as people are saying,”’ he said, 
“why would people pay market 
rates to live here?”’ 

State Rep. Susan Schur, who 
attended the meeting as an 
observer, said that any problems 
residents have with crime caused 
by other tenants is a matter for 
police, not management. 

“It is not an issue of poor peo- 
ple causing problems,” she said. 
“No matter where you live, 
whether it is an up-scale 
neighborhood, a middle-income 
neighborhood or low-income 
neighborhood, kids cause pro- 
blems. In my neighborhood, we 
have problems with kids causing 
problems, drinking beer and 
making noise. When that hap- 
pens, I call the police. That is the 
procedure that residents here 
should go through.” 

One Weeks resident agreed, 
but said the problems are par- 
ticularly bad in the development. 

“I was born in the Bedford- 
Stuyvesant section of Brooklyn,”’ 
he said. “I knew, loved, hated, 
partied and fought with black 
people, But, even in the gutters of 
Bedford-Stuyvesant, there was a 
common denominator of civil 
behavior. We do not have that at 
the Weeks. What we have is ram- 
pant lawlessness."’ 

Parties on all sides of the issue 
agreed the meeting was 
somewhat successful because a 
task force was created to ex- 
amine the tensions and find solu- 
tions. However, the meeting 
started with a yelling match bet- 
ween Alderman Carol Robinson 
and Paulini. 

Robinson was upset with an 
anonymous letter charging some 
Weeks residents with ‘running a 
cocaine den for more than 25 kids 
and neighbors...These people and 
their suppliers who come and go 
will are terrifying our 
relatives who are fearful of the 
fires and the many strange peo- 
ple who roam the halls...We are 
more than 150 seniors and 20 
children with little power. Please 
don’t bury your head in the sand 
Drugs, assaults, fires, van- 
dalism, senior and child abuse 
are daily facts and can be pro- 
ven.” 

Police Lt. William O'Donnell 
said he could not substantiate 
any of the claims made in the let- 
ter. 

There was an effort by oppos- 
ing factions to downplay any 
racial connotations of the letter 
Alderman Richard McGrath call- 








ed it ‘absolute garbage”, as did 
Paulini 
Despite that, Rev. Howard 


Haywood, pastor of the Myrtle 
Baptist Church, said the meeting 
was called ‘because the NCNA 
does not want low-income people 
in their neighborhood."’ Paulini 
denied that charge

NONANTUM Deep in the 
heart of the Silver Lake section of 
this city there is a place not 
unlike the toy factory where 
Laurel and Hardy set loose 
wooden soldiers in the movie 
‘Babes in Toyland.”’

For most people, games and 
toys are just a way to get away 








from it all. For Freegood, 
however, they are more than just 
a pasttime, they are a livelihood 












A ar-old with a penchant 
for ‘playing around”, Freegood 
founded the company 13 years 
ago. What began as an avenue to 
express creativity is now big 
business. Whitehall Games pro- 
ducts are distributed across the 
nation and Freegood estimates 
“more than 10 million” items are 
sold annually 

It is not every adult that 
devotes his life to such seemingly 
trivial pursuits. While many peo- 
ple can’t wait to get off work, 
Freegood, who resembles a slim 
version of singer Burl Ives, br- 
ings it home with him, where his 
wife and three children act as a 
“proving ground’’ for his latest 
designs. 

His office is a dream-come-true 
for kids of all ages. Desks, 
shelves and cabinets are stocked 
with all sorts of amusements, 
ranging from travel games for 
children to board games for 
adults. 

Even before he went into the 
toy business, Freegood says fun 
was always as important as the 
bottom line. 

“After I got out of the Air 
Force, where I was a navigator 
on a B-24 in WWII, I started the 
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Game designer Oz Freegood having a ball at work, as usual.

“A lot of people have come to 
me and told me that they 
remember buying one of those 
games,”’ he says. 

Now, however, the business 
has expanded to the point where 
adult mystery games, including 
his latest, ‘‘Desperado’’, are all 
the rage. Freegood says he hopes 
to sell ‘‘at least 100,000” copies of 
the game, which is considered to 
be the benchmark of success in 





the industry. 


While the toy business may ap- 
pear to be all fun and games, 
Freegood likens it to the fashion 
industry, where careful planning 
and monitoring of trends can 
make or break a company 

“The key to a successful 
game,” he says, “is how you 
market it. You have to know just 
the right time to introduce it. I 
knew someone who wanted to 
catch one trend way past its 
peak. He spent a lot of money. 
The bottom line is that a game 
will either be a smash or a dog. 
You have to time things right to 
make sure that you don’t wind up 
with a dog." 

The real key, he says, to a 
game's success is how it does at 
the annual New York Toy Fair in 
Manhattan. 

“This is the watershed,’ he 
says. “You need to have your toy 
or game all ready to go by that 
February fair if you want to hit 
the Christmas selling season. 
Like a big Paris fashion show, the 
fair determines what is going to 
be popular for the next year." 

The fair is not the only place 
where Freegood gets his inspira- 
tions. Teachers, friends, game 
clubs, and the all-important 
Freegood _proving ground in 
Cambridge are among the places 
he looks to find out whether or not 
agame will cut the mustard. 

One advantage Freegood says 
he has over major manufac- 
turers like Milton Bradley and 
Parker Brothers is the fact that 
he does not need to spend tons of 
money on advertising to get peo- 
ple to try his games. 

“Word of mouth is great,” he 
says. ‘I give my games to places 
like the Waltham Game Club, 
where people try it out and tell 
their friends. Unlike the big boys, 
we sell our products in smaller 
stores. That is not to say, though, 
that I am not interested in com- 
peting directly with the big boys.

The grind of the business world 
aside, people at Whitehall Games 
do not forget that the real bottom 
line is how much enjoyment folks 
derive from what they design 

“Every so often we all get 
together and try out my latest 
idea in the lunchroom,'’ 
Freegood says. ‘‘I have college 
kids working as stock boys in the 
summer, and sometimes I get the 
whole staff together to play 
games. The stock boys tell me 
they can’t believe they are get 
ting paid to play games.” 

Although it is deserted on this 
rainy afternoon, the Whitehall 
Games lunchroom still looks like 
a playpen, with decks of cards, 
chess sets and puzzles laid out on 
the long wooden table. The old 
adage of all work and no play 
making Jack a dull boy rings 
even truer when Jack makes a 
living making toys. 

Although Freegood expects 
success with his line of adult 
mystery games, he says his focus 
for the future will be on educa- 
tional games for children, in- 
cluding a plastic variation of 
building blocks. There are, of 
course, other old standards he 
says will always be popular. 

“Card games and word games 
will always be popular,”’ he says, 
“'so they will always be a part of 
our product line. Trends come 
and go, but people always like 
these types of games.” 

He says he expects “13”, a card 
game based loosely on blackjack,

A survey Goldman conducted for Pines among 
Backman’s constituents prov ided what he describ- 
ed as “a sad commentary” on the area’s political 
ignorance. 

The poll showed that 25 percent of those who had

Theodore Mann's narrow 1971 mayoral victory over 
William Carmen as an example. 

Carmen captured six of the city's eight wards, 
but lost the election to Mann, who swept ‘‘the strong 
Jewish block” in Wards 7 and 8, he said 

All the panelists agreed that Mann, who has been 
in office ever since, will be Newton's last 
Republican mayor for at least the remainder of this 
century.

son said, to protest a social 
system which allows that na- 
tion’s 5 million whites to deny 
equality to its 24 million blacks.

Marino has cited at least one 
study which showed American 
companies adhering to the 
Sullivan principles are hiring 
more blacks, training them for 
better positions and paying them 
greater wages than would other- 
wise be the case.

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Drug test suit may affect local policy

NEWTON — The city will keep 
a ‘close watch”’ on a suit brought 
by the Boston police union 
against that city's policy on drug 
testing, Mayor Theodore Mann 
said last week. 

The Boston Police Patrolmen's 
Association (BPPA) filed suit in 
the U.S. District Court challeng- 
ing the dismissal of a Boston 
police cadet who tested positive 
during a drug sweep and was 
fired ‘‘on the spot” according to 
BPPA attorney Frank McGee. In 





addition, McGee filed a bill in the 
state legislature that would ban 
completely urinalysis testing for 
drugs. 


Mann admits that both moves 
could affect Newton’s recent col- 
lective bargaining agreement 
with police that allows Chief 
William Quinn to order drug tests 
for his officers. In addition, Mann 
acknowledges that any future 
settlements, including the cur- 
rent dispute with firefighters, 
could be affected. Despite that, 
he says he will stay the course. 

“There is still concern that 


those who enforce drug laws and 
those who work in dangerous pro- 








fessions should be tested,’ he 
8 We will continue with our 
policy. If it is thrown out, then we 
will have to start from ground 
zero.”” 

Mann says the agreement 


reached with police officers “is a 
good faith agreement” and it 
would take a significant court 
decision to overturn it 
Regardless of what happens with 
McGee’s efforts, Mann says 
Newton will continue to ask that

Boston urges Newton firefighters 
to ‘join up’ in drug test challenge

MARSHFIELD — The attorney 
representing Boston's police 
union stand against drug testing 
is making a legislative and legal 
challenge that could affect 
Newton firefighters if their two- 
year labor dispute drags on into 
the summer. 

Frank McGee says he ‘‘would 
welcome’’ Newton Firefighters 
Association’s support when the 
two sides meet again in an effort 
to hammer out an agreement. 

“IT haven't talked to (union 
representative) Kevin McArdle 
yet,” he sa ‘But I would like to 
see the fire department join up.” 

Earlier this year, Newton 
police agreed to submit to drug 
testing as part of their wage set- 
tlement. Firefighters are holding 
out against what McArdle terms 
“an invasion of privacy.”’ 

If they do not reach an agree- 
ment, McGee says he is working 
ona two-pronged attack that may 
aid firefighters in their opposi- 
tion to drug testing. 














“Last week,” he says, ‘we in- 
troduced a bill that would pro- 
hibit any employer in the com- 
monwealth, public or private, 
from using urinalysis tests as a 
condition of getting a job or asa 
condition of keeping a job.” 

Like McArdle, McGee says his 
client’s main fear is the “Big 
Brother’’ syndrome. 


“Drug testing,’’ he says, 
“unannounced without cause is 
no way to control a drug problem. 
People will be rounded up 
without a basis of suspicion 
because of their urine samples.” 

McGee adds that random drug 
testing is a violation of the Fourth 
Amendment to the United States 
Constitution and the 14th Article 
of the Declaration of Rights in the 


Suicide prevention program 
plans end-of-year barbecue 


NEWTON - Participants in the 
first inter-agency Suicide 
Prevention Program in the 
Jewish community will meet at 
the Gosman Jewish Community 
in Newton on Tuesday, June 10, 
at 6 p.m. for an end-of-the-year 
barbecue to evaluate program 
results. 


The agencies that participated 
in the program's inaugural year, 
which began Jan. 29, were the 
Bureau of Jewish Education of 
Greater Boston, Jewish Big 
Brother and Big Sister Associa- 
tion and Jewish Family and 
Children’s Service, all consti- 
tuent agencies of Combined 
Jewish Philanthropies of Greater 
Boston. 


Aimed at awakening Jewish 
educators and youth group 
workers, as well as parents and 
teenagers, to “those behaviors 
indicating potential suicide,” 
training sessions were offered in 
cooperation with the Samaritans, 
a non-sectarian Boston group 
that has developed in-school 
prevention programs and suc- 
cessful training methods for 
group leaders, 


In its pilot year, the Suicide 
Prevention Program was im- 
plemented in the South Area High 
School of Jewish Studies in 


Massachusetts Constitution. 

Even if the drug testing re- 
quired ‘‘reasonable cause," 
McGee questions who would 
determine what reasonable 
cause means, 

“What is reasonable cause?” 
he asks. ‘‘Should the chiefs be 
given the power to determine 
what reasonable cause means? 
These chiefs think they own you 
lock, stock and barrel when they 
hire you. They have the right to 
regulate the police department. 
They don’t have the right to 
search the body.” 

By giving chiefs the power to 
establish reasonable cause, 
McGee says they will be given 
the power to ‘‘harass.”” 

“If this were in the wrong 
hands,”’ he says, ‘‘it could be us- 
ed against the employees.” 

He adds that it will also open 
the possibility of chiefs con- 
ducting ‘searches of the officer’s 
home. If the chiefs win the right 
to conduct body searches, which 
drug testing is, what will prevent 
them from searching a cop's 
house? There is no difference. I 
view my body as more my own 
property than my house.” 

George Orwell, author of 1984, 
would be pleased, he adds. 

“This is 1984 two years late,” 
McGee says. “‘If he were around 
here today, he would be telling us 
‘I told youso.’” 


In addition to the filing of the 
bill, which is being held by the 
House of Representatives’ Com- 
mittee on Commerce and Labor, 
McGee says he has filed suit in 
Boston Federal District Court on 
behalf of former Boston Police 
Cadet John Wallace. Wallace, he 
says, was two weeks away from 
graduating from the state police 
acadamy when police officials 
ordered a random urine test of all 
cadets. Wallace tested positive

At each school, three 
workshops were designed to 
clarify sign recognition (of poten- 
tial suicides), risk assessments, 
and to develop listening techni- 
ques.

The point of the suit, McGee 
says, is that without, cause or 
any rehabilitation program, drug 
testing violates civil liberties.

McGee acknowledges that 
firefighters would have to hold 
out for “‘a long time’’ if they are 
to receive any benefits from his 
work on behalf of the Boston 
police. 

“The suit was assigned to 
Judge Robert Keaton,” he says 
“He is the judge who ran the 
Anguilo case and a very busy 
man. Also, the legislators are not 
going to act very quickly on my 
bill.” 
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testing language in their negotia- 
tions as the police did 

If MeGee is successful, Mann 
says it is possible that either part 
or all of the contract signed by 
police will have to be revised, 
although he was not sure just how 


that would happen 

Like any law,’’ Mann says of 
the suit and possible bill, ‘“‘you 
have to wait and see what hap- 


pens, It is subject to interpreta- 
tions and actions by both sides. 
We have not seen a final deter- 


mination so it is a little early to 
change our plans.” 

However, Mann says he will 
ask City Solicitor Daniel Funk for 
an opinion on McGee's actions 
and what possible recourse the 
city would have in the event that 
drug testing is disallowed. 

Even if McGee is unsuccessful, 
the president of the state 
firefighter’s union says his 
organization will sue the city if 
they continue to push for drug 
testing as a collective bargaining 
concession against wage  in- 
creases. 

T. Dustin Alward, president of 
the Professional Firefighters of 
Massachusetts, s: his group

NEWTON On Thursday, 
May 22, Mayor Theodore D

clamation calling for ‘‘an end to 
the threat of war,” 

With the proclamation, Mann 
begins an effort to involve local 
government officials across the 
state and the country to take in- 
itiatives toward moving the 
world away from the brink of 
nuclear holocaust. Mayor Mann 
will present this proclamation at

Still taking on the world after 100 years

A hundred years ago, Mrs. Henry 
Wellington and five other Newton 
women got tired of being unable to 
take part in conversations or make an 
impact on political and social pro- 
blems of the day. 

So, on Jan. 22, 1886, they met in 
Wellington’s Fairmont Avenue parlor 
to discuss forming a club to study a 
variety of socially pressing topics. 

This year, that club, called the 
Social Science Club, is celebrating its 
centennial. It is among the first and 
oldest women’s study clubs in the na- 
tion. 

Over the 100-year period, the club 
has studied and discussed everything 
from prison reform to the care and 
feeding of house plants. The chief out- 
side activity of the club was its Vaca- 
tion Industrial School at Nonantum, 
where children were taught subjects 
ranging from carpentry to cookery. In 
the past, the group has given an an- 
nual scholarship for an American In- 
dian student and has contributed to 
various philanthropic and educational 
programs. 

This year, the club gave $1,550 to 
the Newton Community Service 
Center and a $1,200 scholarship to a 
Newton North High School girl — 
Margaret Proia, who will be atten- 
ding Bentley College in the fall. 

Armed with the club motto, 
“Privilege is Obligation,’’ and the ob- 
jective of studying subjects of vital in- 
terest to the city, the state and the 
country, the group met weekly to im- 
prove their minds through the writing 
and presenting of ‘‘papers.”” 

“By all accounts 1886 was a very 
busy year,’’ according to a speech 
written by club President ‘‘Andy”’ 
Marshall for the club's centennial 
celebration in April. ‘‘Not only was 
Coca Cola invented and the Boston 
Symphony dedicated, but the Social 
Science Club of Newton was founded 
by a group of dedicated women who 
believed (according to the spidery 
handwriting of the minutes of that 
year) that... . if women had a say in 
matters of true importance — and in 
particular, alcoholism, political 
dishonesty and man’s tendency to 
believe that war was the only way to 
solve international problems then 
there would be a greater chance of 
peace and prosperity."’ 

The club is exactly like the book by 
Helen Hooven Santmyer, called * 
And Ladies of the Club,”’ which is set 
during the late 1800s and early 1900s, 
according to member Jean Husher 

The Social Science Club 
represented a second effort by the 
women of Newton to organize a study 
club, according to Marshall 

The first club, formed in West 
Newton, closed down within a year 
due to ‘terrible commentary from the 
men folk,’’ she said 

Even after the Social Science Club 
was started, ‘‘Several individuals had 
to creep out of the house, 
unbeknownst to their husbands, to at- 
tend meetings,’’ she said 

But, due to a combination of strong- 


willed women and several unusually 
understanding husbands (‘‘Two of the 
founding members’ husbands were 
ministers,” according to Marshall), 
the club was successful. 

A year after it was founded, the 
group’s membership grew to 50, and 
by 1894, the club voted to hold the 
membership at 100. There was always 
a waiting list, recalled member 
Margaret Gerrity, and women were 
only asked to join once. 

Being a resident of Newton was not 
the only requirement for member- 
ship. Then and now, members are to 
be age 30 or over, ‘That being the age 
when one’s background and intellect 
should have matured sufficiently to 
be the perfect candidate for member- 
ship,” according to the meeting 
records. 

Women interested in joining have to 
be nominated for membership by two 


current members, via letters to the 
nominating committee expressing 
support. Members then must vote 
unanimously to admit the new 
member into the club. 

Member Emily Scott recalls one 
vote, 20 years ago, when one club 
woman felt so bad about voting down 
a new member that she ate her ballot 
instead. ‘“‘It was a_ theatrical 
gesture,”’ said Scott. 

The club meets twice a month on 
Wednesdays and members are re- 
quired to present a paper every three 
years or donate $25 to a lecture fund to 
finance an outside speaker, 

But behind their literary efforts lay 
a commitment and sense of respon- 
sibility towards helping others. 

The Vacation Industrial School was 
started in Thompsonville, less than a 
year after the Social Science Club was 


According to Marshall, when 
Italian, Greek, Spanish, and Irish im- 
migrants moved into town to work in 
nearby mills, ‘‘all these children were 
running around with nothing to do.”” 

A year after it was started, the 
school moved to Nonantum with 50 
girls in sewing classes taught by 
Social Science members. Over the 
next 10 years the vacation school 
grew to over 550 boys and girls, and, 
in 1900, a kindergarten was added and 
11 teachers were hired to teach 
classes in cooking, vegetable garden- 
ing, carpentry and more. 

Attracting nation-wide attention 
and ‘‘approval from educators and 
sociolog: everywhere,” according 
to records, the Newton Public Schools 
took over the vacation school in 1907. 

Aside from the Nonantum Vacation 
School, club women stood up for their 
ideals in a number of other ways. For 
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instance, the club founded the 19th 
century's version of a summer camp, 
by establishing a rest home in 
Princeton, Mass., where the 
members chaperoned various groups 
of city children all summer long. 

And many club projects inspired 
controversy. According to Jan 
Cadwell, archivist for the club, the 
group appeared before the governor 
in 1902 because there was to be 
another bar built in Brighton. 

“In those days, different organiza- 
tions got together and worked on this 
kind of legislation,” she explained. 

But, as a result of their efforts, the 
Boston Tribune reported that ‘The 
Clubwomen of Newton’’ were being 
sued for $50,000 by the owner of the 
Albany House because the women had 
asked the governor not to allow the 
renewal of his liquor license. 

As noted by Marshall in her centen- 
nial speech, Mrs. Hornebrooke, the 
president of the club at the time, was 
quoted as saying ‘Oh yes, we did go 
before Gov. Crane, although of course 
I have never been near, much less in- 
side that place. I went to the gover- 
nor’s office merely because I felt that 
it is obviously a menace to public 
morals,’" 

In the end, the Albany House was 
closed down, never to reopen, and the 
libel suit “‘fizzled,”’ according to Mar- 
shall, 

The club has not been involved in as 
controversial of an issue since. 
However, perhaps next year’s focus 
for study — hot spots of the world 
will inspire the group, once again, to 
band together for change. 


Club women debate issues during the late 1800s

Researching the Social Science 
Club’s history is no easy task, and it is 
not because the records do not exist, 
but, conversely, because they do. 

However, once the numerous boxes, 
packed full with club records, are 
organized, and the ‘‘spidery,’’ 19th- 
century handwriting scrutinized, a 
plethora of opinions and lively debate 
over popular issues of the day 
emerges. Some of these passages are 
printed below 

Feb. 19, 1886 —- Mrs. Stone's talk on 
the Indians: ‘‘She took the ground 
that this century of our nation’s life 
has not been a century of dishonor, 
that the government has done its best 
within its knowledge, for the Indian 
What mistakes have been made have 
been mistakes of judgment in dealing 
with a different question. 

Mrs. Stone claimed that this 
administration was doing more for 
the Indian than any other had done, 
leaving, however, the points of com- 
parison by which she reached that 
conclusion for another meeting 

“Some dissent was expressed, and 


it was voted to continue the subject at 
the next meeting.” 

Feb. 26, 1886 — In discussing the 
Dawes Indian Bill, which draws up 
the dividing of reservations among 
the Indians: 

“The question arose whether there 
was any more reason to believe that 
this law would be justly executed than 
there had been in the past, that the 
numerous solemn treaties with the In- 
dians would be kept inviolate. It was 
argued that, at the time that these 
treaties were made, there was as con- 
fident an opinion among the people of 
the U.S. that justice at that time was 
finally to be done the Indian. The rep- 
ly was made that it seemed as if the 
granting of citizenship would give 
them a protection from injustice. 

“It was voted to have the abstract 
of the bill reread at the next meeting 
for its better understanding.’’ 

March 12, 1886 — On ‘The Political 
Status of the Negro:” 

“Reference made to the attempt of 
the whites to keep the colored race 
still despised . . . considerable debate 
upon the effect of hybridism upon the 
intellectual and physical! vigor of the 
offspring." 


Jan. 16, 1889 — ‘‘In considering the 
social condition of Modern Life, the 
essayist contrasted the comfort and 
luxury of the present age with the 
simple and laborious life of our 
ancestors, and attributed the decay of 
New England, once a Modern Sparta, 
now a modern Capua, to the growth of 
an Idle Class young men want 
money, want it without work, and at- 
tribute the accomplishment of great 
results to genius, forgetting that labor 
and industry are the chief elements of 
success — not talent but purpose and 
continued effort, She spoke of the 
misuse of the term ‘gentleman;’ the 
artificial distinctions of different 
kinds of work; the lack of power of 
thought; the need of a better system 
of education, one which would teach 
children to think, rather than to force 
information upon then 
monopolies and trust: 
reverence and tendency to disregard 
the Kingdom of God and his 
righteousness 

“She drew the conclusion that 
‘Modern Society’ is not yet most 
favorable to the best interests and 
highest welfare of man. It is weighed 
in the balance and found wanting.” 


March 26, 1890 Discussion on 
“The Industrial Outlook for Women:"” 

“Tt is all well enough for women of 
superior intellect to become doctors, 
teachers, lawyers, etc., but for the 
less talented of girls, the going into 
shops and offices, especially as 
private secretaries and type-writers, 
is most seriously to be discouraged, 
as leading them into false positions 
with their employers 

“The writer suggested as a remedy 
that these same young women might 
apply for and occupy positions as 
mothers helpers and thus raise the 
standard of nursery training 

‘Many opinions were expressed 
in the class of office and shopgirls, the 
standard of virtue and pure living is 
fully as high as with mothers helpers 
or governesses or even with country 
girls in the farm who have never seen 
a factory. A number of members felt 
that, after all, if a girl is meek, she 
may go astray even in her father's 
home, but if she’s honest and pure 
minded there, she will be safe in an of- 
fice

NEWTON - Their fingers let 
their wheels do the dancing. 
With the touch of a finger on 
their electric wheelchairs they 
moved fluidly to classical 
music. It is indeed ballet, but 
with wheels replacing feet. 

The 10 dancers, from Mackay 
Center Stage school in Montreal, 
captured the music’s rhythm 
and spirit in the movements of 
their wheelchairs. They twirled 


in perfect unison lat week, mak- jj 


ing some beautiful formations 
on the Newton North High 
School stage. 

The dancers practiced their 
choreographed moves for mon- 
ths prior to the tour. Virtually 
all are quadriplegic, but none 
has allowed the handicap to 
deprive them of some fun. 

“I know you’re probably 
wondering why we do this,’’ 


director George Mager told the Everyone has the right to dance Angels’ leather, 


Newton North students, ‘It's not 
for therapeutic reasons, We do it 
because everybody has the right 
to dance if they want to. It’s not 
for the privileged few.” 

Newton North students watch- 
ed the dancers in awe and gave 
them polite applause following 
each of two performances. One 
student said the dancers, many 
of whom are bilingual, ‘‘Showed 
great courage and pride in 
themselves. I don’t know if I 
could do what they have just 
done. There probably is nothing 
they couldn't do.” 

The company performed two 
numbers — ‘Stars of Destiny” 
and ‘Wheels’? — accompanied 
by the music of Johann Strauss

and Gustav Holst. Dramatic 
lighting accentuated the flare of 
their glittering costumes and 
makeup. 

Mager told the audience the 
dancers have wry sense of 
humor and originally wanted to 
call the first number ‘‘Cripples 
in Space.”’. 

“We consider ourselves the 
Canadian Ambassadors for the 
Handicapped,”' he said during 
the intermission, while the 
dancers quickly changed 
costumes. ‘We are a fun loving 
group and we try to share some 
of the joy we feel in our very 
lives.’” 

Mackay Center Stage is a 


school for the hearing impaired 
and handicapped. According to 
Mager, many of the students are 
athletically inclined despite 
their handicaps 

Michael Cyr was the only 
dancer to use a specially- 
designed manual wheelchair, 
which he also uses to play 
basketball. Cyr siad it is hard 


= for him to maintain the controll- 


ed movements that electric 
wheelchairs are capable of. But 
he uses the manual wheelchair 
to maintain his upper-body 
strength. 

“T can’t stop as sharply as the 
others can, and to start up I 
have to use a lot of strength 
because their chairs accelerate 
so much faster,” he said 

Not only did Cyr keep up with 
the others, he demonstrated 
acrobatics on only two wheels of 
his chair. The group’s second 
number had a motorcycle motif 
and Cyr, costumed in Hell's 
“popped 
wheelies”’ across stage. 

When asked if he was afraid 
of falling during his routine, he 
nonchalantly said, ‘‘I’d get right 
back up... 








“Somehow.” 

The dancers also had some 
“‘kamikaze’’ moves as they flew 
at incredible speeds across 
stage and weaved in between 
each other’s chairs without 
blinking an eye 

‘Most of these young people 
have one finger doing all their 
movements and they can do in- 
credible feats,’’ Moger said.

It was Campbell's third attempt at the tournament, and it prov- 
ed to be the charm. In his first two efforts, he missed the cut once, 
and shot in the 80's on the other occasion, according to his father, 
Ken Campbell. Ken has been the pro at Newton Commonwealth 
since 1979 

He hadn't done well at all,"’ said the elder Campbell 

Things were noticeably different on Monday, however 

After the 77 in the opening round in the morning, Campbell trail 
ed Westboro's Jim Wilson by two strokes. The two were paired up 
in the afternoon round, and it didn’t take Campbell long to pass his 
primary opponent 

After birdying only one hole in the morning round, the 354-yard 
par-four sixth, Campbell caught fire and birdied four during the 
afternoon play. He hit 88-39-77 during the first round 

As Wilson fell off his morning's pace, Campbell continued to play 
steadily, closing the gap. He did have trouble on the fifth and 
seventh, which he bogied. 

The fifth is a very difficult, 433-yard par four, while the seventh 
isa par five 

The eighth and ninth turned things around for the r senior 
He birdied both. On the eighth, he sank a putt from 30 feet out, 
while on the ninth he left himself with only an eight-foot putt 

After just missing a birdie on the 10th, Campbell bogied the next 
two holes. On the 14th he got back within one stroke of par with a 
birdy from four feet 

A great seven-iron shot on the 16th got him even again, His tee 
shot on the 173-yard par three left him only a foot from the hole, 
and he sank the short putt for the birdy 

Consistency was Campbell's hallmark during Newton North's 
team season all, during which the Tigers won the Suburban 
























League championship, and consistency did it for him again on 
Monday. He missed only three fairways during that second round, 
and his 72 was the low round of the tournament. 


Wilson, meanwhile, fell back to a 79 for a two-round total of 154 
That left him tied for second with Lloyd Archibald of Duxbury 

Though winning tournaments is nothing new for Campbell, it did 
end a drought in terms of major triumphs 

“It's the first big tournament he's won in a couple of years," said 
his father. ‘‘He didn’t have much of a year last year. He didn't play 
in any tournaments. He's played an awful lot this year and it’s pay- 
ing off."” 

Earlier in his career, the younger Campbell won the New 
England Juniors twice, in two different age divisions at 
Ponkapoag in Canton, and also topped his age group in the Nor- 
theast Juniors, a tournament run by pro golfer Paul Harney on 
Cape Cod. Campbell also has a CYO championship to his credit. 

His link credits go back even further than that, however. His 
father remembers that when he “first started playing golf he 
wasn't tall enough to keep hs bag from bouncing on the floor.”” 

Much of the reason for Campbell's improved play this spring is 
the time he’s putting into his game. Last summer he worked on the 
golf course crew at Newton Commonwealth, and didn’t play as 
much as he was accustomed to, In addition, he didn’t have the time 
to juggle tournaments and work. 

Despite that, he still came to North in the fall and captained the 
Tigers to the league championship, losing only one individual 
match all year in the process. 

This spring, he’s turned his attention back to his game and his 
su hows it. Just recently he turned in rounds of 64 and 65 at 
Newton Commonwealth, 

Jim has also taken on a new job. Getting out of high school didn’t 
mean he could sleep in, because he now caddies for blind golfer 
Bill Peduto at 6:30 a.m. at Newton Commonwealth every weekday 
morning. Jim inherited that job from his older brother Kevin, who 
now attends school in Florida 

In the fall, someone else will have to take over those chores, 
because Jim too will be in Florida at school — specifically at 
Miami's Barry College on a golf scholarship. 

A golf scholarship is no small achievement, but it isn’t easy to 
get a swelled head in the Campbell family. Not when there are 
three girls and three boys in the family and all are golfers. 

Jim learned that lesson the hard way in one recent outing 
against younger brother Andrew, 13. Jim spotted Andrew 15 
strokes, shot a 65, and wound up losing by five strokes. 

Even as he mourns the lost of Jim to college, Newton North golf 
coach Jerry Phillips will no doubt keep a very close eye on An- 
drew’s progress over the next couple of years.

The practical result of borrowing should be to increase your net 

worth — whether the borrowed funds go into a residence or 
,another kind of investment. How much you can borrow will be 
limited by the amount the lender will provide and by the amount 
you can afford to pay in carrying costs. Another major considera- 
tion: can you find an appropriate investment that will return you 
in excess of the real costs on your loan? 

To calculate the real costs of a loan for investment purposes, 
subtract the tax savings (i.e., deductibility of interest). For exam- 
ple, if you can borrow money at 10 percent and are in a 40-percent 
tax eee your after-tax cost of the loan may be as low as 6 per- 
cent. 

); Any investment that yields you in excess of 6 percent after tax, 

therefore, is worthwhile. 

' Remember that conservative, higher yielding investments are 

¢ most appropriate in this instance, and that borrowing for invest- 
ment is most advantageous for higher tax bracket investors in

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Love of wicker is purely nostalgic

The airy, three-dimensional 
beauty of antique wicker fur- 
niture has once again captured 
the heart of America 

Whether the attraction is pure- 
ly nostalgic or one sparked by an 
appreciation of wicker's form 
and function, the allure 
undeniable. Wicker furniture 
conjures up images of lazy sum- 
mer days, of slowly turning ceil- 
ing fans, of lemonade and apple 
pie out on the porch. The image of 
sitting in wicker rocker on a Vic- 
torian veranda and just watching 
the world go by is a pleasant one, 
say the editors of Country Home 

The whimsical individuality of 
handmade wicker produced bet- 
ween 1860 and 1930 has begun at- 
tracting serious collectors and in- 


vestors. No longer regarded as 
summer furniture on which to 
slap a fresh coat of paint at the 
start of the season, natural (or 
unpainted) wicker in goud condi- 
tion is now eagerly sought in a 
highly competitive market. 

The intricate wicker patterns 
are being studied and evaluated 
like other forms of 19th-century 
furniture and decor. Many 
museums are actively purchas- 
ing natural wicker furniture for 
their collections, and the terms 
“rarity” and “original finish’’ 
are used to describe wicker, as 
they are for other fine antiques. 
Although wicker furniture ac- 
tually dates back to ancient 
Egypt, the mass production of 
wicker began in Boston. 

It was on Boston’s waterfront 
in 1844 that a young grocer nam- 


ed Cyrus Wakefield observed a 
huge quantity of rattan being 
dumped on the docks after hav- 
ing served as dunnage aboard a 
clipper ship returning from the 
Far East. After examining one of 
the long, flexible poles, he decid- 
ed furniture could be made from 
this strange material. 

Although Wakefield had vir- 
tually no experience in this field, 
he began experimenting by mak- 
ing numerous pieces of crude rat- 
tan furniture during the next few 
years. Eventually he quit the 
grocery business and decided to 
import whole rattan from China 
to meet the growing demand in 
America for split rattan, or cane 

the glossy outer skin of the rat- 
tan vine, which was used for 
weaving chair seats. 

Wicker furniture styles were 


greatly influenced by the trends 
of the day. Mid-Victorian tastes 
were accurately mirrored by 
Oriental style. The wicker craft- 
smen of the period produced 
fragile, exotic-looking pieces by 
hand; they were decorated with 
arabesques (ornamentations that 
interlaced flowers and_ other 
flowing designs) and hand-caned 
back panels in an_ intricate 
spiderweb pattern. By the late 
Victorian period, thickly woven 
rolled backs and arms were the 
rage. While serpentine lines often 
dominated these pieces, detailed 
fancywork wasn’t overlooked. 
During the 1905-1915 period, the 
Mission-style wicker introduced 
by Gustav Stickley won public 
favor. The style, characterized 
by straight lines and open lat- 
ticework, gave rise to the

Alternative long-distance 
phone companies have always 
sold themselves as low-priced 
competitors to AT&T. Now, with 
new telephone rules, that’s get- 
ting difficult. 

While the breakup of AT&T 
gave companies like GTE, Sprint 
and Allnet new visibility, it also 
hiked their costs. Today, they 
must pay the same rates as 
AT&T does for connections to 
local telephone networks in 
equal-access areas. Previously, 
they enjoyed a 55 percent dis- 
count. 

With costs up, many of the 
alternative ci rriers have been 
losing money and more than a 
few may fall ky the wayside or be 
absorbed by healthier com- 
petitors.

one of the troubled companies 
has been SBS Skyline, the service 
Consumer Reports has top-rated 
in the past, both for its low prices 
and for some nice service 
features. After MCI acquired 
SBS, it announced that, even if 
the carrier is retained as a 
separate service, its rates will be 
brought in line with those of MCI. 

In a second merger, GTE

City noted for arts 


WASHINGTON Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann's advocacy 
for the arts has brought national 
recognition to Newton in the 
seventh annual city livability 
awards program co-sponsored by 
the U.S. conference of Mayors 
ang Philip Morris Companies 
ne. 

The awards, determined by an 
independent panel of judges, 
honor mayors who promote the 
economic vitality and quality of 
life of their cities through urban 
arts programs. Innovative ideas 
in Newton's entry will be includ- 
ed in the archives of the national 
clearinghouse on the arts, as 
models for other cities to follow. 


Newton was named an all 
America City in 1976-77 and is a 
five-time winner of the 
Volunteerism Award of the U.S. 
Conference of Mayors. 

The judges noted that Mayor 
Mann has emphasized the im- 
portance of the arts since he was 
first elected 15 years ago. In 1975, 
his administration created the 
pioneering arts in the parks pro- 
gram, the only muncipally- 
funded program devoted ex- 
clusively to the arts in Newton. 
Arts in the parks now invloves 200 
artists and humanists each year 


to serve more than 25,000 par- 
ticipants pho might not other- 
wise have &ny art experiences. 

The mayor has provided per- 
sonal leadership and support in 
finding ways to bring the arts to 
all segments of the community, 
despite severe budget limita- 
tions. These include such novel 
ideas as the City Tree Nursery, 
funded by the Newton Board of 
Realtors, which will provide 1,200 
free trees to homeowners each 
year; the Newton com- 
memorative quilt displayed at Ci- 
ty Hall, and the Newton Centre 
sculpture park, which features 
mosaic sculptures with more 
than 250 ceramic tiles and pla- 
ques designed by Newton 
residents. 

The judges noted that Mayor 
Mann also participated in 
creating the unique Fund for the 
Arts in Newton (FAN), the first 
coordinated, community fun- 
draising organization in New 
England. Seven arts groups —the 
Newton Arts Center, Newton Art 
Association, Newton Country 
Players, Newton Cultural Af- 
fairs, Inc., Newton Symphony Or- 
chestra, Newton Choral Society 
and Newton Cable Television 
Foundation — are currently af- 
fliated with FAN.

How ‘Rediscovered’ all began... 


The late Ira (Sonny) Gordon planted the 
seeds for ‘‘Waltham Rediscovered’’ at a lun- 
cheon meeting one day with Dr. Lawrence H. 
Fuchs, head of the American Studies Depart- 
ment at Brandeis University. 

At the suggestion of Dr. Fuchs, one of the na- 
tion’s foremost scholars in his field, the 
Walthanm-Brandeis Community Studies pro- 
ject came into being. The preservation and 
documentation of pioneer Waltham family 
histories was the objective. Courage and the 
hard work of those early arrivals among the 
ethnic groups would be made part of a perma- 
nent record. 

Mr. Gordon brought his close friend and 
business associate, Louis Nocera, into the 
planning. Following the untimely death of Ira, 
his son and daughter, Richard A. Gordon and 
Deborah Gordon-Benderson, carried the pro- 
ject further with Mr. Nocera. 


As ‘‘Rediscovered”’ reached the implemen- 
tation stage in the spring of 1984, Dorothy 
Slamin Hill, another close friend, became a 
principal. Michael B. Folsom, executive in 
charge of the Charles River Museum of In- 
dustry, was named executive director. News- 
Tribune Senior Editor Tom Murphy joined the 
principals as coordinator and fundraising 
director. 


Out of this came the successful ethnic 
celebrations of the past year, as well as exten- 
sive research and the collection of 
memorabilia. ‘‘Moody Street Rediscovered” 
is a coming together of all ethnic groups in a 
homecoming festival. 

Already in process is the compilation of a 
book on Waltham’s ethnic history to be 
published in 1988, the year Waltham will 
celebrate its 250th Anniversary.

Moody Street was a promenade

“Moody Street was the greatest place in the world” ... no 
recollection of Waltham in the first half of the 20th Century is 
more poignant or more widely shared than this. 





To generations of residents 
Moody Street on Friday and 
Saturday evenings was the 
center of a fondly remembered 
universe. It offered everything 
the heart desired and the family 
needed ... drygoods, dentists, 
dance halls, a magnificent palace 
of entertainment, groceries, 
billiards, fish, wedding cakes, 
frappes and popcorn, too. 

Above all, Moody Street was a 
promenade, a place to amble and 
strut, to see and be seen, to show 
off a new baby or a new dress, to 
find a lover, or simply to hang 
out. For the young who lived 
north of the river, there was only 
one direction to pleasure: “‘Down 
Main and over Moody.” The kids 
on the South Side already were 
there. 

It wasn’t the laws of the Com- 
monwealth that made Waltham a 
city in its own right after 1884. It 
was the commerce of Moody 
Street. Downtown Boston was 
easy enough to get to by train or 
on “the cars,” but you didn’t 
need to go there. Moody Street 
made Waltham self-sufficient. 
Not only that. It also made 
Waltham a metropolitan center 
around which other communities 
clustered, and on which they 
depended. The department 
stores, specialty shops and 
grocers drew customers from 
Newton, Watertown, Weston, 
Wayland, Lincoln, Sudbury, Lex- 
ington and beyond. 

Most important, Moody Street 
gave Waltham a center. And 
when Waltham lost Moody 
Street, to a degree, it lost that 
center. No other change has

Michael Folsom, director of

made more difference in the life 
of the community than the 
deterioration of Moody Street in- 
to a garish and marginal strip of 
discount goods and often empty 
store fronts. 

“T wouldn’t know the place,” is 
a familiar refrain. ‘Today ... 
nothing.” There are exceptions, 
but the change is there. 

The nostalgia of older residents 
is not so much for the commer- 
cial opportunities and conve- 
niences, but for the sense of com- 
munity they found on the street. 
It was the one place in the city 
which transcended the boun- 
daries of neighborhoods and the 
distance between ethnic groups, 
where the generations mingled, 
and the well-to-do had familiar 
relationships with working peo- 
ple. 

Moody Street was Waltham, 
and the impact of its loss has 
been profound. No other 
upheaval — not the closings of 
the mill and the watch factory, 
nor the Depression—looms so 
large in the recollections of the 
people who know modern 
Waltham longest and best. 

Moody Street wasn’t always 
the center of things. Indeed, it 
didn’t start out to be in Waltham 
at all. When the first bridge was 
built at the cotton mill dam in 
1847, most of the land south of the 
river belonged to Newton. This 
bridge made it possible to lay out 
a new road from Main Street at 
the Waltham Common to West 
Newton. (Before that, the closest 
bridge to Newton was down river 
at what is now Newton Street.) 
The new bridge opened up the

farm land across the river to 
residential development. The 
establishment of a new commer- 
cial center was certainly the last 
thing from the minds of the solid 
citiaens who built substantial 
homes on Moody Street from the 
1850’s into the 1870’s. In fact, 
most of Moody Street south of 
High Street remained 
predominantly residential well 
into the 20th Century. 

With the prospect of opening a 
new residential area for 
Waltham, the town almost im- 
mediately negotiated with 
Newton to purchase and annex 
the land inside the bow of the 
river in 1849. From Newton's 
point of view, this was the most 
remote part of their town, and a 
bargain was struck. The two 
communities agreed to draw a 
new line between the points 
where the Watertown and Weston 
boundaries respectively met the 
river. This line made a string on 
the bow of the river and gave 
Waltham 600 new acres. Pur- 
chase price $1,000 — $1.67 per 
acre for what would become 
some of Waltham’s most 
valuable real estate. 

Waltham took possession of its 
new land symbolically as well as 
legally. It named the new dirt 
thoroughfare that stretched 
across this land after the man 
whose hands were most responsi- 
ble for setting the community’s 
course toward an industrial 
future — not Francis Lowell or 
one of the other merchants and 
corporate leaders of the Boston 
Manufacturing Company, but 
Paul Moody, the master 
mechanic who had built the first 
Anerican power looms within a 
stone’s throw of the new street's 
path 35 years earlier. 
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Over the next five years, a 
smattering of houses — most on 
new short side streets off Moody 
—were built and a district school 
was established. But almost im- 
mediately the future of Moody 
Street was altered irrevocably by 
the arrival of the watch factory, 
just two blocks away on the bank 
of the river. In 1854, the fledgling 
watch factory not only erected its 
first manufacturing plant, but 
also purchased all the land on the 
west side of Moody Street and 
laid out hundreds of house lots. 
With a population of what would 
become thousands of industrial 
workers and their families within 
a block or two for most of its 
length, Moody Street inevitably 
became a commercial 
thoroughfare. This devlopment 
occurred in many distinct 
phases.

In the 1850’s and 1860’s, a few 
‘shops opened to fill the im- 
‘mediate needs of the neighboring 
families. These were mostly 
separate single-story owner- 
occupied buildings scattered 
among residences north of High 
Street. By 1870 there were a 
drugstore, two groceries, a 
drygoods stoe, a photography 
studio, and shops for a 
harnessmaker, a_ blacksmith, 
and a tinsmith shop — one of 
each. You could buy furniture, 
shoes, clothing, crockery and 
glassware, fish and oysters, get 
your hair dressed and your shirts 
washed, play billiards and take a 
public bath. 

The first commercial block on 
the South Side was built by Henry 
C. Hall in 1869 at the intersection 
of Moody and Crescent, among 
other purposes to house his drug 
store and interstate wholesale 
pharmaceutical business. This 
intersection would long be known 
as ‘“‘Hall’s Corner.”’ But most of 
Waltham’s retail business was 
still on Main Street and would re- 
main there into the 1890's. 

The second stage of commer- 
cial development on Moody 
Street during the 1870’s and into 
the 1880’s was characterized by 
two and three-story wooden 
buildings — Shepard’s Block, 
Smyth’s Block, Hall’s Block, 
Wright’s Block — with shops on 
the first floor and offices or 
apartments above. Most retail 
businesses rented space in these 
blocks, rather than owning their 
own buildings. 

One of the first street railways 
in the Boston area had come to 
Waltham in 1868. It ran from 
Main Street, over the Moody 
Street bridge and through the 
South Side to West Newton. But it 
was designed to transport watch 
workers to the factory gates on 
Crescent Street, and it bypassed 
the commercial section of Moody 
Street, much to the consternation 
of Moody Street business people. 
Direct Moody Street access came 
after much controversy. 


In its next phase of develop- 
ment from the mid-1680s 
through the first world war 
Moody Street pulled ahead of 
Main Street and became the real 
center of commercial life in the 
city. This is when the street, as it 
survives today, really took 
shape. 

During this period, the com- 
mercial architecture of Moody 
Street changed substantially. 
Woodframe blocks and _ store 
fronts gave way to solid two, 
three, and four-story buildings of 
brick masonry that expressed a 
new confidence and permanence. 
The first brick commercial block 
in Waltham had been built earlier 
in 1857, the Central Block on Main 
Street, which still stands across 
from City Hall. The first brick 
block on Moody Street, the Con- 
nelly Block, had arrived in 1879, 
But it was the Moody Street 
buildings of the later 1880s, 
through the 1890s and just past 


the turn of the century that 
established Waltham as a 
regional retail center. 

The signs of modern 
technology appeared. Telephone 
poles started sprouting along 
Moody Street’s curbs in 1882. 
Electric street lights replaced 
gas lamps in 1886. Electric 
trolleys, which put the horse cars 
out of business in 1890, now 
rumbled down Moody Street 
itself, carrying shoppers as well 
as factory workers. The street 
was soon paved with cobblestone. 

Although the commerical 
buildings grew larger, retail 
businesses tended to remain 
small, specialized, and with local 
proprietorship. There were signs 
of further change, however. As 
early as 1893, P.P. Adams took up 
the entire ground floor of the 
block that now houses Jordan’s 
Furniture, and called itself a 
“department store.’ The First 
National chain store, an F.W. 
Woolworth’s five and ten arrived 
in 1905, A Kresge outlet followed 
in 1909. 

Between the wars and through 
the Depression, Moody Street 
business was dominated by 
department stores and national 
and regional chains. The Parke 
Snow Department Store opened 
in 1919. The Cronin family had 
started business on the street in 
1893 with a modest grocery 
business ¢all the Hub Tea Com- 
pany. In the 1920s Grover Cronin 
went into retail clothes and began 
to expand in competition with 
Parke Snow for the high end of 
the regional market. By the end 
of the Depression, Cronin’s had 
converted the Connelly and 
Warner blocks north of Crescent 
Street into an ultra modern 
department store with a new 
limestone facade in the “art 
deco” style. With this step, 
Cronin’s became the “anchor 
store’’ of a regional marketplace. 
Other department stores arrived 
to participate in this shopping 
center: Gilchrist, Lincoln, Enter- 
prise, Touraine. 

Other once-proud red_ brick 
blocks joined Cronin’s in the 
quest for modernity, but took a 
cheaper route, with coats of 
white paint, which survive to this 
day. Woolworth modernized with 
a new fashioned building of 
yellow brick. 

But through this period, in spite 
of the success of a home-grown 
Grover Cronin, local proprietor- 
ship and control of Moody Stret 
commerce was on the wane, not 
the rise. By the end of the Depres- 
sion a number of national chains 
were doing much of the street’s 
business. Added to Woolworth 
and Kresge were W. T. Grant, 
Sears Roebuck, and J.C. Penney 

The Liggett chain had brought

the intersection of Moody, Cres- And, of course, the automobile 
cent, and Pine the name ‘“‘Hall’s took over the street. The last 
Corner” since the 1870s. Local trolley ran down Main and over 
shoe stores competed now with Moody to Auburndale in 1922.

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Its first appearance on 
Moody Street took place in 
1893 when Irish immigrant 
merchant Jeremiah Cronin 
moved his Japan Tea Com- 
pany from Watertown Square 
to one of four blocks a few 
yards south of the Charles 
River, Grover Cronin Inc., the 
fine department store those 
who followed him built, was to 
absorb all of those blocks. A 
century-old institution manag- 
ed by four generations of the 
Cronin family, it continues to 
be the business district center- 
piece. 


The original name was the 
Hub Tea Company. When 
Jeremiah‘s son Grover joined 
him, the tea store was expand- 
ed to a drygoods emporium. 
Grover, who succeeded his 
late father in 1912, proved to be 
a retailing genius—always 
ahead of his time in innova- 
tions. By the time the store 
was incorporated in 1925, he 
had already begun acting on 
his vision to own the entire col- 
lection of blocks. The first 
modernization program 
started in 1928. 


Believing that a store should 
be open, roomy and conve- 
nient, Grover got rid of the 
ceiling-high partitions and 
brought merchandise out of 
shelves for waist-high conve- 
nience. It was a change to be 
widely accepted. It certainly 
helped Cronin’s through debt- 
free depression years. 


Soon he was acquiring the 
Higgins, Wadsworth, Warner 
and Connolly blocks. Grover 
extended his foresight to park- 
ing. Rear store properties 
were bought as they came onto 
the market. Such historic 
places as the Crescent Hotel, 
Gallagher Livery and Stable 
and Glover Laundry, together 
with a few dwellings, opened 
the area to a much prized 
parking lot. Even this hasn't 
been equal to the pressure ex- 
erted by continuing sales pro- 
motions, bringing creditable 
moves by the city to keep pace 
with improvements. Both with 
its upstairs sales and the fam- 
ed “‘downstairs store’’ events, 
the crowds came out in full 
force. 


Once these were part of the four blocks beginning at Crescent 
Street and extending to the Charles River. Grover Cronin was to ac-

Beginning after World War 
Il, Grover Cronin backed sell- 
ing programs with two of New 
England,s biggest parade 
spectaculars. One was the 
Santa Claus arrival to open the 


Christmas season and the 
other the Easter Bunny 
welcome. Peak crowds of 
more than 200,000 jammed the 
streets to see the bands, floats 
and TV personalities. The 
company was the first store in 
New England to use four-color 
printing in its newspaper 
advertisements. In collabora- 
tion with The News-Tribune, it 
shocked some with one 
offering—an advertiserment 
for apple blossoms perfume 
which actually smelled like 
the fragrance. 


J.C. Penny, 
Gilchrist’s, Parke Snow, 
Touraine, Grant’s, Lincoln, 
Kresge’s and the Enterprise 
all were to go, but not what 
Jeremiah Cronin has begun. 

In 1958, the second big 
modernization program was 
ordered. Already one of the 
first stores in the area to in- 
stall air conditioning. Cronin’s 
became the first store in 
Waltham to have an escalator. 
A highlight of the street floor is 
the overhanging studio exten- 
ding along the wall between 
the two main entrances. It isa 
setting for all kinds of special 
program features, including 
the introduction of such 
celebrities as James A. Fare- 
ly, (noted politicial figure of 
his day.)

Renovations which carried 
into 1959, increased 
downstairs sales space, 
enlarged the downstairs store, 
and had a new beauty salon on 
the second floor and a two- 
story addition at the rear of 
the main building. Selling 
space had been expanded by 40 
percent when completed. 
Grover Cronin Inc. termed 
itself the ‘‘store of progress’ 
and said it was pledging its full 
faith in the capibility of 
Waltham’s business center for 
survival. 


Grover died in 1953 and his 
wife, Helen, asssumed the 
presidency. She was an active 
head of the business, con- 
ducting weekly excutive 
meetings and maintaining a 
daily contact. Operations were 
conducted through Grover 
Cronin’s original associates 
and momentum was sustain- 
ed. In 1970, Helen Cronin step- 
ped down and Grover’s middle 
son Paul J., took over as presi- 
dent. Paul and wife Ann, the 
store’s fashion coordinator, 
traveled to Europe and 
brought back designer lines to 
sell in the store. The fashion 
conscious image elevated it 
above the typical suburban 
department store. 

After Paul’s death in 1979, 
his brother Robert took over 
the presidency and began the 
third modernization program. 
Completed in 1982, this includ- 
ed relocation and redesigning 
of several departments, in- 
cluding a new design for the

downstairs store. 


During early stages of its 
development, Cronin’s had 
such top management people 
projecting the store in its 
climb as Urno Larson, Joseph 
A. Gallagher, Edward L. 
Gallagher and Richard L. 
Keniry. In more recent times 
key personnel furnishing the 
organization with manage- 
ment strength were James C. 
Creagh, who became the ex- 
ecutive vice president in 1946, 
Francis J. Murphy, who suc- 
ceeded Ed Gallagher in runn- 
ing the downstairs store; John 
J. Dillon, successor to Vice 
President Laurence D. Chap- 
pelle and building Superinten- 
dent Paul M. Larkin. 


Philip J. Cronin, great 
grandson of the founder, like 
all the Cronins before him, is 
playing a foremeost role in 
community leadership. He 
was a ‘central figure in the 
$750,000 renewal drive for the 
Waltham Boys and Girls Club. 
Philip has also served as presi- 
dent of the Waltham/Weston 
Suburban Chamber of Com- 
merce. 


Jim Creagh and John Dillon 
established remarkable 
records for longevity in store 
employment. Both have had 
more than 50 years of associa- 
tion. Before retirment, Creagh 
assumed chairmanship of the 
Board of Directors in 1973. 
Dillon came into the store 
from St. Mary’s High School in 
the 1930's.

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George Loving's 35 years 


At 91, George W. Loving can 
look back to an active business 
life on Moody Street as a men’s 
clothing store manager for 35 
years before retirement in 1966. 
He saw the retail center at its 
peak, drawing from a radius of 30 
miles or more and serving a 
population of 300,000. 

That was before shopping 
malls came to herald the exit of 
big name stores. But the malls 
weren't the only reason for the 
decline, in his view. Landlord 
failure to upgrade property and 









write leases of five to 10 years 
were actions that caused a ‘‘loss 
of prestige,” he believes. 

“Tt was a busy street, par- 


ticularly at the latter part of the 
week,” George recalls. ‘Every 





kind of household customer need 
could be satisfied. We worked 
long hours, six days and Friday 
and Saturday evenings until 10 
Meat markets the Mohican, 
Broadway, Public, Joe Quinn’s 
and the Janes Brothers stores 
would be going past 11 o’clock on 
Saturday nights.” 

Loving’s shop was the National 
Clothing, a retail outlet for a 
Boston manufacturer. The first 
location was in Wheeler Square, 
just around the corner from the 
Ascension Church. Later it was 
at 373 Moody in the O'Donnell 
Block 

Succeeding generations came 
to have George sell them suits. 
He “knew them when they got 
their first suits and later when 
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they did the same for their 
youngsters."’ There was a long 
number of store employees, the 
ones coming most readily to 
mind being Ed Spellmen, who 
went on to Jordan Marsh, and 
Edmund Broe, prominent in 
political life as City Council 
president. Dick Handrahan, who 
had worked across the street in 
Byron’s, was another valued 
sales staffer. 

Store managers were a closely 
aligned group. He well 
remembers Ramon Kelly and 
Charlie Stankard of George I 
Kelly's, George Olson, who had 
his own store, Joe Shanahan of 
Salinger’s, Tom Rooney and Joe 
Rooney, not related. Others on 
the street in various stores were 
Jim Ayles, lively chap at Quinn’s 
Market, Eddie Weiner of Ed- 
wards Jewelry, Harry Kniznik of 
the furniture firm, Ed and Tom 
Flannery of the Hall’s Corner 
smoke shop, Sam Schwartz and 
Herb Mann of Sam’s Army and 
Navy, and the Harry Levisons, 
father and son, who ran the fami- 
ly shoe store. 

There was lunch to be had in 
Lee’s drug store. Bob Lindquist 
of Woolworth's was another col- 
league. A great sport, Bob show- 
ed up with a large chunk of 
venison one day and stored it in 
Jimmy’s Restaurant on Pine 
Street. It made for an after hours 
feast one weekend. 

The National was run by Loy- 
ing right up to his retirement. 
When he did that the parent com- 
pany decided on liquidation and 
Ozzie Swanson was called in as 
an auctioneer. 





Landlord neglect is a sore spot 
with Loving. ‘‘When they began 
iviting anyone occupy premises 
without a lease of any duration 
you ran a chance of getting the 
fly-by-night operators, the hit- 
and-run people who did the retail 
district no good. 


George’s other interest in 
Waltham was the Lodge of Elks, 
which he headed in 1939 as ex- 
alted ruler. He was engaged in

‘Precinct One’ at Harry’s Shoe Store 


Harry's Shoes — just south of 
the corner of Moody and Pine — 
was opened in 1914 by Harry N. 
Levison, whose parents had come 
to this country from Russia at the 
turn of the century. Harry and his 
wife, Gertrude, lived at 7 Foun- 
tain St.,in what was known as the 
*“*Compound’’ the 
neighborhood in which early 
Jewish folk congregated.

The store was later run by his 
son, Harold, a high school foot- 
ball star in the 1920’s, and was 
operated by him until his death a 
few months ago. It is in the pro- 
cess of being sold. Harold’s 
sister, Sylvia Levin, who was 
“practically raised in the store, 
recalls how it was a favorite 
place to the many policemen who 
once directed traffic on the 
street, and how a shop keeper in 
Waltham once needed to speak 
Italian to do business in 
Waltham. 


“They called the store 
‘Precinct One," Sylvia says, 
“because every policeman hung 
around there. They left their 
raincoats, they got their 
messages, they left their bundles, 
That ended when they put up the 
traffic lights in Hall’s Corner. 


“My father spoke Italian. He 
had to, These wornen who still 
come into the store say ‘I 
remember your father sy ing 
Italian tomy grandmother.‘ 








Away back, beginning in 1917 
the store was known as ‘‘Harry’s 
Sample Shoe Parlor.’ Harry was 
in partnership with a brother 
Abram, who left his sales role to 
go into real estate, building an 
apartment house on Adams 
Street, which is still there 
Abrams affiliation ended in 1943 


The Levisons were active in the 
Waltham community, notably as 
early founding members of the 
Waltham Jewish temple. Harry 
served as a Chamber of Com- 
merce director and as a member 
of the Retail Trade Board. He 
died in 1972, leaving the store to 
son Harold, close associate for a

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Embassy Theatre a marvel in its time 


For many generations of Waltham citizens, Moody Street 


was never to be the same after the wrecker’s ball began 
crumbling the onetime glamorous movie palace on Oct. 16, 
1972. After demolition, News-Tribune staff reporter Thomas J. 
Neville wrote nostalgically under a headline, “Memories 


mark Embassy epitaph.” 





His story read like this: 

“The once-elegant stage and 
movie theatre stood 44 years on 
its Moody Street pedestal. But 
time and a drastic decline in 
patronage caused its demise." 

“All that remains now are a 
few heaps of rubble, a naked wall 
and a vacant lot. The City of 
Waltham §$ spent $235,000 last 
February to buy the threatre and 
the adjacent parking lot. 

“A special lighting effect gave 
the Embassy's ceiling the illusion 
of clouds floating beneath a star- 
filled sky. It was one of only a few 
such effects in the region and 
four decades of movie patrons 
marveled at the interior charm. 

“Built in 1928, the Embassy 
had a brief heyday as a 
vaudevillian showplace. 
Although the acts which ap- 
peared on the Waltham stage 
were not nart of the theatrical 
hall of fame, they did bring 
laughter and tears to hundreds of 
those post-war audiences. 

“Silent flicks are also part of 
the Embassy’s early life. In the 
1930's, the talkies came in and the 
Embassy adapted. In those days 
movies were more than just an 
hour and a half of visual enter- 
tainment. 

“The patrons would listen to 
organ concerts during intermis- 
sion or mingle outside near the 
Charles River, sipping free soda 
pop and puffing on complimen- 
tary cigarettes while colored 
lights shone on the waterfall. 

“What was once the spacious 
lobby of the Embassy will soon be 
a walkway for shoppers. Cars 
will be parked where theatre 
goers once relaxed in their or- 
chestra seats. 

“Time, progress and the 
wrecker’s ball have transformed 
the Embassy into just a 
memory.”’ 


William E. Hartnett had been 
manager through most of its four 
decades. He was there for the last 
showing on Feb. 19, a Leap Year 
event. ‘“The Lady was a Tramp” 
was the last feature shown. “It 
was the Jast of the big suburban 






Marquee of Embassy proclaimed a monster film In 


theatres to close its doors,” 
lamented Hartnett. James J. Tul- 
ly was stage manager when it 
opened and at its closing. Also 
well remembered were J. Leslie 
Cahill, organist in early years, 
and John W. ‘‘Sam’’ Bosworth, 
who presided over the entrance 
as assistant manager. 

The Embassy was dedicated on 
April 9, 1928, with a capacity au- 
dience. Mayor Henry F. Beal 
delivered the address of 
welcome. ‘“That’s My Dad," 
featuring Reginald Denny, was 
the full-length film. Ray 
Stewart’s orchestra ac- 
companied the vaudeville acts. 
Seats went for 35 and 45 cents. 

On May 7, 1972, the Embassy 
reopened for ‘‘A Night of 
Nostalgia” staged by Mayor Ar- 
thur J. Clark, with Guy Lom- 
bardo and his Royal Canadiens 
as the feature attraction. There 
was champagne to be sipped by 
the guests and speeches were 
made. Elderly couples held 
hands as they did in courtship. 
There were tears and memories. 

Some $15,000 was realized to be 
given the Waltham Redevelop- 
ment Authority for ambitious 
plans. 


The city had purchased the 
tract on a $300,000 bond issue 
months before. Mayor Clark had 
visions of a multi-tiered parking 
garage to stimulate downtown 
revitalization, but suffered one of 
his few defeats as the Council 
turned him down. Waltham did 
get a greatly improved parking 
tract and a mini-mall placed 
right where the Embassy lobby 
had been. 

Moody Street had other film, 
also long gone. The Rex was on 
the second floor of the AOUW 
Building in Hall’s Corner in pre- 
Embassy days, offering silent 
movies at 6 cents per admission. 
David Brand’s Waltham Theatre 
up the street opposite Mohican 
Market was great for serials and 
introduced the ‘free dishes’’ 
nights and had amateur talent 
shows.

An unforgettable sight on 
Moody Street in the 1930’s was a 
courtly gentleman with a brisk 
step and a tip of the hat who walk- 
ed from his South Side home to 
City Hall, 


He was Patrick J. Duane, 
whose last two mayoralty terms 
were from 1930 through 1933. Tall 
silk hat, frock coat, striped 
trousers, wingtip collar for for- 
mal attire was the sartorial 
splendor for which Mayor Duane, 
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later a judge, was noted. 


Waltham’s most colorful chief 
executive first appeared to be a 
one-voter loser to Henry F. Beal 
in the 1929 election, then won by 
10 votes in the court review. 
Duane gained attention when he 
banned Texas Guinan’s all-girl 
Broadway revue from Nutting’s 
dance hall as ‘‘too hot for 
Waltham,” but yielded on the 
condition the lovelies would re- 
main statuesque.

The idea for ‘‘Moody Street 
Rediscovered”’ was born in the mind of 
Dorothy Slamin Hill, a person who yields to 
no one in her love for Waltham. Nor has 
anyone done more to carry the fame of her 
native city than the Post 156 Legion Band’s 
internationally acclaimed leader. 

She remembers the years as a Waltham 
High School student when going down to 
Moody Street on Friday and Saturday even- 
ings was a big thing. That was a time when 
the downtown business district was a pro- 
menade, a meeting place for all of the city’s 
youngsters. 

Dot Hill’s dream was to recreate as much 
as possible the atmosphere and 
camaraderie of another era. Particularly 
did she remember the open trolley car dur- 
ing the warm months when trips to 
Norumbega Park were pretty special. 

Thus, a nostalgic symbol of those days is 
to be found in the trolley car she had made 
in California for the celebration. Addi- 
tionally, it has particular meaning because 
her late father, James J. Slamin Sr., was a 
longtime Street Railway operator whose 
duties went back to that same period. 

The replica trolley now traveling the 
business district is modern in terms of 
motor and underpinning, but its fittings are 
an authentic return to the past — even to 
the clanging, bell, scrolled side window 
panels, interior ceiling lights, running 
boards and drop curtains for rain protec- 
tion. It will be proclaiming Waltham’s com- 
munity message of friendship for years to 
come as part of the Legion Band’s frequent 
parade appearances.

Banks were always in the forefront 


ings Bank provides One Moody 
Street with great visual appeal. 

A 135th anniversary is coming 
up for Waltham Savings in 1988, 
while Waltham Federal was 
marking its Centennial when it 
dedicated its new home in 1980. 


Waltham banking institutions 
figured importantly in the 
emergence of Moody Street as a 
business center. And in today’s 
changing pattern, they have been 
out front as pacesetters in the 
revitalization so urgently 
declared essential by community 
leaders. BayBank Middlesex can trace 
its origin all the way back to 1836 
with founding of the ‘“‘Waltham 
Bank.” That institution became 
the Waltham National Bank in 
1864, the year in which Congress 
put banks under federal charter. 
Operating from its main office at 
Main and Lexington Streets, 
Waltham National prospered. At 
one time there were three bran- 
ches on Moody Street, one a few 
strides from Central Square, 
another in Wheeler Square and a 
third in the attractive location 
now occupied by Marcou 
Jewelers. 


On Jan. 1, 1945, a merger 
uniting Waltham National and 
the Newton Trust Company was 
consummated, creating the 
Newton-Waltham Bank and 
Trust Company. One result of 
this affecting Moody Street was a 
decision to purchase the Garvey 
Block at the corner of Moody and 
Gordon Streets, where the 


Waltham Savings, BayBank 
Middlesex, Shawmut, Mutual 
Bank for Savings and Pioneer 
Financial all have had a role to 
play in modernization. Three en- 
tirely new buildings and two ex- 
tensive renovations are very 
much part of the new look in 
downtown. 


Waltham Federal Savings 
Bank, which had its start in a 
Moody Street location as the 
Waltham Cooperative Bank, 
figures significantly in the 
renewal pattern, too. Federal 
Savings built its handsome new 
structure on Main Street less 
than a hundred yards from the 
Moody Street intersection. 


Central Square got a new land- 
mark building in 1981 when 
Waltham Savings erected its new 
headquarters to replace the 
demolished Mercantile Building, 
1892 vintage. Five stories in 
height, with an imposing facade 
and a plaza-like setting, the Sav-

During the presidency of Giles 
E. Mosher Jr., which began in 
1970, Newton-Waltham effected a 
merger with Middlesex County 
National Bank and became part 
of the fast-moving regional 
BayBank Middlesex. Operations 
have continued in the heart of 
downtown. 


Pioneer National also grew out 
of mergers, the prime one involv- 
ing Waltham when Middlesex 
Family Cooperative became part 
of the new thrift institution. 
Pioneer took over the fine new 
branch office had established at 
the corner of Moody and Ash 
Streets in a well-landscaped set- 
ting. 


Waltham Citizens National 
Bank held forth until it was ac- 
quired by Framingham financial 
interests and eventually became 
part of the large Shawmut 
organization. Shawmut purchas- 
ed the abandoned Baptist Church 
structure at the corner of Charles 
and Moody Streets, then put an 
impressive new building on the 
site, with a convenient drive-in 
customer access. 


The arrival of Mutual Bank for 
Savings, formerly the Newton 
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soon after the turn of the century 


Savings Bank, in Waltham was 
marked by still another building 
rehabilitation project. This was 
on the northeast corner of Moody 
and Pine in Hall’s Corner, 
previously occupied by the J.C. 
Penny store. 

Waltham’s only forced liquida- 
tion of a bank involved the 
Waltham Trust Company, which 
had two Moody Street locations 
before it was caught up in the 
Depression of the early 1930's. 
Waltham National filled an im- 
portant role in safeguarding 
depositor funds for subsequent 
distribution. 


Post Office 


outgrew Moody St. 


In all of its history dating back 
to 1812, the U. S. Postal Service 
had three main office locations 
on Moody Street before outgrow- 
ing the last of these and undergo- 
ing transition to the present Main 
Street site in 1936. 

The Mercantile Building in 
Central Square and the Welch 
Block on the corner of Moody and 
Charles were the mail processors 
until more elaborate quarters 
came into use on April 1, 1902. 

Postmaster Charles J. Shepard 
and a new assistant, Edwin J. 
Dill, moved staff operations into 
the AOUW Building, 134-136 
Moody Street, a few steps from 
Hall’s Corner opposite P.P. 
Adams (now Jordan Furniture). 

An account in the Daily Free 
Press-Tribune of March 31, 1902, 
said: ‘‘The new Post Office, to be 
opened tomorrow, will probably 
be one of the best equipped in this 
vicinity. No. 136 is at the corner 
of Gordon Street. The public en- 
trance will be at 134 Moody 
Street-the other door is closed— 
offering no public access.” 

Continued the newspaper arti- 
cle: ‘‘The fittings are of 
quartered oak and very hand- 
some, and were built by John 
McLane of Milford N.H. They 
were put into place by C.H. 
Wilson, also of Milford. The 
carpenter work was done by con- 
tractor C.W. Howe and the elec- 
trical work by F. T. G. Hill.” 

By 1910, the ‘‘new”’ Post Office 
had outgrown itself. The 
newspaper of Jan. 28, 1910, said 
the floor space was to be increas- 
ed 1,406 square feet, by tearing 
down the partition between the 
present office and the store oc- 
cupied by W. E. Larson 
Carpenters. 

New fixtures in abundance 
were to be installed. The 
newspaper reported: ‘Since Mr. 
Shepard became postmaster July 
1, 1900, the yearly volume of 
business done in Waltham has 
grown from $29,600 to $56,530. 
The running expenses of the Post 
Office in 1900 were $19,000. Last 
year they were $40,000. At that 
time there were 11 carriers and 
five clerks.” 

The date of Jan. 1, 1913, was of 
significance since it marked the 
advent of Parcel Post. On the 
first day of business for Parcel 
Post, ‘‘more than 200 packages 
were received, including a box of 
eggs from Laconia, N.H. A total 
of 232 packages was shipped out 
during opening day.”’

Another important date was 
Feb. 27, 1913. “A dispatch from 
the Postmaster General’s 
Department notified Postmaster 
Mansfield of Boston that 
Waltham will be included in the 
Boston Postal District, the 
transfer to go into effect March 1. 

“Some of our most prominent 
businessmen have been much in- 
terested in this matter and have 
strongly favored the chance,’ 
said a newspaper story, adding 
“the large department stores will 
be much benefited through 
greater Parcel Post facilities.’ 

Shepard remained as head of 
the Waltham office until 1919. 
The title ‘‘superintendent”’ had 
been introduced in 1913. Martin J. 
Connelly succeeded to the posi- 
tion and was to continue as 
superintendent for 23 years. 

Because AOUW quarters had 
become too small to handle the 
volume of business generated, 
there was a clamor for a new 
facility during 1924. Controversy 
developed as merchants pushed 
strongly for a site in the South 
Side business district. A govern- 
ment leasing arrangement for 
the tract of land on the northeast 
corner of Moody and Pine Street 
was encouraging, but Boston 
District officials announced. on 
Jan. 16, 1925, that the new P.O. 
home would be on Main Street in 
the Smart Building opposite the 
Public Library. Chamber | of 
Commerce directors held a pro- 
test meeting on Jan. 17 at the 
Waltham Country Club, to no 
avail. It was only a few years 
before the newly constructed 
Smart Building also proved to be 
too small. 


On March 31, 1931, Post Office 
officials announced that another 
Main Street site, at the corner of 
Grant Street, had been chosen. 
Again, strong appeals from the 
Moody Street merchants for the 
Pine Street corner tract even 
after wooden buildings there 
were demolished to make it more 
presentable. Eventually, the land 
was returned to private owner- 
ship by the federal government 
and Moody Street hopes for a 
recovery of the main office were 
gone. 


Dedication of the Post Office 
still in service on Main Street 
took place with a banquet in 
March of 1936 on the second floor 
of the premises. Waltham Mayor 
Frederick L. Macdonald headed 
the dignitaries attending.

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A newsboy reflects 
on Moody Street...

Living on Robbins Street, I was only five or six blocks from Moody 
Stteet and for a kid it was fantastic. There were doughnut shops. I 
remember in those days, there was a drug store with a fountain 
where the Waltham Spa is now. Roy Taylor had a drug store with a 
soda fountain where Kirsch’s real estate office is now, and I worked 
there for a time when I was in high school, as many kids did. 

I started as a newsboy when I was 12, delivering the News-Tribune. 
Iwas doing pretty well. I was making 20 or 25 dollars a week the year 
around. That was good money for a paper route, but it was big. I had 
almost the whole South Side at the end because I had taken over Ken- 
ny Fenton’s route. 

To start, I delivered what were called the ‘frees,’ the papers that 
went to the advertisers. And I would start and leave the Tribune and 
go up to Central Square and drop them at a couple of stores across 
from City Hall and then the Central Square Theatre. And it always 
took me about 15 minutes to get by that because I’d have to see what 
the movie was about. Then I would head down Moody Street to 
Grover Cronin, drop them off there, and then I had to get by the Em- 
bassy, because that was the next stop before I would start to weave 
my way along Crescent before getting back to Moody. 

By the time I got up past the Waltham Theatre, the last trap, I 
would start to weave both sides of Moody Street. This was when there 
were regular deliveries on my routes. I had customers all the way up 
to Parmenter Road and all the way down Crescent Street and even on 
the Island. So it was usually about 6 o'clock before I got in, and I 
remember some stormy winter nights it would be 8 or 9 o'clock at 
night before I’d haul in with all the papers delivered. 

But at Christmas time it was really something else. At school I’d 
print up Christmas cards and deliver them the week before to all the 
customers. And when we collected just before Christmas. ..wow! 

The newspaper those days was delivered 6 days a week, and it was 
3 cents, so that meant that the paper was 18 cents a week. And out of 
the 18 cents I got 6 and the newspaper kept 12. Now, if somebody gave 
me 20 cents and said keep the change, I got 8 cents and they got 12. If 
somebody gave me a quarter I got more money than the newspaper. 
It.was pretty lucrative, but hard work. 

‘When they built a doughnut shop across from Roy Taylor's drug 
store at the beginning of Cherry Street that really set me back 
because I could never get by that doughnut shop without buying some 
doughnuts. They had a machine that the doughnuts would float by you 
in the window in the fat cooking. I would go over to Roy’s, get myself 
a frappe to go with the doughnuts and then off I would go down to 
deliver my papers. 

One of the things that was a typical reflection of what Waltham was 
like when we were kids was a man named Harold Brooks, a blind 
pianist who lived on Adams Street, not far from Crescent. Harold us- 
ed to sit on the iron fence outside the Immanuel Church on warm 
days. When we’d come home from school and there would be kids sit- 
titig there talking with him, we’d stop and say hello. 

Harold seemed to know everybody in town. He’d walk up and down 
Moody Street. He played piano at all the service club meetings. But I 
think he exemplified the kind of community that existed in Waltham 
in those days. You felt that Moody Street was kind of the center of life 
about which the community revolved, and you knew enormous 
numbers of people. 

Because of this it was like one bigger family. Even though you 
might have differences with somebody along the way, there was a 
real strong sense of community. I always remember Harold Brooks 
as I grew older that he sort of represented that sense of community. 
We knew him and people would worry about him. If you didn’t hear 
from Harold for a few days, somebody would go and knock on his door 
to make sure things were going all right. People knew about other 
people’s problems and cared about them.

Moody Street doesn’t end in 
Wheeler Square, A branch bank, 
two modern funeral homes, 
historic Waltham Chemical and 
many new enterprises made the 
stretch into West Newton a busy 
place, 

Unelected, but popularly ac- 
claimed as a foremost 
businessman and the “mayor of 
the South Side,’’ Louis J. Kirsch 
Jr. looks into Wheeler Square 
from his real estate and in- 
surance compound at the corner 
of Moody and Alder Streets. His 
acquisition of a doctor’s 
residence and adjoining proper- 
ties led to renovation into an at- 
tractive headquarters, not far 
from the Cherry Street home 
where he got his start 

The beginning was in an 
unplanned way. Louis, a Hood 
Rubber employee in Watertown, 
was asked by a Cherry Street, 
Waltham, neighbor to help sell 
her house. 

No ligense was required. ‘‘To 
my surprise,"’ he recalls, ‘‘and to 
the woman’s also, I sold the 
house within a week and that sale 
actually started me into the real 
estate business because since 
that first sale I have literally sold 
thousands of homes for the past 
28 years and am continuing to do 
80,”” 


That was in 1938. The living 
room at 68 Cherry Street became 
an office as people learned of his 
ability to sell property. He work- 
ed on real estate part time while 
continuing at the B.F. Goodrich 
affiliate in Watertown, where he 
had advanced to a superinten- 
dent level. By 1945, he had done 
well enough in real estate to

decide to spend his life at it. 


Half of a duplex on Cherry 
Street soon was no longer large 
enough. So, in 1964, the search 
was on for larger quarters. It was 
provided by the family physician, 
Dr. Roy Taylor. He put his pro- 
perty at 550 Moody St. on the 
market, consisting of profes- 
sional offices and living quarters. 
A decision had to be made in a 
few hours and it was one of the 


“best ever’’ for 
organization 

The sale took place in 1964 and 
the Kirsch business occupancy 
came in June of the following 
year. Acquisition of three adjoin- 
ing parcels for parking, with ac- 
cess from three streets, 
established what they called the 
“Kirsch Compound."" 

Together with his bi ac- 
complishments, Louis Kirsch Jr. 
has made an imposing niche for

Keyes engineering firm at historic corner 


A solid vote of confidence in 
Moody Street’s future as a 
business district came earlier 
this year when Keyes Associates, 
the foremost area architectural 
and engineeering firm, announc- 
ed it was planning a third floor 
addition. Its headquarters 
building at Hall’s Corner would 
reach skyward as a vital part of 
revitalization. 

History touches the Keyes 
organization’s site since the 
Henry C. Hall drugstore which 
occupied the location gave the 
corner its name. 

Fenton G. Keyes, who started 
the company in Rhode Island in 
1951, and Walter I. Keyes, who 
established the Waltham office 
two years later, are brothers. 
They are Waltham High School 
graduates, the sons of George 
IL. Keyes, a federal government 
career employee whose service 
to clients at Waltham Post Office 
is well remembered. 

The brothers are Northeastern 
University graduates, a dozen 
years apart, both making their 
marks in sports as well as in civil 
engineering. Fenton was a stan- 
dout baseball pitcher and Walter 
performed on the basketball 
court. 

Fenton had considerable ex- 
perience in major engineering 
design projects dealing with 
highways and bridges, flood con- 
trol, airports, sewerage and 
building construction before star- 





ting his own firm. His focus was 
in Rhode Island. 

He has been honored by the 
Providence Engineering Society 
as ‘‘Engineer of the Year.” That 
was in 1983, a year in which he 
was cited by Northeastern 
University as its outstanding 
graduate in civil engineering. 

Beginning with the Jaycees, 
Walter Keyes has figured im- 
portantly in virtually every 
Walham civic organizatgion and 
has led a number of major 
drives. He is past president of the 
Boys’ Club, Chamber of Com- 
merce and Rotary Club. The 
Chamber conferred its Com- 
munity Service Award on him in 
1983, 

As many as 40 different 
Waltham projects have been 
given the Keyes Associates pro- 
fessional imprint. City of 
Waltham construction plan con- 
tracts fulfilled include the follow- 
ing: 
Waltham Police Station; 
Waltham Fire Station; Waltham 
Municipal Center; Waltham 
Vocational School; Waltham 
Housing Authority: Orange 
Street, Myrtle Street, Pond 
Street; Waltham school renova- 
tions: 15 separate projects; City 
Hall renovations; Waltham Com- 
mon restoration. 

Add to these the Prospect 
Street bridge, a number of street 
realignments and reconstruction 
plans, the Crescent Street park- 


ing lot and Moody Street mini- 
mall. 

Most visible of the Keyes struc- 
tural designs is the Waltham Sav- 
ings Bank at One Moody Street. 
Along with a Master Plan, the 
firm’s design work went into four 
Waltham Hospital major 
building projects and the Medical 
Office Building. 


Raytheon, Polaroid, R.H. Bird 
Company construction and the 
Gordon development of the Fran- 
cis Cabot Lowell Mill are part of 
the activity record in Waltham. 

The firm has grown toa staff of 
more than 150 persons, with of- 
fices in Wethersfield, Conn., and 
Nashua, N.H., as well as 
Waltham and Providence.

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Looking back 
at Coleman's 
...-at the Bridge 


For a considerable length of 
time, spanning two decades, a 
familiar sight crossing Moody 
Street bridge looking south, was 
the Coleman ‘‘at the bridge” 
sign. The firm started by Martin 
J. Coleman was surrounded by 
the sweet fragrance of Miller's 
Pop Corn establishment, which 
manufactured its delicacy in the 
building rear. 

An immigrant from Ireland, 
Martin had come to Waltham at 
the age of nine in 1887. Employ- 
ment at the cotton mill and watch 
factory eventually led to a trip to 
Philadelphia with a Waltham 
friend and co-worker. There he 
developed an early interest and 
knowledge of the real estate 
business. 


In 1910, he returned to 
Waltham and rented office space 
from a local mover who had a 
small office ‘‘at the bridge’’ on 
Moody Street. His rent was $5 per 
month for the privilege of sharing 
a desk, having his name on the 
window and the use of a 
telephone. He had been a fine 
baseball player in his youth and 
success in that sport brought him 
a great number of friends who 
figured in his rapidly growing 
real estate and insurance 
business. 

Waltham was rapidly growing 


in those days. Waves of im- 
migrants were arriving from 
Canada, Ireland, and Italy and a 
large number of Jewish families 
me from the countries of 
stern Europe. Coleman had a 
great interest in these people, 
recalling his own arrival as an 
immigrant some 20 to 25 years 
prior. He helped to find housing 
for many of the families over- 
coming the obstacle of language. 

The depression hit Waltham 
severely and resulted in the clos- 
ing of a number of its principal 
industries, some of which never 
reopened. In the early 1930's, at 
the request of the mayor, Martin 
J, Coleman Sr. was named chair- 
man of the Welfare Department. 
It was a crucial time calling for 
endless hours attempting to help 
families gain food and shelter. He 
later was named the first ad- 
ministrator for the Works Pro- 
gress Administration (WPA), the 
federally funded program to pro- 
vide employment. 

His own real estate and in- 
surance business suffered 
dramatically during the same 
period since several banks had 
closed. Virtually no banks had 
money for mortgages and 
foreclosures were nearly every 
day occurrences. In 1933, his 
oldest son, George A. Coleman, 
joined his father and in 1935 his 




















son Robert also joined the firm. 
Robert died in the United States 
Army during World War II in 
1942.

The President Alleys on Walnut Street attracted 
bowlers, but it was noted more for pool action. 
George Pepper Sr. ran the operation, along with 
George Jr. and Buddy, who were among the top cue 
performers in the high stakes games, The base- 
ment of the Middlesex Hotel had a billiards parlor 
with Lawrence Caffarella, another master player, 
as the man in charge 

Two other bowling spots were in the Moody Street 
area. One was on the second floor of the Odd 
Fellows Building, next to the Central Square 
Theatre, where Masonic teams competed. One of 
the cotton mill buildings at 144 Moody Street was 
converted into a bowling establishment called the 
Waltham City Alleys for a successful run before 
World War II came along 

Moody Street also had its share of high stakes 
poker games, crap shooting and bookie operations 
behind closed doors. After prohibition went out in 
the early 1930’s, there was a Waltham Athletic and 
Literary Club in a second floor spot, strictly for 
elbow bending and intensive sports or political talk. 

That miniature golfing craze found a spot in the 
same building occupied by the Waldorf Lunch dur- 
ing the Depression, but faded out quickly 

Those same years saw championship swims 
finishing at the Moody Street bridge. That was also 
the turn-aroun ‘point for 26-mile canoe marathons.

The company remained at this 
location until 1958, when it moved 
into its present new quarters at 
451 Main Street. Three genera- 
tions of the Coleman are still ac- 
tively engaged in the business. 


A Museum of Industry on Moody Street 


The Charles River Museum of 
Industry at 154 Moody St., in the 
Power House of the Boston 
Manufacturing Company Mill, 
was founded in 1980 by a group of 
civic and business leaders to tell 
the story of America’s Industrial 
Revolution as it took shape and 
continues today in Waltham and 
the Greater Boston area. 


The Museum exhibit program 
deals with four major periods in 
industrial history: (1) the origins 
of the textile industry in the early 
19th century, (2) the develop- 
ment of the watch industry and 
(3) the principles of mass- 


production in the earlier 20th cen- 
tury, and (4) the future of elec- 
tronics, an industry that is 
already 50 years old in this 
region. Other exhibits include in- 
dustrial power generation, the 
machine tool industry, and labor 
and management. 


In all exhibits, the experience 
of the visitor is the primary con- 
cern. All major exhibits will in- 
clude working machinery at 
which visitors will be able to 
learn actively about the ex- 
perience of producing the goods 
which help to shape the 
American way of life. 


During the Museum’s ’’ Moody 
Street Rediscovered’’ Open 
House, stored collections of 
equipment will be on display and 
several important pieces of 
equipment will be in operation, 
but the Museum has yet a major 
renovation prgram to complete 
before fully operational exhibits 
can be set up. The public is in- 
vited to review these collections 
and learn more about the 
Museum’s plans for the im- 
mediate future. The Museum’s 
public entrance is from the Em- 
bassy parking lot off Pine Street.

used by scores of firms for a half 
century. 

The mill itself is the oldest sur- 
viving set of structures on what is 
now Moody Street. The Boston 
Manufacturing Company (BMC) 
completed its first mill for the 
weaving of cotton cloth in 1814. 
This was the first modern pro- 
duction plant in the world in 
which all the processes for turn- 
ing raw material into woven cloth 
were done by powered equipment 
in one plant. This experimental 
mill became the technological 
basis for founding of the city of 
Lowell and many other textile 
centers in central and northern 
New England over the next half 
century. At the time the BMC 
was founded, all that existed of 
Moody Street was a short path 
leading down to the water from 
Main Street, known informally as 
the road to the river. 

The textile complex, which 
grew up here over the following 
century, remains the most signif- 
cant and imposing architecture 
on Moody Street. It is now a Na- 
tional Historic Landmark and 
National Historic District. 

Thousands of women and men 
came from many states and 
many nations to work at these 
mills, and some of Waltham’s 


before the mill was shut down for 
good in 1929, u 

Many more recall a variety’ of 
occupations at firms that did 
business at 144 Moody St. over 
the 50 years that followed. Most 
prominent were Boston Maid and 
Puritan Dress shops that filled 
many floors of the original mill 
making dresses. Among other 
things also manufactured there 
have been knit goods and 
sailboats and mattresses and 
harpischords, 

In the late 1970's, the three 
main wings at 144 Moody were 
renovated for 258 units of sub- 
sidized elderly housing, with fun- 
ding from the Massachusetts 
Housing and Finance Authority 
and the Federal Department .of 
Housing and Urban Renewal. 
The project, owned by the Gor- 
don Charles River Falls Co., was 
developed and is managed by 
Boston Investment Development 
Co. The housing portion of the 
mill complex has been renamed 
the “Francis Cabot Lowell Mill,"’ 
and it has added two new ad- 
dresses to Moody Street—Nos. 174 
and 190.

ing, Parke Snow's gradually ex- 
panded its operations, first by 
buying out already existing 
stores, and later by building later 
ones 

Charles Whipple was a Har- 
vard Business School graduate 
who held high executive positions 
with Filene’s in Boston and New 
York. He continued to serve on 
the Filene‘s Board of Directors 
for a number of years. With him 
as a partner in Parke Snow’s 
beginning in the late Twenties 
was Allen C. Smith, who bought 
25 percent of the stock. His son, 
Dexter Smith, later was vice 
president and merchandising 
manager. 

In 1942, Richard L. Whipple, 
son of Charles, came into the 
business, fresh from five years 
with Filene’s, and before that the 
Harvard Business School. He 
started as assistant treasurer 
when the accounts receivable 
showed less than 20,000 accounts. 
These were increased over the 
ensuing years until they reached 
well over 150,000 accounts. 

In the mid-Sixties, Charles 





Whipple retired as president and 
treasurer and Richard Whipple 
took over the helm. At about the 
same time the Fraser store in 
Brockton was added, although 
that store retained its own name 
At its peak, Parke Snow’s 
operated some 14 department 
stores, employed more than 1,500 
full and part-time workers, and 
had charge accounts numbering 
in excess of 150,000. 

But Parke Snow's was not to 
escape the changing times. Like 
R.H. Stearns, W. T. Grant Co. 
and scores of others which were 
tied to downtown locations, the 
buildings gradually became ob- 
solete and Parke Snow began to 
feel the pinch fom discount stores 
and shopping malls. By the 
Seventies, seeing the hand- 
writing on the wall, the Board of 
Directors and the stockholders 
decided to liquidate the business. 
This was finally accomplished 
early in 1976. 

In the process of liquidation, 
not one manufacturer, 
wholesaler, customer or 
stockholder lost a single penny.

First came the ‘horse railway’ 


Back in July, 1866, a charter 
was granted to the Waltham & 
Newton Horse Railway. A single 
track line was laid through 
Moody Street to Hall’s Corner 
and on over Crescent Street to the 
Watch Factory. Four cents for a 
ride to the factory, 12 cents to 
West Newton. 

In 1872, the line was extended 
to Banks Square, but it was not 
until September of 1890 that 
“electric cars‘‘—the trolleys— 
were introduced and changed the 
old railway system. 

Even then, a constantly grow- 
ing Moody Street mercantile 
district from Hall’s Corner 
southerly had to struggle to get a 
line through to connect with 
watch worker cars at Reed’s Cor- 
ner, Crescent and Moody. It 
came amid controversy. Within a 
dozen years or so, tracks were 
stretching in all directions to link 
Waltham with surrounding com- 
munities and Moody Street 
became the shopping mecca for 
miles around. 





Dorothy Slamin Hill’s Post 156 
trolley is a replica of the 
transportation that delighted 
several generations through ear- 
ly decades of the century, par- 
ticularly when the open cars 
traveling to Norumbega Park for 
its splendid zoo, open air theatre, 
amusements, penny arcade and 
picnicking grounds on the banks 
of the Charles in Auburndale. 

Not until after World War I did 
the electics give way to the Mid- 
dlesex and Boston Street Railway 
buses, maroon and gold wonders 
of their time. Tracks remained in 
the roadways until World War II 
came along and the federal 
government ordered them taken 
up for scrap iron salvage. 

The Fitchburg Railroad line, 
still operating under MBTA 
assignment to the Boston & 
Maine Railroad, was first opened 
to passenger traffic on Dec. 20, 
1843, three years before construc- 
tion of the Moody Street bridge 
began and a half dozen years 
before the entire South Side area

Moody Street’s grade crossing 
always was a target for public of- 
ficials seeking some way to have © 
it abolished, particularly after a 
fatal derailment in 1902. Always 
the cost was deemed prohibitive, 
right up to the recent administra - 
tion of Mayor Arthur J. Clark. HB 
found a partial solution when he 
established the transportation 
center on Carter Street. Trains 
would stop after crossing Moody 
Street, not before, at new plat- 
form areas, thereby greatly 
decreasing traffic delays 
heretofore caused when gates 
were down. 

Absorption of Waltham’s 
public transit into the MBTA 
marked still another shift in both 
bus and train travel. This oc- 
curred in the 1960’s. Fewer routes 
and time lags had to be absorbed, 
but without undue strain. A new 
commuters’ express special from 
Carter Street to downtown 
Boston has proved successful.

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It has been a long time since Moody Street was 
the place for a large number of Waltham mothers 
to go in good season, wheeling their carriages of a 
morning.

Moody Street was a hot fudge sundae at Can- 
dyland after taking your best girl to the Embassy. 

It was apple pie a la mood or English muffins at 
the Waldorf at day’s end. 

You could get all kinds of things to wear and use 
at Sam’s Army & Navy; mouth-watering bakery 
treats at the Mohican Market; Pickwick ale at the 
Victory Lunch when Prohibition ended; malt and 
hops at Dave Bloom’s Green River store if it was 
home brew. 

It was political gab, smokes and the daily 
papers at Flannery’s in Hall’s Corner, pills at 
Hall’s Drug or anostrum at E. E. Butman Drug at 
the corner of Chestnut. 

It was a suit for the regular price and another 
for a dollar at George I. Kelly’s once a year; pop- 
corn at Miller’s and candy at Jolly’s, housewares 
in the two five-and-dimes, free dishes on Thurs- 
day nights at the Waltham Theatre. A dozen or 
more large stores, Cronin’s the pacesetter, made

acquired 600 acres of South Side land from 
Newton.

Life sentence 
in murder case 


‘Bird’ is

CAMBRIDGE — A judge Mon- 
day sentenced ‘one M. O'Neil 
to life imprisonment after O'Neil 
admitted to the second degree 
murder of his Newton girlfriend’s 
elderly mother. O'Neil also 
received a concurrent 15- to 20- 
year term for an unrelated attack 
on another Newton woman days 
earlier, 

The sentences were imposed in 
Middlesex Superior Court by 
Judge Sandra L. Hamlin. 

Under the life sentence for the 
reduced charge of second-degree 
murder, O'Neil, of Salem, could 
be eligible for parole after serv-

ing 15 years, less 67 days for 
which he is credited for time 
served while awaiting trial. 

Co-defendant Susan Aldrich, 
37, of 25 Oak Terrace, the 
daughter of the victim, Emily 
Aldrich, 78, of the same address, 
still faces an indictment charging 
her with being an accessory after 
the fact to Aldrich’s murder 
which occurred about 4 a.m. on 
Sept. 13, 1985. 

Mrs. Aldrich’s body, which had 
been stabbed five times, was 
found in the woman’s upstairs 
bedroom at 25 Oak Terrace by 
Miss Aldrich about five hours 
after the killing, said Assistant 
Middlesex County District At- 
torney John McEvoy. 

McEvoy said there have been 
no plea bargaining negotiations 
in Miss Aldrich’s case. She is be- 
ing held in lieu of bail at MCI 
Framingham until her trial, 
which has not yet been schedul- 
ed, Miss Aldrich allegedly gave a 
phony alibi to police to cover up 
O'Neil’s involvement in the slay- 
ing. 

McEvoy told Judge Hamlin 
that O'Neil and Miss Aldrich had 
formed a romantic relationship 
while they were in-patients at the 
Metropolitan State Hospital some 
months before the incident. 

She told the court Mrs. Aldrich 
did not approve of the relation- 
ship and that O’Neil had been 
sleeping over at the Aldrich home 
“clandestinely, that is, without 
Mrs. Aldrich’s knowledge.” 

The prosecutor told Judge 
Hamlin that, had O’Neil’s case 
been tried, the state would have 
introduced evidence showing that 
O'Neil and Miss Aldrich had had 
“discussions” about ‘‘getting rid 
of her (Emily Aldrich)" 
sometime before the killing. 

After Monday’s proceeding, 
McEvoy said he was ‘‘satisfied”’

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Author Irving

WEST NEWTON — There was 
a little bit of Garp in every 14 and 
15-year-old boy who graduated 
from Fessenden School last 
week 

“I think Garp did go to 
Fessenden, in a sense,"’ John Irv- 
ing, author of the Pulitzer Prize- 
winning book, ‘The World Ac- 
cording to Garp’’ said at the 
school's graduation. ‘Garp could 
have been any one of these young 
men out here today.”’ 

Some of his other works in- 
clude, ‘‘Hotel New Hampshire” 
and, more recently, ‘Cider 
House Rules,’ but ‘Garp’ 
brought Irving into the interna- 
tional limelight. 

Irving reminisced about his 
boarding school days at Phillips 
Exeter Academy in New Hamp- 
shire in his commencement 
speech to a sea of navy-blue 
sports coat-clad graduates, a 
look which typifies the style of 
dress at most affluent private 
schools, 

“What I remember most about 
prep school is getting into trou- 
ble,” said Irving, whose father 
was a faculty member at Exeter. 
“But I also remember the way 
the adults overreacted to the pro- 
blems we caused.” 

The young men, most of them 
bound for a private prep school, 
listened intently to the saged ad- 
vice of the former boarding 
school prankster, who 
remembered well that feeling of 
youthful distrust of adults. 

“When a kid believes an adult 
is overreacting, it is usually a 
just perception,” he said. “It is a 
usual way for adults to react, 
especially at boarding school. 
Every where my friends and I 
went, we caused a major over- 
reaction from the adult world.”” 

Irving told stories about his 
favorite pranks he and his bud- 
dies pulled while at school and 
the inevitable harsh reaction 
from the faculty. 

“Once we got a cow, a nice, big, 
black Angus Cow from a local 
farm in New Hampshire," he 
said. ‘It took us a while to walk it 
back to the school because it stop- 
ped along the way to eat a lot.” 

When Irving and his friends got 
back to the school with the cow, 
they placed it on the stage in the 
chapel where the faculty and 
students met every morning for 
prayer and to exchange informa- 
tion for the day. 

The headmaster found out 
about the cow, but decided to go 
ahead with the meeting anyway. 








After drawing the curtain on the 
stage, the headmaster told facul- 
ty members to set their chairs on 
the floor. Then the fun for Irving 
and his friends began as the en- 
tire school marched into the 
chapel 

“T pitied the poor man who had 
to speak that morning,’ he 
remembered. “One by one the 
students began ‘mooing,’ as the 
speaker talked faster and faster. 
Then, finally, from behind the 
curtain the cow ‘mooed,’ and 
everyone, including faculty, 
broke into laughter.” 

Overreacting, Irving said, is 
the “curse of growing older,’’ but 
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‘T think Garp did 
go to Fessenden, 
in a sense.”

underreaction, he added, also 
can be a ‘“‘curse.”” 

“The Vietnam War was a huge 
overreaction by this country,” 
said the 44-year-old Irving.

Irving warned the graduates to 
stay informed about the situation 
in Central America, especially in 
Nicaragua. 

“You may not know now, but 
when you're 18 you better know 
about it, because you may be the 
young men our government 
sends to Central America,’’ he 
said.

Pillar House pioneers new no-smoking policy

NEWTON LOWER FALLS — 
Anyone who smokes in The Pillar 
House restaurant after 11:30 a.m. 
July 14 will have to put out or butt 
out. 

Because on that day, at that 
time, a new non-smoking policy 
will go into effect, banning the 
use of tobacco at the restaurant. 

Owner Tom Larson, says he 
has been trying for ten years to 
promote a smoke free environ- 
ment at his Quinobequin Road 
restaurant. 

“T have always been interested 
in making (the restaurant) non- 
smoking,”’ he says. ‘‘We sell 
healthy foods, and there is no 
reason why we shouldn’t have an 
equally healthy non-smoking 
policy. I think the customers will 
be happier without the smoke.” 

Since he opened back in 1975, 
Larson says he has always 
discouraged smoking, adding 
that currently, 75 percent of 
seating is designated as non- 
smokering. 

Despite what some people may 
think, Larson says the general

The sign greeting patrons at 
the restaurant states: “Due to 
the increased desire of our guests 
for a healthy and clean environ- 
ment, The Pillar House will be 
entirely smoke-free on July 14 at 
11:30a.m.” 

The sign, Larson says, serves 
to sufficiently warn patrons 
about the ban, so none will be 
taken by suprise. 

“We wanted to let our guests 
know about it,”’ he says, adding 
that the restaurant will be closed 
for renovations a few weeks prior 
to the ban going into effect. 

Although the restaurant will 
continue serving alcohol, Larson 
feels he isn’t being hypocritical 
by requiring his patrons to go 
smokeless. 

“At a restaurant, smoking af- 
fects other people,” he says. ‘‘If 
someone wants to drink in 
moderation, they do not

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necessarily offend other people.” 


After renovation, a lounge will 
replace the existing bar, en- 
couraging guests to eat at that 
restaurant, rather than go there 
to drink, he says. “We will no 
longer have a bar that people sit 
up on,”’ he says. 

Newton is no stranger to str- 
ingent non-smoking policies in its 
restaurants. Several years ago, 
the Board of Aldermen passed an 
ordinance requiring restaurants 
with more than 75 seats to have at 
least 15 percent of them set aside 
for people nonsmokers. 

That ordinance was the first of 
its kind in Massachusetts, and, 
according to Terry Clancy of 
GASP (Group Against Smoking 
Pollution), paved the way for 
other communities to adopt 
similar smoking policies. 

“Newton has been a forerunner 
in the state for its tough non- 
smoking policy,’’ Clancy says. 
“It has been the first city in the 
state to put a stop to excessive 
smoking in restaurants.” 

Clancy says she is not suprised 
by The Pillar House’s plans, ad- 
ding that it is evidence of 
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America’s changing attitude 
toward the tobacco user. 

“Society is changing its view of 
smokers,’’ she says. ‘‘The 
Surgeon General has put forth a 
challenge to the American people 
that we become a smokless socie- 
ty by the year 2000. In future 
years, I think we'll see more 
restaurants go completely 
nonsmoking.” 

According to the 
‘“‘Nonsmokers’ Guide to 
Massachusetts,’ a publication 
put out by the American Lung 
Association and the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health, Brookline, Fram- 
ingham and Wellesley have 
tougher ordinances than Newton, 
requiring some restaurants ‘to 
have at least 25 percent of seating 
set aside for non-smokers. 

Bernice Joyal, the city’s com- 
missioner of public health, says 
The Pillar House is the only 
restaurant in the city to 
altogether ban tobacco use, but 
adds others are likely to follow 
suit. 
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lodice unaffected by building ban 


NEWTONVILLE — Developer 
Michael Iodice won approval last 
week from the aldermanic Land 
Use Committee for the construc- 
tion of a parking garage on 36 
Crafts Street. 


_ The garage, which will be used 
in conjunction with the construc- 
tion of a new office building on 
that site, was approved by the 
committee after the Law Depart- 
ment ruled it was not affected by 
the moratorium. 


Assistant City Solicitor G. 
Michael Peirce said because 
Iodice filed a perimeter plan 
before the enactment of the 
moratorium, it was not restricted 
by the short-term building ban. 


Under state law, a property 
owner can file a perimeter plan 
which grandfathers the land 
under the previous zoning 
classification. The Crafts Street 
area was zoned as a manufactur- 
ing district and the Law Depart- 
ment has previously ruled that 
office buildings can be con- 
structed in such areas. 


The decision was seen as a 
blow to both moratorium sup- 
porters and Crafts Street 
residents who fought the con- 
struction of both this building and 
a six-story office building across 
Crafts Street, also owned by 
lodice. 


Carmichael, who is suing the 
city for the manufacturing 
district ruling, said neighbors 
thought the moratorium would 
prevent the garage and office 
building from being built. 


“Somewhere, someone is going 
to challenge this in court,’’ he 
said of the moratorium ruling. 


“If the Building Department 
issues a permit, then someone 
will challenge it. The Law 
Department had an opinion, and 
there are other people who have 
their opinion.”’ 

Carmichael said his suit 
against the city will come before 
the Land Court in Cambridge 
next week. 

According to Peirce, the Land 
Use Committee did not have 
much choice in granting Iodice 
the site plan approval because 
under city law, a site plan can on- 
ly be revised, not denied. The 
committee agreed that Iodice’s 
plans for the site conformed with 
the requirements for such a 
structure. 


“You can minimize the impact, 
ask for landscaping and other 
considerations,’’ he said, ‘‘and it 
appears that Mr. Iodice has com- 
plied. It is my opinion that there 
are no grounds for denial of the 
site plan approval.”” 


Before the meeting, Iodice at- 
torney Marshall Newman com- 
plained about the length of time it 
took the committee to approve 
the plans. 


“We first came here in Oc- 
tober, ‘the said. ‘“‘We have been 
here five times now. I don’t know 
whether it is general 
bureaucratic ineptness or if we 
are being singled out for special 
treatment. It has been a 
bureaucratic boondoggle as far 
as I’m concerned.” 


Design funds allocated for roof 


NEWTONVILLE - The alder- 
manic Public Facilities Commit- 
teee has recommended $25,000 
for design work to fix sections of 
the Newton North High School 
roof, 

At the same time, the commit- 
tee decided to hold off recom- 
mending the rest of the $689,000 
estimated for the project until the 
Building Department knows ex- 
actly what type of new roofing it 
wants constructed. 

Alderman Joshua Davidson 
made the motion to appropriate 
design funds after Building Com- 
missioner James Cameron ex- 
plained the city has not determin- 
ed exact specifications for the 
project. 

Cameron said the $25,000 ap- 
propriation - if backed by the 
Finance Committee and approv- 
ed next week by the full board - 
would be enough to get the pro- 
ject going. 

But he and Roy Cornelius, the 
School Department’s director of 
support services, stressed that 
aldermen must be ready to ap- 
prove the entire appropriation 
when designs are complete if the 
project is to be completed on 
time. 

“It is recommended that we 
proceed quickly and try to get 
this done before the winter,” said 


Cornelius. 


The most expensive part of the 
project will be the estimated 
$356,000 needed to replace the 
fourth four classroom area roof. 
The 47,545 square foot area is 
rated ‘‘generally poor,‘‘ac- 
cording to a study by the con- 
sulting firm of Simpson, 
Gumpertz and Heger. 


“If you stand on it, you’ll break 
the membrane,’’ Cameron said. 

Roofing over the library, 
auditorium and three stairwells 
also must be replaced, the com- 
missioner said. 

Originally, the consulting firm 
had estimated it would cost $1.5 
million for the project, but the 
discovery that some sections had 
been replaced in 1981 reduced 
that estimate, Cameron said. 

Newton North High is only 13 
years old, but numerous con- 
struction and design flaws have 
been discovered since its open- 
ing. The building’s history in- 
cludes cracks in the gym wall, 
leaks in the swimming pool and a 
faulty heating and ventilation 
system, according to some 
aldermen. 

Cameron expressed the hope 
that the roof project would be the 
last unusual Newton North ex- 
pense. 


Man indicted for trafficking in cocaine 


CAMBRIDGE — A Middlesex 
County grand jury has indicted a 
Chestnut Hill man on a charge of 
trafficking in cocaine in connec- 
tion with an incident last 
February 4. 

Charged with trafficking in 
more than 28 grams but less than 
100 grams was Douglas G. Mann, 
43, of 69 Waban Rd., Chestnut 
Hill. A conviction on that charge 
carries a mandatory three-year 
prison term which must be serv- 
ed. 
Assistant Middlesex County 
District Attorney Adrienne 
Lynch said Newton police assign- 
ed to the narcotics unit stopped 
Mann in a vehicle he was 


operating, noticed what ap- 
peared to them to be cocaine 
which Lynch said was “‘in plain 
view,’’ and then arrested him. 
Lynch said police subsequently 
obtained and then executed a 
search warrant for a locked 
briefcase police found in Mann’s 
car. The briefcase was found to 
have contained more cocaine, 
said Lynch. 


Mann pleaded innocent to the 
charge during his arraignment in 
Newton District Court following 
the incident. He is expected to be 
arraigned again in Middlesex 
County Superior Court on June 
13.

Man charged with robbing teenagers 


CAMBRIDGE A Middlesex 
County Grand Jury has indicted a 
Newton man, charging him with 
the armed robbery of three 16- 
year-old Newton boys on Feb. 21 
near the Chestnut Hill M.B. . 
Station and assault and battery 
on one of them. 

Indicted on three separate 
charges of armed robbery and 
one of assault and battery in con- 
nection with an incident occuring 
about 8:30 p.m. was Rufus Daryl 
Green Jr., 18, a resident of the 
housing project at the old Weeks 
Jr, High. 

Middlesex County Assistant 
District Attorney Adrienne 
Lynch said last week that 
testimony at a recent probable 
cause hearing revealed that 
Green and a juvenile were among 
a group of six to nine teengaers 
who allegedly robbed the vic- 
tims. Green and the juvenile 
were the only ones identified and 
charged but the investigation is 
continuing, Lynch said. 

The juvenile already has been 
found to be delinquent in juvenile 
court in connection with the case, 
Lynch said. 








The indictments charge that 
Green robbed Glen Riley of $5; 
Daniel T. Aman of $27; and Todd 
Wedekind of a gold chain. 

Lynch said Green allegedly 
held Wedekind’s arms behind his 
back after the group confronted 
the youth outside the station. 

She said another boy, who was 
not identified, told the victims he 
had a gun but did not show one. 

Green, according to Lynch, 
allegedly punched Wedekind in 
the face after taking the chain. 

Green is charged with armed 
robbery by joint venture by vir- 
tue of the fact that one of the 
other assailants said he had a 
gun 

Lynch said the victims were on 
their way to the Chestnut Hill 
Mall, had gotten out of an 
M.B.T.A. car and were walking 
when they were allegedly con- 
fronted, harrassed and finally 
robbed. 

The victim telephoned police 
from 4 nearby supermarket, said 
Lynch. 

Shortly afterwards, Green was 
identified by the victims. He later 
was arrested. 


Six month sentence for raping children 


CAMBRIDGE A Newton 
man has been sentenced to serve 
six months of a five-year term at 
the Billerica House of Correction 
for raping two young Newton 
children. 

Judge Hiller Zobel imposed the 
sentence in Middlesex Superior 
Court in the case of Charles 
Rackett, 20, who relocated to 
Alaska after the 1983-84 in- 
cidents, which occurred at a 
Newton home. 

In a change from his original 
plea of not guilty, Rackett admit- 
ted to charges of rape of a child 
and indecent assault and battery 
on a child in connection with in- 
cidents involving a nine-year-old 
boy and his eight-year-old sister. 


Judge Zobel sentenced 
Rackett, who will be eligible for 
parole in six months, to a five- 
year term, then imposed a 
suspended sentence of 10 years 
together with five years of proba- 
tion to begin after completion of 
the first sentence. In addition, 
Judge Zobel ordered Rackett to 
undergo psychiatric treatment 
and prohibited him from con- 
tacting the victims or their fami- 
ly. 


A juvenile who had also been 
charged with sexually abusing 
the same children was a 
Needham man who has been 
charged in connection with 
separate alleged incidents. The 
juvenile, who has since become 
an adult, has been found to be 
delinquent in connection with the 
charges against him, said Assis- 
tant Middlesex County District 


Attorney Marian Ryan. The 
Needham man’s case is pending 
in Norfolk County Superior 
Court. 

The mother of the children told 
Judge Zobel during Rackett’s 
sentencing last week ‘‘part of 
their lives have been ruined’’ 
because they have been ‘‘forced 
to live as adults."’ She said, ‘‘We 
cannot damage the lives of others 
and walk away as though nothing 
has happened.” 

The woman told the judge 
justice was ‘‘very slow.’’ 
However, Zobel said the case was 
associated with two other cases 
and he told the woman there have 
been no unwarranted delays. He 
noted that the case was resolved 
within one year of Rackett’s in- 
dictment. 

Public defense lawyer David 
Skeels, who asked for a suspend- 
ed sentence and probation, said 
Rackett has made ‘‘very strong 
efforts to straighten his life out” 
since the offenses. Telling Zobel 
Rackett is ‘‘able to work, go to 
school and do well,”’ Skeels said 
“unless there is rehabilitation, in 
the long term the public will not 
benefit.’’ Skeels said that 
Rackett, if imprisoned, will be 
subject to ‘‘even more destruc- 
tive influences” than those which 
Skeels claimed led to his abuse of 
the children 

“This is one incident that oc- 
curred while he was living in a 
very destructive situation,”’ 
Skeels said, claiming that 
Rackett's behavior was directly 
related to the Needham man’s in- 
fluence on him.

Amnesty on ‘enhanced’ resumes?

Royall Switzler’s clearing of 
his conscience about 
embellishing his war record has 
ushered us into virgin territory— 
the uncharted terrain of intellec- 
tual honesty in politics. 

Last week, Switzler was within 
hours of throwing in the towel, He 
seriously contemplated dropping 
out of the race for the Republican 
gubernatorial race. He had been 
drafted by the GOP nominating 
convention two months previous- 
ly and, after the initial fanfare, 
had virtually dropped from view. 

There was, he confessed at a 
dramatic press conference, “a 
bone in his closet’ (not a full 
skeleton?) that gnawed at his 
gut. It was distracting him from 
the all-out gubernatorial cam- 
paign that his supporters fully 


anticipated of him. 
The Wellesley Republican 
lawmaker, a 47-year-old suc- 


cessful real estate broker, has 
made a reputation in the House of 
Representatives delivering 
holier than thou speeches 
berating his colleagues for coddl- 
ing governmental excesses 
Often his charges are on target. 
But there is a sanctimonious edge 
to his rhetoric, notably when his 
voice climbs several decibels, 
which turns off listeners. 


Friends say loner Switzler has 
viewed himself as the self- 
appointed moralist of the House 
who must somehow raise ethical 
issues because no one else will, 
even if he loses most votes. Tom 
Colo of Athol played this resident 
lectur role in earlier years; 
more ently, Bruce Wetherbee 

ff ell donned the mantle 








The ‘‘bone’’ Switzler had to 
disgorge was long-standing 
hyperbole regarding his military 
rank (sergeant, not captain), his 
service (army infantry, not 
Special Forces Green Beret) and 
theatre (peacetime Korea, not 
combat in Vietnam, though legal- 
ly, he is a ‘Vietnam Veteran”’ by 
virtue of the time frame of his 
service). 


Switzler called a press con- 
ference last Tuesday to correct 
the record, The misinformation 
had appeared in old campaign 
literature, he said, and he had let 
it stand, knowing it embroidered 
reality. As a rep from Wellesley, 
he had never corrected it; now as 
a gubernatorial contender, the 
pressure became unbearable, 


That very morning Switzler 
had confided to a close friend he 
was going to withdraw his guber- 
natorial candidacy, By Tuesday 
afternoon, he was persuaded in- 
stead to bare his soul, put the 
record straight, take full respon- 
siblity and continue the fight 


It is not easy to admit one's 
past is unglamorous. Especially 
difficult for a politician. Doubly 
difficult for a politician whose 
stock in trade has been chastising 
others for less than courageous 
conduct, It was clearly a water- 
shed for Switzler to admit he was 
not what he had cracked himself 
up to be 


Yet, to this observer at least, 
there remains in Switzler traces 
of disingenuousness. In his con- 
fession, instead of contrition, he 
could not bring himself to mouth 
the simple words that it was he 
who had lied, he who had let the 





fantasies continue, he who ‘had 
exploited the false image, he who 
kept the fictions current, he Who 
was the phoney, 

Perhaps such candor wold 
have erased the cultivated image 
in the House of knight in see 
armor, without which Switzler 
would be but one of us 

Still and all, Switzler is to, be 
congratulated. He has done a 
rare and courageous thing. Who 
among us can cast the first 
stone? ri 

Switzler has inadverteirtly 
opened up Pandora's box od

Latest cleanup plan crucial 


To the editor: 


I am writing now to seek your 
support for a proposal that would 
establish a comprehensive pro- 
gram to find and clean up the 
hazardous waste dumpsites in 
Massachusetts. This proposal, 
the Emergency Cleanup pro- 
posal, is pending in the 
Massachusetts Legislature and 
has been qualified as an initiative 
question to appear on the 
November 1986 ballot. 

The hazardous waste problem 
in Masgachusetts is of crisis pro- 
portion. A recent study by the 
Massachusetts Public Interest 
Research Group (MASSPIRG), 
“Hazardous Waste In Our Drink- 
ing Water: A Town By Town 
Analysis For Massachusetts’, 
used Department of En- 
vironmental Quality Engineering 
(DEQE) data to highlight ex- 
isting drinking water contamina- 
tion problems as well as potential 
contamination problems in high 
risk communities. Forty-five 
communities in Massachusetts 
have already lost public or 
private drinking water wells to 
toxic contamination. The 
MASSPIRG study cites another 
22 communities which have one 
or more wells that have been 
tested as showing contamination 
at levels approaching or ex- 
ceeding proposed federal stan- 
dards. The study, also, found that 
over half of the communities in 
the state are at high risk of losing 
some portion of their drinking 
water supplies due to the prox- 
imity of a known or possible 
hazardous waste site to a drink- 
ing water well or reservoir. 

Unfortunately, government 
and industry have failed to meet 
this emergency head-on. To date, 
only 400 dumpsites in 
Massachusetts have been located 
and only 60 of these sites have 
been cleaned up. If the state con- 
tinues at current levels of activi- 
ty, it will take a minimum of 50 
years to locate and clean up the 
1000 to 1500 hazardous waste 
dumpsites which the state DEQE 
estimates exist in 
Massachusetts. This is too long to 
wait if we are to save our 
precious drinking water supplnd 


From beer to pop: Born in the USA

It started on July 4, 1976. 
The tall ships sailed into New 


-York Harbor and — despite a 


plethora of schlock that threaten- 
ed to turn the Bicentennial into 
the Buycentennial — the reaction 
was electric: Thousands of flags 
bloomed; Americans began feel- 
ing good about their country 
again. After Vietnam, 
Watergate, the energy crisis, the 
word went out: It was OK to like 
America again. 

It wasn’t much earlier that Old 
Glory was as visible a symbol of 
polarization as long hair. To vent 
his feelings about the country he 
dalled ‘‘Amerika,”’ radical leader 
Abbie Hoffman wore a. shirt 
made from the Stars and Stripes. 
So controversial was this gar- 
ment that when Hoffman ap- 

eared on “The Mery Griffin 

how” in 1968, the shirt was 
blacked out by the show’s ner- 
vous producers. On the other 
hand, the flag was blindly waved 
by hard hats and know-nothings 
who used it to cloak their 
challenge: America — love it or 
leave it. 

After the Bicentennial, there 
would still be a few rough spots to 
get over, like Iran. But by 1981 
with the ascension of Ronald 
Reagan, a smili1.y, Teflon-coated 
pop icon, America’s renewed 
love-in with itself would not be 
stopped. Ten years after the 
Bicentennial, we are in the midst 
of a red, white and blue love-in — 
with the Statue of Liberty centen- 
nial at its center, And our popular 
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culture — films, music, advertis- 
ing, even sports and the food we 
eat — are reflecting this jingo- 
jangling. 

Today’s pooh-bah of pop- 
culture patriotism is Sylvester 
Stallone, the monosyllabic actor 
who spent his Vietnam War years 
teaching at a girls school in 
Switzerland. Whether it’s good 
timing or cynicism, Stallone — 
draped in an American flag after 
beating evil Russian Ivan Drago 
in “Rocky IV” or as Vietnam vet 
John Rambo winning the war we 
lost — has crystalized the sense 
of mid-’80s patriotism. 

Madison Avenue, no dummy, 
has now jumped on the band- 
wagon. Watcha sporting event on 
TV and you can’t escape those 
Miller beer spots. No longer con- 
tent to trumpet itself as ‘‘the 


champagne of bottled beers,” 
Miller now proclaims that 


“Miller’s made the American 
way/Born and bred in the USA.” 


Not to be outdone, Budweiser 
chimes in with ads proclaiming 
“You make America work... This 
Bud's for you’’ — as if all this six- 
pack consumption should 


somehow reduce the national 
debt. 


Surely, these commercials 
would not exist if it wasn’t for 
Bruce Springsteen’s LP ‘‘Born in 
the USA,” an album released in 
July 1984 (at the same time as the 
L.A. Olympics, another ben- 
chmark in the New Patriotism) 
that has sold 19 million copies to 
date. Although the song itself is a 
bittersweet paean to the Vietnam 
veterans’ plight, it became the 


focal point for a renewed 
patriotic pride. At Springsteen 
concerts, hands that once clutch- 
ed joints wrapped in American 
flag rolling paper now held tiny 
American flags. 

Meanwhile, when champion 
Hulk Hogan enters the ring, 
enough flags appear to make you 
think you're at an American 
Legion rally. 

So on July 4, 1986, we’ll lunch 
on grilled Velveeta cheese on 


Wonder Bread, play our Springs- 
teen albums, catch a few minutes 
of “Rocky IV” on our VCR and 
finally watch as the events in 
New York Harbor unfold.

water. 

Every part of Massachusetts is 
potentially affected large | 
cities, small towns, industrial 


areas and rural communities. 
The need for prompt action is 
clear. The Emergency Cleanup 
proposal provides a plan with 
ambitious but reasonable 
timetables for the location and 
cleanup of the state’s toxic dump- 
sites. 


Within two years of its 
passage, the proposal requires 
that the state and industry com- 
plete a search for potential 
dumpsites; within six years, the 
state’s worst sites threatening 
public health or the environment 
must be contained; and for the 
long run, research and develop- 
ment programs must be 
established so that technologies 
for permanent clean up can be 
perfected and implemented at all 
sites. 





There is widespread 
acknowledgement that action 
must be taken to address the 
hazardous waste crisis in 
Massachusetts. The Emergency 
Cleanup proposal addresses this 
need by providing a strong pro- 
gram to make sure that 
Massachusetts dumpsites are 
found and cleaned up soon. This 
proposal enjoys broad and grow- 
ing support across the state. 
There are 78 legislative co- 


sponsors, including Represen- 
tatives Kevin Fitzgerald, 
Thomas Gallagher, Emanuel 


Serra and Thomas Vallely. 


The Emergency Cleanup pro- 
posal has just received a 
favorable report from the 
Natural Resources Committee 
and is presently being considered 
by the House Ways and Means 
Committee. With continued sup- 
port for the proposal from opi- 
nion leaders and citizens across 
the state, it is likely that the pro- 
posal can be passed by the 
Legislature in the next few mon- 
ths.

NEWTON - While mentally 
retarded people face many bar- 
riers towards living an indepen- 
dent life, there are some hurdles 
that should not be in the way 

Carol and Richard Beard 
know that better than most peo- 
ple. In 1968 Carol gave birth to 
Lincoln and Forrest, twin sons 
who, it was later diagnosed, are 
mentally retarded. No one 
knows the reason, but she has 
been fighting for the last 18 
years to get people to unders- 
Jand that, despite their disabili- 
ty, the twins are individuals 
With feelings and emotions. 

‘The thing that bothers me,” 

eard says, ‘is when people use 
mentally retarded as a noun, 
with a capital ‘m’ and a capital 
‘r.’ When people say that, they 
are kind of sayi hat mental 
fetardation is my sons’ only 
characteristic. There is much 
nore to them than being men- 
‘tally retarded.” 
= Last week, the Human Rights 
Commission presented Beard 
ewith its second annual Human 
Rights Award for her campaign 
to help ‘“‘normal”’ people unders- 
tand the plight of the ‘‘handicap- 
\ped.”’ The award honored Beard 
for her part in the creation in 
1978 of the Understanding Han- 
Micaps Program of Newton 
“UHP) 
> “My sons were enrolled in a 
Special needs program at the 
‘Hamilton School, which closed 
Sin 1977,” she s: ‘When the 
school was closed, a committee 
was set up to find a new location 
for the program. I was on the 
committee and we went from 
school to school. The only place 
we could find was at the Burr 
School.”’ 

Because the students at the 
Burr School did not have much

According to Purchasing Agent 
Blair Kanbar, the city opted to 
continue with Chaulk, which 
previously charged only the user 
and not the city, because they 
were the lowest bidder. When the 
Chaulk contract was signed in 
1981, the city dismantled its am- 
bulance service, selling equip- 
ment to Chaulk. 


Paul Coletti, chairman of the 
Finance Committee, said the 
lateness of the bid offering ‘‘may 
have precluded the companies 
who did not bid from expressing 
interest because they did not 
have enough time.” 


“It is a sign of poor manage- 
ment," he said. ‘These bids went 
out at the last minute and now we 
are expected to make a decision. 
The specifications were shaped 
around the existing services. I 
want to find out why the other 
companies did not bid on the con- 
tract. The Chaulk contract was 
twice extended for a year, That is 
the time we should have began 
planning for a new contract.”’ 


‘Richard Kelliher, the city’s 
chief administrative officer, 
acknowledged that bids could 
have gone out sooner, but said his 
min concern is the quality of 
ambulance service residents will 
receive,”

good idea to implement a pro- 
gram that would educate them 
“so they wouldn't be scared ot 
the special needs kids.’ 

Using a curriculum created by 
Susan Bookbinder, a teacher at 
the Meeting Stree hool in 
Providence, Rhode Island, 
Beard created the UHP pro- 
gram, which introduces fourth 
grade students to the problems 
special needs children are up 
against. 

The program 
volunteer par utilizes guest 
speakers and classroom simula- 
tions to help children unders- 
tand what it means to be han- 
dicapped and that those with 
handicaps are not really that 
different from those without. In 
addition to educating the 
children, Beard says one secret 
of the program is that the 
parents are educated as well 

“Sometimes, it is easier to tell 
a fourth-grader things than 
adults,’’ she sa ome of the 
adults had preconceived notions 
about special needs kids that the 
children didn't. With this pro- 
gram, which involved mostly 
parents whose children have no 
handicaps, we could teach the 
adults things without them 
knowing it.”” 

When news of the success of 
the Burr program spread, Beard 
says parents from other schools 
were making inquiries into how 
they could join the program. 

“T didn’t want to turn it into a 
road show,”’ she says. ‘‘I told 
anyone who was interested that 
they would have to get together

and form their own groups. We 
would supply the curriculum 
and the training, but they would 
have to supply the people 

she says. “There is not a lot of 
money for special needs pro- 
grams right now, Maybe if more 
people become aware, there will 
be more money available.” 

Her campaign to help her 
children has been one of self- 
help as well. Carol Beard says 
her experience dealing with 
power. 

So many people were in- 
terested that now every elemen- 
tary school in the city has a 
UHP. In addition to that, school 
officials from across the country 
are making inquiries into the 
program, something Beard is 
particularly proud of. 

“T think it is important for 
people to understand the needs 
of handicapped children,”’ she 
pecially other children. 
his may sound trite, but they 
are the leaders of the future. If 
we can expose them to special 
needs kids, then perhaps it will 
affect the decisions they will 
make later on in life as adults, 
If they can be sensitized to the 
needs of those with handicaps, 
then maybe it will be easier for 
special needs kids to get along.””

His consistent advocacy of the 
pro-life stance locked him into his 
stand at the convention, DeNucci 
said. ‘I believe in the sanctity of 
life. My record is consistent. I 
have opposed the public funding 
of abortions. I have opposed the 
death penalty." He added that, in 
his Statehouse career, he has ad- 
vocated a healthy respect for life 
“from before birth to old age.”” 

He concluded that the abortion 
debate is ‘‘not an issue for the 
state auditor’ and thanked 
Barney Frank for explaining that 
in his nominating speech. 
“Barney indicated, on day one, 
that he’ll actively participate in 
my campaign in every way,’' he 
said. ‘‘His nomination speech in- 
dicated he is very sincere and 
that he’s doing it with en- 
thusiasm.” 

A more fertile area for opposi- 
tion, DeNucci acknowledged, is 
related to his education and the 
misperceived requirements for 
the job of state auditor. Long 
before the convention, a Boston 
columnist who specializes in his 
own brand of hit-and-run jour- 
nalism made several swipes at 
DeNucci’s lack of accounting ex- 
perience. He claims the criticism 
is irrelevant. 

“T have a different educational 
background. I didn’t plan my life 
to run for state auditor,” com- 
mented the former fifth-ranked 
contender for the world mid- 
dleweight boxing championship. 
“T had the opportunity to attain 
an on-the-job education, starting 
as a page in the house. I’ve grown 
to be a respected member of the 
legislature and chairman of 
Human Services, which oversees 
40 percent of the budget. 

“Finnegan (the outgoing state 
auditor) said it best. He said he 
wasn’t an accountant, that he 
never took an accounting course 
and that what you need for the 
job is a good knowledge of the 
political process and manage- 
ment skills.

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Prize winning ideas for kitchens and baths

Looking for some prize winning 
ideas for kitchens and baths? 

The recent 1986 design contest 
for professional kitchen and bath 
designers sponsored by the Na- 
tional Kitchen and Bath Associa- 
tion produced a bumper crop of 
them. 

This year a total of 682 con- 
testants submitted floor plans 
and drawings for kitchens and 
baths installed between October 


1984 and September 1985. There 
were 172 finalists, according to 
Francis Jones, executive direc- 
tor of the organization, 

A number of designers 
highlighted pastel color schemes. 
Custom cabinetry was the rule 
and the built-ins were carefully 
fitted for specialized storage, 
said Jones. 

Nancy Thomas, of Kitchen 
Concepts in Taunton, Mass., 
grand prize winner, in a kitchen 
with many custom details, for ex- 


ample specified roll-out shelves 
in most cabinets for efficiency 
and installed extra-wide drawers 
for linen storage, Other special 
features included a desk to 
organize paperwork and a 48-inch 
high wall cabinet with a tambour 
appliance garage and a wine 
rack. 

Here are some other pointers 


and ideas to consider from 
among the prize-winning entries 
in kitchens and baths. 

For both rooms, pastel colored 


for cabinets and 
countertops look great when 
teamed up with light-colored 
wood. Professional designers are 
making more artful use of 
lighting effects, placing floor 


cans at the base of plants to give 
a lush tropical look as the lighting 
creates shadows on ceiling and 
wall. Technology is represented 
with installation of telephones, 
television and intercom systems 
as well as the use of wall- 
mounted small appliances.

Beware of some gas grills 


By the editors of 
Consumer Reports 


As summertime approaches, a 
chef's fancy turns to the joys of 
alfresco cooking. Gas grills can 
simplify the culinary ritual 
There’s no fussing with messy 
charcoal or smelly lighter fluid 

Consumer Reports engineers 
recently tested 22 gas grills rang- 
ing in price from $149 to more 
than $500. Safety is an important 
consideration, and the tests un- 
covered some hazards that earn- 
ed several models Not Accep- 
table ratings. 

One Not Acceptable group is 
sold under the Weber brand 
name — model numbers 611001, 
614001, §19001 and 211101. These 


models may also carry the 
number GG4000 on the 
nameplate. The engineers found 
a problem with a poorly placed 
igniter, the part that lights the 
grill without the aid of a match. 
The igniter often failed to light 
the grill’s burner quickly. While 
attempting to light the burner, 
gas would accumulate in the the 
bottom of the grill. 

When ignition finally occurs, 
the person lighting the grill or 
anyone standing nearby could be 
injured by a sudden flash of 
flame. If you own one of these 
Weber grills, the engineers sug- 
gest you remove and discard the 
igniter and follow instructions for 
manual or match lighting. 


Problems also turned up with 
three kettle-shaped ‘‘self- 
cleaning” grills — the Happy 
Cooker models SCC502 and 
SCC502, and the Sears Catalog 
No. 10859. With the burner set 
anywhere from Low to Medium, 
closing the lid was enough to blow 
out the flame. If, after a while, 
you noticed that the burner was 
out and tried to relight it, the 
result could be a dangerous flash. 
These models were judged Not 
Acceptable. 

In addition to safety, the 
engineers judged each grill on 
preheating speed, quality of per- 
formance in preparing steaks 
and chicken, and overall conve- 
nience. They calibrated heat out- 


put and determined the uniformi- 
ty of temperature. 

A good grill should deliver its 
heat evenly across the entire 
cooking grid. Most grills have 
one or two burners fueled by LP 
gas (short for liquefied 
petroleum) and a grid above the 
burners that holds lava rocks to 
distribute the heat. Above the 
rocks are the cooking grid and a 
hinged hood. All this, plus the fuel 
tank, sits on a wheeled cart or 
stand. 

The engineers found little 
overall difference among models 
in cooking performance. All grill- 
ed food well. So, in shopping for a 
grill, look closely at the design 
and extra features. 


New technology sweeps world of windows

A brand-new technology is 
sweeping the world of windows, 
offering increased comfort, 
reduced condensation, and, in 
some cases, twice the energy effi- 
ciency of ordinary double-pane 
glass, reports Better Homes and 
Gardens. 


Revolutionary developments 
are changing the way we look at 
windows. The new glass delivers 
significant benefits — especially 
in colder, northern climtes, but 
also in the Sunbelt. The generic 
term for this new edvance: low-E 
glass. An atom-thin layer of 
metal oxide blocks the emission 
of radiant heat, helping to cut 
energy use in both winter and 
summer, 


Nearly half of a windows’s heat 
loss is because of radiant effect. 
Anything that can stop the escape 
of radiant heat from a warm 
room to the cold outdoors will 
almost double the R-value of a 
window. This is what low-E glass 
does. Even though the film does 
little to stop the two other sources 
of heat loss-convection and con- 
duction, a low-E window makes a 
big difference in keeping heat in 
and cold out. 


Because a low-E window 
doesn’t radiate as much heat to 
the cold winter’s night, its room- 
side temperature is much 
warmer. You'll find yourself able 
to live nearer the glass in winter. 
An added benefit to this 
“warmer”’ glass is that conden- 
sation is less likely to form on 
cold nights. Hence no puddles on 
windowsills in the morning. 

Even though low-E glass 
blocks the escape of radiant heat, 
it lets in almmost as much light 
as ordinary double-pane glass. It 
works like movable insulation to 
block heat loss on winter nights 
— only you don’t have to bother to 
open and close it every dusk and 
dawn. 

The film also inhibits incoming 
ultraviolet light: a wave length 
you can’t see, but that fades and 
deteriorates upholstery fabrics, 
drapes and carpets. 


Recently, many companies 
have begun offering a version of 
low-E glass specifically suited 
for warmer climates. These win- 
dows usually display a bronze 
tint, unlike the slightly gray ap- 
pearance low-E glass normally 
has in comparision to ordinary 
glass. 


Although regular low-E glass 
will turn back some of the radiant 
heat, these Sunbelt versions do a 
more effective job. Low-E win- 


Use of detail is winning

Have you ever wondered how 
those perfect, award-winning 
magazine interiors get that 
glossy look of professionalism? 

“It's the detail,’ says Hal 
Adams, a New York designer 
who recently won a design award 
for an apartment he'd decorated. 

Adams says that nowadays 
designers have to start from 
scratch to create a luxurious en- 
vironment, and the only thing 
“luxury” about a new so-called 
luxury apartment building is its 
cost. 

“There are no architectural 
elements in these buildings,” he 
explains. “You have to add 
crown mouldings and 
baseboards, You literally have to 
create the shell in order to have a 
marvelous interior,” 

Though these design elements 
may not appear to be important, 
they do affect the way the rooms 
look and also the longevity of the 
good looks, according to Adams. 

In his award-winning apart- 
ment, for example, he removed 
the thin plywood baseboards and 
installed new ones and new 
crown mouldings. He bleached 
and stenciled the poor quality 
wood floor. 

Then at a cost of about $3,000 
per room, Adams had the 
painters line each wall with ar- 
tist’s canvas and apply a three- 
coat paint job consisting of a 
layer of base coat, a layer of lac- 
‘quer and a polyurethane finish. 

Though the wall work and cost 
may seem out of proportion, 
Adams says that neglecting to do 
this can lead to a wall that is 





covered with hairline cracks in 
as little as three years. On the 
other hand, the expensive paint 
job is good for life. 

“Walls that are treated this 
way never have to be painted 
again. They can simply be wash- 
ed down,” he says. Thus the 
lifetime cost is actually less than 
an inexpensive paint job. 

Another important factor in a 
successful room is installation of 
a proper lighting system install- 
ed on dimmers for maximum 
control, he adds. 

For most clients, Adams says, 
the biggest areas of concern are 
time and money. They usually 
have a time constraint, and most 
are unaware of how long it takes 
to oder furnishings. Concern 
about money is not surprising in 
an era when the cost of 
decorating has substantially 
escalated, 

“it used to be a rule of thumb 
that it would cost about half what 
you paid for a home to decorate 
it,” he recalls. ‘Nowadays the 
rule of thumb is that you will 
spend the same amount as you 
paid for the home to furnish and 
decorate,” 

Adams says the job for which 
he won 500 Hexter Award for 
Residential Design actually cost 
$750,000. The apartment cost 
another $750,000 to purchase. 

The Hexter awards program 
also singles out the best commer- 
cial interiors from among the en- 
tries submitted, This year’s first 
prizewinner is a retail luggage 
and map shop in Houston, Texas. 
The shop was designed by Judith 
H. Urrutia of San Antonio, who 
used inexpensive materials and

Low-E glass available today is 
of three types. In the late 1970s, 
Southwall Technology introduced 
its Heat Mirror, the first low-E 
treatment available to the public. 
Heat Mirror is a film suspended 
between two sheets of glass dur- 
ing the manufacturing process. 
The results provides not only all 
the benefits of the low-E coating, 
but also the insulating value of 
triple-pane glass — without the 
added weight. 


Because of this innovation, 
fewer manufacturers are now of- 
fering triple-pane windows. 

Companies selling Heat Mirror 
claim an R-value of 4.2, topping 
other versions of low-E glass that 
have R-values of 3.2 to 3.5. The 
product comes from manufac- 
turers in standard sizes only. 
Suppliers include Hurd, Loui- 
siana Pacific, Traco and Velux. 


Soon after the introduction of 
Heat Mirror, other glassmakers 
began to offer a low-E, soft-coat 
film vacuum-bonded directly to 
the glass. Both soft-coat and Heat 
Mirror will deteriorate if exposed 
to the air because of a seal 
failure, 


Last year, a hard-coat, glass- 
bonded versions became 
available. Some hard-coat types 
can even be fabricated into add- 
on panels and used as storm win- 
dows, a big plus for remodelers. 


Manufacturers of glass-bonded 
low-E include Cardinal (High 
Performance Glass), PPG 
(Sungate) and Ford (Sunglas 
Heat Reflective). You can buy 
the product from suppliers in- 
cluding Andersen, Caradco, Mar- 
vin, Peachtree, Pella and 
Weather Shield. Last year, PPG 
Industries tripled its capacity to 
make its Sungate low-E glass 
available to window makers. 

Better Homes and Gardens 
cautions that the low-E option 
comes at a price. Suppliers say 
their low-E windows sell for 
around 10 to 20 percent more than 
ordinary double-pane units. The 
extra cost will eventually be 
recovered by lower fuel bills, but 
the payback period will be 
several years. 


Because in many cases the low- 
E coating will degrade if the air- 
tight seal is broken, the longer 
the guarantee on that seal the 
better. A good warranty is 
especially important when buy- 
ing any new technology, so shop 
around. Coverage ranges from 
five years up to a 20-year pledge 
of replacement for seal failure.

For a brief period in 
American history, roughly 
from 1870 to about 1911, 


America’s new industrial 
“royalty’’ emulated European 
nobility in establishing great 
country estates. 

Their goal, according to 
William A. V. Cecil, grandson 
of the Vanderbilt who created 
Biltmore, a 250-room ‘French 
chateau,’’ on 125,000 acres, 
was to create a sphere of 
political influence similar to 
that of the great country 
houses of England. 

Today, Cecil oversees the 
tourist attraction known as 
Biltmore Estate in Asheville, 
N.C. He says that though the 
American great houses never 
became the power centers 
their owners wanted and are 
certainly an anachronism, 
they deserve to be preserved 
as a colorful, if minor, aspect 
of American social history. 

“It never worked because of 
the size of the country and 
Washington became the 
rightful capital.’ Then the 
federal income tax and World 
War I administered the final 
blows and the day of the 
American ‘‘castle’’ was over 
almost as soon as it had begun, 
he said. 

In a sense, however, the new 
age of castles as tourist attrac- 
tions has brought the success 
that eluded their originators. 
Tronically, the tourists who 
now roam the halls of 
Biltmore, for example, poking 
into bedrooms of state, a 72- 
foot-long banquet hall and 
downstairs kitchens and ser- 
vants’ quarters have made 
possible its survival through 
their entrance fees. 

Biltmore differs from other 
castles that are open to the 
public usually under govern- 
ment auspices. Cecil, who 
spent his childhood years on 
the estate, has achieved the 
distinction of running his 
former home as a_ profit- 
making private enterprise. 
The estate is said to be one of 
the larger taxpayers in 
Asheville and employs 360, 
making it also an employer of 
consequence in the city which 
serves as a center in the North 
Carolina Blue Ridge Moun- 
tains. 

An energetic and forceful in- 
dividual with very strong opi- 
nions, he is proud of turning a 
profit in what had been a 
financial albatross, 

In 1930 Cecil's father opened 
the house to the public. After

World War II, President Harry 
S. Truman considered 
Biltmore as a site for the 
United Nations, but the 
ravages of time had caught up 
with the place and it was a 
good year if 10,000 visited. 

“We were losing our shirt- 
tails and overcoats when I took 
over in 1960,’’ Cecil said. Cur- 
rently he puts the number of 
visitors annually at 600,000. 

Though it once occupied a 
vast acreage, today Biltmore 
stands on about 250 acres of 
gardens, parklands and 
woods. Just before Vanderbilt 
died, he deeded a substantial 
part of his acreage to the 
United States and it was turn- 
ed into a national park. 

Even though Cecil says that 
“only an idiot would want to 
live in a place like Biltmore 
nowadays,” he has a strong at- 
tachment to the place. 

When he took charge in 1960, 
he relinquished a career in 
banking because of the need to 
stem the outflow of funds. 

It took eight years to make a 
dent in the financial problems. 
“At the time the goal was to 
break even but in 1968 we 
made a profit of $16.34 before 
taxes. That was a turning 
point.’” 

He used what today would be 
considered standard 
marketing tools, installing a 
marketing program, paying 
off outstanding debts, refur- 
bishing the place, which had 
fallen into some disrepair, and 
also beginning to repair a 
disharmonious relationship 
with townsfolk. 

Cecil says ‘‘architecture, 
restoration, decoration, ar- 
tisanship and tourism are all 
related. The better you do it, 
the more people want to come 
to visit.” However, ‘if you 
stand still you die and you 
have to move forward, to start 
something else.”’ 

Among additional _ profit- 
centers which are part of 
Biltmore’s enterprises are a 
landscaping business, a 
historic restoration firm which 
is currently undertaking pro- 
jects in Pennsylvania and 
England, and a winery which 
opened last year. This year, he 
added another restaurant to 
the grounds. 

Recently he also bought a 
new office building in 
downtown Asheville, designed 
by contemporary architect 

M. Pei. 

“The trick in searching for 
funds and new ideas is not to 
become too commercial. I feel 
our acquisition period is 
over,’ he said.

Chief Quinn urges caution 
with door-to-door salesmen 


NEWTON Chief William 
F. Quinn of the Newton Police 
Department recently warned 
residents to be cautious when ap- 
proached by door-to-door 
salespersons. 

“There has been a problem na- 
tionally of products or services 
being sold door-to-door that are 
worthless or non-existent,” the 
chief said. Many times the con- 
sumer will order a product and if 
it is delivered at all, it will arrive 
in a worthless condition or be en- 
tirely different from what was 
ordered. Most times these agen- 
cies are no longer in the city or 
even in the state when the vic- 
timized consumer is looking to 
seek recourse. 

“In Newton,” the chief said, 
“agencies and individual 
salespersons must register with 
the police if they want to sell 
door-to-door, except for non- 
profit agencies.” He added that 
the salesperson must have a pic- 
ture identification card also and 
advised that the consumer should 
always ask for and thoroughly 
check the identification to ascer- 
tain its legitimacy. 


In the case of non-profit 
organizations, identification is 
not legally required, but the con- 
sumer should ask for it and if it is 
not supplied, then the consumer 
should trust his or her better 
judgement. 


“It is sad that many people will 
jump at the chance to get work 
done at a very cheap price. The 
old saying ‘you don’t get anything 
for nothing’ certainly applies in 
these cases,”’ the chief added. 

“The Newton Police Depart- 
ment will work closely with Mid- 
dlesex County District Attorney 
Scott Harshburger’s office in 
keeping tabs on these kinds of il- 
legal activities,” the chief stated, 
“and we request and encourage 
the public to keep us informed 
when solicited by these salespeo- 
ple.” 


The chief concluded by recom- 
mending that citizens who have 
any questions regarding the 
legitimacy of the sales person or 
the product or service being sold 
contact the Newton Police 
Department at 552-7240 and an of- 
ficer will be sent to investigate.

hat started in 1885 as a cluster of 
cottages with three employees — a 
matron, who served as administrator 
and nurse, a cook/housekeeper, and a 
handyman — is today a 351-bed com- 
munity teaching hospital with 1,900 employees and 
a 700-member medical staff. 


Newton-Wellesley Hospital first broke ground on its nine- 
acre site in 1884, one year before Newton Cottage 
Hospital opened its doors. In 1888 the Training School for 
Nurses was established under the direction of matron 
Mary Palmer. 

Two years later, the Cottage Hospital became Newton 
Hospital, and celebrated the birth of its first baby. The 
ambulance, a horse-drawn carriage, was donated that 
same year. 

Throughout the end of the 19th and beginning of the 
20th centuries, hospital structures multiplied, bringing a 
facility for contagious diseases, a hall for nurses, a 
maturity building, a children’s ward, and separate 
recovery wards for men and women. 

Advancements in medicines lent themselves to 
changes at the growing unit. Discoveries in field of an- 
tibiotics meant that many infections became treatable at 
home or on an outpatient basis, leading to expanded out- 
patient services. In addition to the prenatal, well-baby, 
cancer, and nose, throat and eye clinics, more expansive 
gynecology, dermatology, vascular, cardiac, thryroid,

psychiatric and diabetic clinics were added. 

At what would now be considered the midway mark, 
1936 brought the celebration of the hospital’s 50th an- 
niversary, boasting 240 beds, 82 physicians and a brand 
new Packard motor ambulance 

But World War II brought new demands and changes. 
In 1945, the hospital changed its name to Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital, and the Training School for Nurses 
officially became the School of Nursing. The cardiology 
department and gastroenterology services were added. 
And the maternity unit gained new suites and nurseries 
in response the the post-war ‘‘baby-boom.”” 

Modernization and expansion continued for the 
decades to come leaving the hospital with a post- 
operative recovery room, department of anesthesia, 
isotope laboratory and cardiac and orthopedic units. 
Physically, the North and West Wings were added along 
with a medical office building. Administratively, the 
hospital announced an extensive and formal teaching af- 
filiation with Tufts University School of Medicine. 

The '70s and ’80s have seen an increase in the 
hospital’s community health care services, including an 
inpatient mental health unit, intensive and cardiac care 
units, and a psychiatric day hospital. 

As it moves into its second century, Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital looks forward to the continuation of its more re- 
cent physical and occupational therapy services, as well 
as the fitness programs and health screenings offered by 
its ‘Health At Work” program.

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Dressings spice up salads

A salad without salad dressing is 
well, of plain and not exceptionally 
tasty. That's why most of us use a dr 
ing. When we do, our choices frequent 
lean toward the “French” and “Italian” 
varieties 

Traditional French salad dressings 
are basically vinaigrettes — sauces bas- 
ed on oil and vinegar, plus herbs and 
spices. They usually contain salt, pep- 
per, mustard and garlic or onion. In the 
United States, French dressings 
generally include tomato, which alters 
the dressing's flavor and color 

As a standard of comparison, the food 
technologists at Consumer Reports 
developed their own French dressing. 
Their goal: to make a product that would 
include appropriate aromas and flavors 
at intensities that were considered ideal. 
It also had to be ¢ to make at home. 

The result was a dressing with a 
moderate but not biting flavor and 
aroma of vinegar and onion, as well as a 



























slight sourness and a hint of bitterness. 
The flavors were evenly blended and the 
dressing was devoid of gumminess. 

A trained panel of taste testers 
evaluated 22 commercial French dress- 
ings as well as the homemade version. 
Kraft alina and Wish-Bone Sweet’n 
Spicy nch salad dressings were top- 
rated because they just about matched 
the homemade version in all important 
respects. But these two bottled dressings 
were slightly spicier, sweeter and 
thicker than the homemade version, and 
ashade less oily. 





Most of the rest of the commercial pro- 
duets tested earned very good scores. 
Common failings were a bit too much 
vinegar, an unblended character or not 
enough onion or garlic flavor or aroma. 

Classic Italian salad dressings — like 
traditional French dressings are 
basically oil and vinegar. But the Italian 
products contain herbs and spices such 
as basil, oregano and garlic.

dozen Italian and Italianlike red-wine 
vinegar and oil dressings. Included were 
classic dressings and ‘creamy’ ver- 
sions that may not contain dairy pro- 
ducts. Consumer Reports’ classic-style 
homemade version served as the test 
standard. 

The homemade dressing was con- 
sidered excellent by the food 
technologists. It had a moderate level of 
the flavors and aromas of garlic and 
Italian herbs, a mild bite of vinegar and 
a touch of sourness. 

Of the commercial products tested, 
eight came closest to matching the 
homemade dressing in all important 
respects. They were Seven Seas Viva 
Red Wine Vinegar and Oil, Good Seasons 
Mild (a mix), Kraft Oil-Free, Kraft 
Presto, Lawry’s (another mix), Pfeiffer, 
Wish-Bone and Wish-Bone Herbal. 

None of the creamy Italian dressings 
tested were rated excellent. Many seem- 
ed to carry the “creamy” label simply 
because they were emulsified so they 
wouldn’t separate into oil and vinegar 
portions like a regular Italian dressing.

Weeks housing controversy 


Charges are 
‘overblown’ 


Fears of violence unwarranted

NEWTON CENTRE — A casual observer, driving down Hereward 
Street, might not know that behind the freshly cut grass, well-kept 


shrubbery and clean brick face of the former Weeks Junior High 
School brews a controversy about mixed-income housing. 


The manager of the Weeks 
House, a mixed-income housing 
development on the site of the 
converted school building in 
Newton Centre, says charges of 
“rampant lawlessness’ within 
the building ‘‘are overblown.”

“Like any other neighborhood, 
there are some people who are 
noisy or teenagers who cause 
problems,” she says. “I think

Rosenberg was responding to 
complaints brought by some 
residents and some members of 
the Newton Centre Neighborhood 
Association (NCNA) during a 
heated City Hall meeting last 
month involving residents, 
NCNA members and the Newton 
Community Development Foun- 
dation (NCDF), which manages 
the building. 

During that meeting, one 
Weeks resident complained of 
“rampant lawlessness” by other 
tenants. In addition, NCNA 
member Barbara Levy said she 
was “‘living in fear for my 
children.” 

Rosenberg and NCDF Ex- 
ecutive Director Richard Bohn 
admit there are some tensions 
between some children and some 
elderly residents and that an 
eviction procedure ‘“‘is being 
brought against one family for 
having wild parties and serving 
alcoholic beverages.” 

NCDF is a non-profit organiza- 
tion responsible for the develop- 
ment, which Rosenberg says con- 
tains eight families, 71 elderly 
persons, six wheelchair-bound 
persons, seven other disabled 
persons and 23 children. 

“There are no guarantees,” 
Bohn says. “The families who 
live here are thoroughly screened 
according to Massachusetts 
Housing Finance Agency stan- 
dards. We have started an evic- 
tion process against one of the 
families, because they would not 
adhere to those standards. But,

| Ambulance 
contract 
put on hold

NEWTON The Board of Aldermen 
Monday night voted not to accept, for the 
time being, Mayor Theodore Mann's 
recommendation that Chaulk Am- 
bulance continue providing ambulance 
service for another three years. 

The decision could mean that the city 
will have no ambulance service of its 
own when the current contract expires 
June 30. 

Chaulk, which has provided am- 
bulance service to the city for the past 
five years, was instead offered a six 
month interim contract calling for a 
$140,000 subsidy. During that time, an 
aldermanic subcommittee will rework 
the bid specifications and look into other 
options, including the possibility of a 
regional ambulance service coordinated 
by Newton-Wellesley Hospital 

Chaulk is asking that the city 
more than $940,000 to subsidize the 
vice over the life of the contract. The 
board has to approve any appropriation 
before the mayor can signa contract. 

Alderman Paul Coletti, who introduc- 
ed the compromise during a_ joint 
Finance and Public Safety and 
Transportation Committee meeting 
prior to the full board, said aldermen 
need more time to res 
available options ‘‘so the tax: 
this city get the best deal.”’ 

“We felt that it was unfair for this to 
come to us at the last meeting,”’ he said. 
“We wanted to be able to negotiate from 
a position of strength. The ball is now 
back in Chaulk’s court and they will 
have to decide if they want to continue 
providing service during that period.” 

Coletti added that Chaulk, because of a 
past track record of ‘excellent service,” 
will still be considered for the three-year 
contract. 

“They should have confidence in their 
own service,’’ he said. “If they are 
good as they say, and we have no reason 
to doubt that, then they should know they 
will be considered.”” 

Controversy over the contract came 
up during a joint meeting last week. 
Aldermen then complained that the 
April 29 bid deadline did not give them 
enough time to decide on the best option 
before the June 30 contract expiration 
date.

During a regularly scheduled 
meeting between tenants and 
management last week, one of 
the issues discussed was how 
residents should deal with com- 
plaints against other residents. 
Rosenberg says better com- 
munications by all parties involv- 
ed can reduce tensions. 

“‘A lot of people have told me 
that this place is actually better 
for the neighborhood since it was 
converted,” she says. 

Visually, there are no com- 
plaints. The front lawn is neatly 
manicured, the building is clean, 
inside and out, and, she says, the 
vandalism present when the 
building was a junior high school 
has been taken care of. 

Inside the building, both 
Rosenberg and Bohn say for the 
majority of residents, the Weeks 
House is an ideal place to live. 

“This is not a nursing home or 
a project,’’ Bohn says. ‘‘We have 
people who are paying market 
rates, elderly people who, maybe 
with some help, can live in- 
depedently, handicapped and 
families. There will always be 
people, old or young, who do not 
want to live in this kind of situa- 
tion, but for most of the people 
who live here, this is the ideal 
situation.”” 

NCNA President Thomas 
Paulini, however, says many 
Newton Centre residents who live 
near Weeks “‘live in fear’ of 
some Weeks residents. 

“The NCDF is afforded a lot of 
immunity in this city," he says. 
“We are working to make them 
more accountable. People are 
afraid to speak out because of in- 
timidation, threatening phone 
calls and the like.” 

Paulini admits that the Weeks 
House “‘is a good place to live,” 
but says that some of the people 
who live there should ‘never 
have been admitted.” 

“This has nothing to do with 
race, creed or color,’’ he says. “It 
is a lack. of management and 
behavior. It’s too bad, because 
the Weeks is a nice place to live, 
as long as they are legitimately 
put there.”’ 

Paulini would not specify who 
is causing the problems, who 
made the threats or what the 
management problems are, 
something Bohn says contributes 
to the misunderstanding 

“The facts are that in this [J 
building, there is no rampant 
lawlessness,”’ he says. ‘To me, 
that means vandalism, crimes 
and muggings. That isn’t happen- 
ing here. Sure, there’s some 
noise, but that is the case in any 
apartment building. We have 24- 
hour emergency coverage here 
We are responsible.” 
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After the meeting, White said 
the board's vote “‘is blackmail.”

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Mann signs petition to divest funds 


NEWTON - The decision to 
divest the city's pension fund of 
$3.5 million of South African- 
related investments now rests 
with the state Legislature. 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann in- 
terrupted his weekly press con- 
ference to sign a home rule peti- 
tion calling for divestment. The 
Board of Aldermen on June 3 
unanimously backed the petition 
to protest apartheid, South 
Africa’s system of racial 
discrimination. 


If the Legislature and Gov. 
Michael S. Dukakis approve the 
local measure, the city’s Retire- 
ment Board would have to unload 
its holdings in American com- 
panies doing business in South 
Africa by Dec. 31, 1987. 

That board more than two mon- 
ths ago refused to divest, 
deciding instead that the city’s 
3,000 present and past employees 
should take an advisory vote 
first. 

The petition precludes such a 


vote, but Mann said no one has 
protested 

“It's not a major divestiture. If 
someone has a complaint, speak 
out against it,’ Mann said. ‘‘No 
one has. I've received no let- 
ters.”’ 

State Rep. David Cohen, D- 
Newton, said the petition will be 
sent either to the Legislature’s 
Joint Committee on Local Affairs 
or Joint Committee on Public 
Services for a public hearing, 
then be reported out to the House 
and Senate. 

Chances of quick passage are 
good, even though the 
Legislature will go on summer 
recess soon, Cohen said. The 
House and Senate will sometimes 
take up local petitions during the 
summer, he said. 

If the petition passes, Newton 
will join such communities as 
Watertown, Brookline and 
Boston in the divestment move- 
ment. The state voted several 
years ago to rid its pension funds 
of South African holdings. 


Man pleads innocent to burglary charges 


CAMBRIDGE A Waltham 
man has pleaded innocent to 
charges that he burglarized two 
Newton homes, attempted to 
burglarize a third home and that 
he. assaulted an occupant and 
burglarized a motor vehicle. 
Kenneth J. Trites, 25, (no street 
address available) was arraign- 
ed in connection with indictments 
that were returned last Friday by 
a Middlesex County grand jury. 
He is being held at the Hast Cam- 
bridge jail on a bail of $50,000 
surety with a $5,000 cash alter- 
native which was set in Mid- 
dlesex County Superior Court. 

Trites was indicted on charges 
of breaking and entering into the 


home of Kenneth Donovan on 
May 4, 1986; breaking and enter- 
ing into Donovan’s vehicle; 
burglarizing a home on May 25, 
1986, and assaulting a female oc- 
cupant; indecently assaulting 
and battering the same person; 
and the attempted burglary of a 
Newton home on May 25, 1986, 
having allegedly cut some win- 
dow screens during the attempt. 

The case is being prosecuted by 
Assistant Middlesex County 
District Attorney Adrienne 
Lynch, The Massachusetts Com- 
mittee for Public Counsel Ser- 
vices has been appointed to 
represent Trites. 


Plans for 5-story development unveiled 


NEWTON CORNER — Plans 
have been unveiled for a five- 
story, 67-unit mixed housing and 
commercial development at 264 
Centre Street on the Newton- 
Watertown border. 

The development, to be built on 
the site of the former Social 
Security/Unemployment 
building, will place 30 market- 
rate housing units in Newton and 
37 in Watertown. According to 
Peter Harrington, the attorney 
representing developer George 
Fahey, the average selling price 
of the units “will range from 
$175,000 to $210,000.” 

The plan also calls for building 
130 parking spaces underneath 
the building for the 67 residents, 
who will have special access that 
would allow them to enter their 
units from the main lobby. In ad- 
dition, the plan states that en- 
trance and exit to the building 
will be on Williams Street, to the 
rear, because the Watertown 
Town Counci! determined access 
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to Centre Street would be 
dangerous. 

Fahey is asking the Board of 
Aldermen for a special permit 
that would allow him to construct 
the mixed-use facility in what is 
currently a business district in 
Newton and a limited business 
district in Watertown. 

Harrington said, if approved, 
the complex would have many 
benefits for the surrounding 
Newton Corner neighborhood. 

“This would be a lot less dense 
and intensive than an office 
building that could be built on the 
site,’”’ he said. ‘‘Also, after con- 
sulting with the neighbors, it was 
decided to go for small, 
residential-type shops and 
businesses, because the 
neighbors didn’t want retail 
stores they could not use.” The 
petition requires approval from 
both Newton and Watertown. 
Harrington said he expects ac- 
tion from Watertown ‘‘within 150 
days.”

William Quinn will have to wait 
at least two more weeks before 
learning if the Board of 
Aldermen will approve his re- 
quest for $3,750 to purchase 10,000 
rounds of hollow point ammuni- 
tion for the Civil Disorder Unit, 
despite winning a majority of 
votes Monday night. 

By pariiamentary procedure, 
Alderman Rodney Barker, a 
staunch hollow point opponent, 
delayed for the second con- 
secutive meeting Quinn’s ammo 
request. With the vote 12-10 in 
favor of the petition, Barker 
changed his vote at the last 
minute, enabling him to recon- 
sider the decision. An alderman 
must be on the prevailing side of 
a decision in order to reconsider 
a petition, which in effect 
challenges the majority position 
and forces it to come up for 
another vote. 

“We were so close,” Barker 
said, “that I think with more 
time, I can change the outcome. 


Also, the petition is dead as f. 
I’m concerned, because the 
year ends June 30. By reconsider- 
ing the vote, it puts it past the 
fiscal year deadline, which 
means the chief will have to start 
all over again.” 

One city official, who wished to 
remain anonymous, disagreed 
with Barker’s contention, saying 
because Quinn’s request is from 
the surplus budget, there ig no 
fiscal year deadline.

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All Newton Music School's 
Barker detays chief's dum-dum request new director hits local note

Paulette Bowes, 33, started 
playing clarinet as a youth 
because she liked the way it look- 
ed and how it “fit into a little 
case.’’ Now — as the new director 
of the All Newton Music School 
her interest in music has extend- 





ed well beyond her original 
horizons. 
As second clarinet in the 


Worcester Symphony, Bowes 
plays alongside her first private 
instructor, William Wrzesien. 
She is also chairman of the wood- 
wind department at the New 
England Conservatory. 

In addition, she has taught 
clarinet at the All Newton Music 
School for nine years and has 
been assistant director for the 
past four years under Andrew 
Wolf, who died recently. 

As director of the school, 
Bowes plans to follow through on 
what Wolf started during his 
nine-year reign. ‘‘He changed the 
complexion of the school,’’ she 
says, by developing a chamber 
music program and by drafting 
more students to music school 
ranks, which now includes 90 


faculty members and_ 1,500 
students. 
Further, the new director 


would like to lead a ‘‘visionary 
administration,’ so that the 
school does not confine itself to 
lessons and performances within 
its own walls. 

“T would like to feel the City of 
Newton is the community music 
school,”’ she says. Already, the 
school offers 30 free faculty con- 
certs on Friday nights and Sun- 
days. A string orchestra, called 
the Scholarship String Quartet, 
also performs frequently, and the 
school offers a lecture-luncheon 
series before each Boston Sym- 
phony Orchestra concert. 

This fall, the school is 
celebrating its 75th anniversary 
with a Strauss Ball at the Newton 
Marriott Hotel. And the school 
has just been awarded an Arts 
Lottery grant to perform con- 
certs for community groups, 
such as the library, the Rotary 
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Club and volunteer-type groups. 

In her role as teacher, Bowes 
wants to “help students become 
stronger and happier adults” by 
helping them become ‘‘good at 
something.’ 

Recalling her own first ex- 
periences in music, she says, ‘‘In 
New York there was a wonderful 
school program. I liked the feel- 
ing of being proficient at 
something, of having a chance to 
belong, to grow. The terrible 
years of adolescence are easier if 


you're good at something,’’ she 
says. 
After moving to Newton, 


Bowes graduated from Newton 
North High School. But instead of 
attending the All Newton Music 
School, she took courses at the 
New England Conservatory Prep 
School. 

“We had moved from New 
York and it was theplace to go at 
the time,” she explains. 

Now, however, she feels that 
All Newton is ‘‘the type of school 
you’re really proud to be af- 
filiated with. It can help all types 
of students whereas at Conser- 
vatory the students have tunnel 
vision. They’re intense musi- 
cians.” 

Bowes plans to strengthen the 
music school to become ‘what 
community schools should be 
known for.”’ That involves enroll- 
ing all levels and ages of 
students. 

“The school is for people who 
will not necessarily be great 
musicians,’’ she says. ‘It gives 
us a chance to expose people to 
the arts and help them ap- 
preciate it. Music is an art form 

that gives people a chance to ex- 
press feelings . . . There’s so 
much alienation in the world 
these days... You can go off and 
do your own thing with com- 
puters for hours on end but you 
really can’t when you're per- 
forming with a chamber or- 
chestra,”’

The phrasers of a recent proclaina- 
tion declaring June as “League of 
Women Voters of Newton Month” 
were using understatment rarely 
found in such documents when they 
wrote recently that the League “‘has 
been a vital force in the civic life of 
this city.”

They have also 
acted as a watchdog over the state’s 
Open Meeting Law, sometimes ex- 
ceeding the diligence of ‘‘the fourth 
estate’ in making sure elected bodies 
adhere to the letter of that law.

Some of their finest efforts can be 
found in the area of educating voters. 
During heated school closing 
deliberations in the late 70’s and in 
more recent years, the Newton 
League smoothed at least some of the 
troubled waters by making sure both 
sides of the question were explained. 
The League can also be counted on to 
publish information just before an 
election that will answer any query 
you might have about the often- 
confusing referendum questions on 
the ballot. 

The predictability and _per- 
vasiveness of the League often leads 
us to take it for granted. Throughout 
the years, as the numbers of political 
activists have risen and fallen, the 
League has been there, nudging our 
public officials with its unfailing 
scrutiny and demanding accountabili- 
ty. We take the occasion of the 
organization’s 50th anniversary to 
acknowledge its being an extremely 
active ingredient in the City of 
Newton’s recipe for good government. 


Congratulations, and keep up the 
good work. 


Two-party system is badly needed 


Not for more than a decade has 
Massachusetts been a two-party state 
where the constitutional offices are in- 
volved. For more than 30 years, the 
two branches of the Legislature have 
been Democratic fiefdoms. Even the 
national swing toward a moderate- 
conservative environment meant 
nothing to the home of the bean and 
the cod. 

Clearly, nothing meaningful can be 
done to restore the Republican party 
to anything resembling a contending 
factor in state elections. Royall 
Switzler’s embellishment of cam- 
paign puff material destroyed his 
gubernatorial chances, slim as they 
were, before he left the starting gate. 
The other entry, Gregory Hyatt, 
unable to gain convention endorse- 
ment, is no bargain. Bereft of any can- 
didate of stature before the 
preprimary tribal pow-wow, the GOP 
is in worse shape now; the word 
‘shambles’ has been correctly used to 
describe the party. 

Massachusetts is being deprived of 
adequate minority opposition. The 
answer might be a third party 
presence to pull together the in- 
dependents. You can start with the 
premise that there are more in- 
dependents, meaning individuals who 
have not registered either as 
Democrats or Republicans. There 
also are members of both parties who 
classify themselves as independents 
and take pride in telling the world just 
what they are doing. 

These are the middle-of-the road 
citizens who want freedom of choice 
in the final balloting. They aren't 
liberals or over on the far right. 
Labels mean nothing to them. They 
want to give support to a candidate 
who is neither overly committed to 
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more government nor to a tearing 
down of the social service structure. 

Michael Dukakis, once a flaming 
liberal, recognizes this. He has moved 
toward the center as a result, gaining 
far more than what he lost by 
alienating many groups which backed 
him earlier. While he has control of 
the party machinery through the 
liberal wing, unrelenting in an ad- 
vocacy role, the plain truth appears to 
be that Gov. Dukakis has become a 
consensus leader interested in 
building rapport with the business 
community as well as social service 
entities. 

Thus, he leaves the independents 
with no place to go except to him 
because Republicans fail so badly to 
come up with vote-getting per- 
sonalities. Candidates like Edward F. 
King and Raymond Shamie probably 
would do much better as avowed in- 
dependents with a captial I than in- 
side a Republican organization which 
has run up such a long string of 
failures. Moreover, Edward J. King, 
the former governor, jumped the 
fence, going from D to R in despera- 
tion. If the Republican party had any 
kind of cohesive strength, it would 
have rallied around E.J. King as a 
talent to exploit. 

The two Kings and Shamie are 
closer to what Massachusetts voters 
want than incumbent Dukakis. Un- 
fortunately, neither had the vehicle 
that would carry him into the fight for 
the governorship. Just how to mount 
an independent offensive under the 
prevailing Massachusetts election 
laws is an essential element in such 
conjecture. What we’re saying is that 
some kind of new thrust is needed if 
the one-party stranglehold is going to 
be removed,

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Different approaches to 


the Waldheim problem

Austria’s election of Kurt 
Waldheim as its prestigious 
though largely powerless presi- 
dent is a sharp reminder that 
much — perhaps most — of the 
rest of the world has a very dif- 
ferent perspective on many mat- 
ters than do the United States and 
Israel. 


On the narrow issue of 
Waldheim’s culpability in the 
matter of his military service, 
the returns are probably not yet 
allin. At a minimum, he conceal- 
ed the fact that he served as a 
staff officer of the German army 
in the Balkans, and it seems 
unlikely that in that capacity he 
was totally unaware (as he now 
claims) of the atrocities for 
which his commander was later 
executed. Whether he par- 
ticipated in them is still an open 
question, but Israeli Justice 
Minister Yitzhak Modai stated 
just four days before the election 
that his government had been 
unable to turn up any firm 
evidence that Waldheim per- 
sonally took part in atrocities. 


Should his record, as establish- 
ed to date, have disqualified 
Waldheim for the Austrian 
presidency, and earlier from ser- 
ving as secretary general of the 
United Nations? A great many 
former German officials, in- 
cluding some high commanders 
not personally guilty of 
atrocities, have subsequently 
served honorably in important 
political posts; but they have 
almost always undergone ‘‘de- 
Nazification”’ first: i.e., they 
have publicly acknowledged and 
repented their previous 
allegiance. Waldheim has never 
been de-Nazified, and indeed 
claims to have been perilously 
anti-Nazi and therefore in no 
need of shriving. 


However we come down on the 
question of Waldheim’s moral 
qualifications to serve as presi- 
dent of Austria, Americans cer- 
tainly need feel no special sym- 
pathy for this man. His 
allegiance, during his years as 
secretary general of the United 
Nations, was to the nations of the 
Third World, which (together 
with the communist bloc) 
dominated the organization and 
elected him. On more than one 
occasion — most notably during 
the Vietnam War — Waldheim 
openly clashed with U.S. policy, 
to the gratification of his sup- 
porters. 


But it is right here — in the 
matter of ‘‘world opinion’ as 
reflected in the U.N. General 
Assembly — that an important 
point manifests itself. Time and 
again, on issues involving the 


Middle East, the United States 
and Israel find themselves 
almost totally isolated. Occa- 
sionally Britain or France, and 
one or two minor nations, may 
join us; sometimes not even that. 
Even the recent report of the 
Italian prosecutor of the Achille 
Lauro hijackers, which reflects 
this widely held attitude, sounded

strangely ‘‘out of sync’’ to the 
American ear: He went out of his 
way to speak sympathetically of 
the struggle of the Palestinian 
Arabs to recover their 
“homeland,’’ even as he con- 
demned the hijackers and 
demanded that severe penalties 
be imposed on them. 


The point is that there is far 
more sympathy for the Palesti- 
nian cause in the rest of the world 
than there is, generally speaking, 
in the United States and Israel. 


And difficult as it may be for 
Americans to accept the idea, the 
rest of the world also looks at the 
whole subject of World War II 
rather differently than we do. 


Everyone — or at least most 
rational people everywhere — 
agrees that Hitler was a monster. 
But the peoples of the Third 
World, not having been directly 
involved in World War II, tend to 
regard it as essentially just 
another battle among the major 
powers for world domination. 
And the citizens of the former 
Axis nations, humanly, are not at 
all eager to condemn their fellow 
countrymen who served in 
Hitler’s armies — at least, not 
unless they were clearly and per- 
sonally guilty of atrocities. 


We saw this last year in the Bit- 
burg controversy. And it is the 
explanation of Austria’s attitude 
toward Kurt Waldheim. The 
United States and Israel will do 
well to bear these different 
perspectives in mind, in future 
controversies where they are 
relevant.

A Sept, 29 ad in Boston Globe 
for a two bedroom apartment 
there prompted her first visit, 
Jaffe said, A day later, she took 
her complaint to the Building 
Department but was told she did 
not have enough evidence, Jaffe 
claims: 


When the same ad reappeared 
around three weeks later, she 
revisited the premises and had 
Furguson conduct his own in- 
vestigation 


But instead of going im 
mediately to the Building Depart- 
ment, Jaffe said she waited until 
January to hand-deliver the 
Ferguson affadavit. On May 9, 
she wrote Asst. Building Com- 
missioner Paul Foley, asking for 
the results of the department's 
investigation. 





The city held a hearing before 
district court Magistrate Henry 
Shultz on May 30. Ale: and her 
husband, Nicholas, denied the 
allegations, but refused to allow 
the city to enter the premises, 
Baseman said. 








Another hearing was scheduled

Hearings before a magistrate 
are designed to determine if 
enough evidence exists to bring a 
case to a judge. This prevents 
courts from being clogged with 
false complaints and citizens 
from paying unnecessary at- 
torney fees and having their 
reputations unfairly tarnished. 





Baseman cautioned against 
forming conclusions based on the 
a court complaint. ‘‘It’s not a ver- 
dict,’ he said.

Options kept open on Bigelow reuse

NEWTON The market will 
determine the future of the 
former Bigelow Jr. High School, 
according to Mayor Theodore 
Mann 


‘It may be difficult to find so- 
meone to rent the building on a 
short-term basis,’ Mann said 
“We will have to see what the 
market bears before making any 
decisions. It may be that we have 
to sell the building.” 





Among the other players in- 
volved in the reuse process are 
the Bigelow Jr. High School Joint 
Advisory Planning Group 
(JAGP), consisting of neighbors 
and aldermen interested in the 
site and the School Department. 
JAGP has made a recommenda- 
tion to the committee, which is 
awaiting a School Department 
report on the long-range needs of 
the city for classroom space. 


According to Alderman Sondra 
Shick, who chairs the reuse com- 
mittee, the JAPG recommends 
that either the school be leased 
without major renovations until 
the School Department deter- 
mines the long-range needs, or be 
sold for family housing 


“The committee will have to 
talk with the School Department 
before any decision is reached,”’ 
she says. ‘They will come out 
with a report in the fall on the 
long-range needs for classroom 
space and before we can reach a 
final decision, we have to know if 
the city will need to use the 
Bigelow as a school again.” 





Personally, Shick says she 
leans toward the second option. 


“IT could see it being sold for 
family housing,’ she says. “I 
strongly support mixed-income 
housing. There are a number of 
questions, though, including who 
will manage it. That is something 
we are looking into.”” 





Charlesbank Rd. plan panned 
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“It wouldn’t be the end of the 
world, but it would make coming 
off the pike a lot more com- 
plicated,” he says. 

Tardiff adds the city’s plan will 
not solve the traffic problem, but 
merely create more congestion in 
other areas. 

“You're not getting rid of any 
traffic,” he says. “It’s like a 
toothpaste tube. If you squeeze it 
one way, it will come out the 
other.”” 

Another resident, Joan 
O’Keefe, says if the road was 
made one-way, it would allow 
cars to travel at higher rates of 
speeds through the 
neighborhood, creating more ac- 
cidents and noise.

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says. “It will be like a freeway 
here.”” 

Resident Walter Bedford says 
the change would complicate his 
commute and make a drive to the 
local store a small journey. 

“It’s ridiculous,” he says. “If 
you have to go shopping, it will 
take you a lot longer to get there. 
It would make my commute 
home take more time, too. I don’t 
think anybody around here likes 
the idea of it.” 
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Aside from the financial con- 
cerns expressed by the mayor, 
Shick says any decision to use the 
school for any other purpose 
would limit the chances that it 
will be ‘‘recaptured”’ as a school 
if the need arises. 


“Tf you lease it or sell it,’’ she 
says, ‘‘chances are that it will not 
be converted back to a school. If 
you sell it, it is gone. To make it 
attractive for a short-term lease, 
we would have to allow for major 
renovations of the building that 
would make it impracticle for 
conversion back to a school.”” 


Another option, according to 
JAPG Chairman Susan Kaplan, 
is using Bigelow for a middle 
school consisting of sixth, 
seventh and eighth grade 
students, if the School Depart- 
ment decides to reorganize the 
system. 


At any rate, Kaplan is not as 
pessimistic about short-term 
leasing as the mayor. 


“There are various arts related 
groups who have expressed in- 
terest," she says. ‘‘Last week, 
the School Committee voted 8-0 to 
lease the building. For a short- 
term lease, we could get someone 
in there by September if the city 
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wanted to move fast. It would be 
easy to rent the auditorium and 
gym.” 


One thing all parties agree onis 
that any decision should be 
reached as quickly as possible. 

“The longer the building is 
unoccupied,’ Mann says, ‘‘the 
more it will become a target of 
vandalism and decay. No amount 
of security can stop that. The 
sooner we settle this, the less the 
building will be devalued.” 


Shick says she ‘‘hopes to have 
the committee report completed 
by the fall, so we can make our 
report to the full board. The 
board will vote on it, make out a 
board order stating the minimum 
price the building should be sold 
or rented for, and the mayor will 
negotiate the lease or sale.”’ 


Mann says money from the 
sale or lease of the building will 
go directly to the Library Fund.

The League’s ‘batting average” on local 
issues has been better than Boston Red Sox 
slugger Wade Boggs’, who “‘only”’ gets a hit 
in four out of 10 times at the plate, he added.

Last hurdle for child support enforcement bill

NEWTON — State Rep. Susan D. 
Schur’s bill to overhaul the 
state’s child support enforcement 
system has one more hurdle to 
cross before reaching the desk of 
Gov. Michael S. Dukakis. 

After months of negotiations, 
Schur's ‘‘Act to Improve the Col- 
lection of Child Support”’ cleared 
the House of Representatives 
earlier this month on a voice vote 
without debate. 

The 70-page measure, which 
would revamp the child support 
collection system in the face of 
federal deadline for action, is 
now in the hands of the Senate 
Ways and Means Committee. 

Federal officials have 
threatened to cut off up to $25 
million in child support reim- 
bursements if the legislation is 
not enacted expeditiously. The 
state has been out of compliance 
with the 1984 Federal Child Sup- 
port Enforcement Amendments 
since April 1. 

“Tf we continue to be in non- 
compliance, we stand to lose an 


additional $200 million in reim- 
bursements,”’ Schur said Friday. 
“Hopefully, the Senate will ap- 
preciate the imperative nature of 
acting quickly.” 

Final action is expected on the 
measure before the Legislature’s 
summer recess begins at the end 
of the month, she added. 

Schur is approaching the bill's 
potential passage with guarded 
optimism, mindful that her first 
attempt to force action on the 
issue died in the Senate’s hands 
on New Year's Eve. 

“The toughest part, aside from 
getting it through, is to keep 
together a package which will 
create a system we hope is going 
to work. If pieces of the package 
start falling out in the Senate, the 
system we're attempting to 
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create will be jeopardized,” she 
said 

“Tt feels good that the House 
passed it without debate, but it'll 
feel better when the governor 
signs it and it'll feel even better 
when the system works,” Schur 
added. 

The bill would meet the federal 
requirement for a strong cen- 
tralized child support system by 
designating a sole state agency to 
be responsible for the ad- 
ministration of collection, en- 
forcement and the monitoring of 
child support payments.

“extraordinary amount of 
damage’’ Gloria produced, the 
mayor said. 

He credited Department of 


Public Works (DPW) Commis- 
sioner James L. Hickey and his 
work force for the large chunk of 
reimbursement money. 

“The city is indeed indebted for 
a major work performance by 
Jim Hickey and his department 
which provided the documenta- 
tion that made us eligible for 
federal assistance,’’ Mann said. 

The Federal Emergency 
Management Agency (FEMA) 
gave Massachusetts $23 million 
to recover from Gloria’s wrath, 
according to Ken Horak, public 
affairs spokesman for the agen- 
cy. 

Though the hurricane was ‘“‘a 
good size disaster,’’ FEMA paid 
only for public or municipal 
damage, he said. ‘So in that 
case, Gloria was not comparable 
to the hurricanes in the 1950s or 


the blizzard of 1978,’ Horak 
observed. 
Meteorologicaly, Gloria was 


just a feisty low pressure system 
that breezed into the Garden City 
one Friday afternoon in late 
September. 

But economically, she was a 
local terror, ripping down power 
lines, utility poles and over 1,000 
trees and creating some 75,000 
cubic yards of debris. Gloria cost 
the city an estimated $3 million in 
public property damage, equip- 
ment rental and employee over- 
time salaries.

Alderman 
Richard McGrath disclosed that 
Chaulk was not the low bidder 
and Metro Emergency Medical 
Services, Chaulk’s only competi- 
tion, was. 

That same day, Metro Vice 
President Donna DeSimone ask- 
ed the state Inspector General’s 
office to investigate charges of 
unfair bidding practices. 

Mann denied those charges, 
saying that Chaulk was the 
lowest ‘‘responsible and 
reasonable bidder.’’ McGrath 
and Coletti, however, asked why 
they were never informed that 
Metro’s bid was nearly $100,000 
less than Chaulk’s over a three- 
year period. 

While both Chaulk and Metro 
would provide two basic life sup- 
port (BLS) ambulances and one 
advanced life support (ALS) am- 
bulance, Assistant City Solicitor 
Madelyn Morris said the city 
could not compare the two bids 
because Metro failed to bid on a 
number of options, including 
garaging of vehicles and reduced 
service. 

Chaulk representatives would 
not say if they will accept the in- 
terim offer. General Manager 
William Campbell said only that 
it puts his company at a disad- 
vantage when the contract is 
rebid, ‘‘because now the competi- 
tion knows our costs and what our 
bid is. Now, it seems that anyone 
who comes in one dollar lower 
than us will get the contract.” 

One option suggested by 
aldermen would have Chaulk 
lease the three ambulances and 
equipment to the city for a six- 
month period should they decide 
not to accept the interim con- 
tract. 

According to Coletti, the cur- 
rent contract requires Chaulk to 
provide the hardware in the 
event of a strike or other inter- 
ruption in service during the life 
of the contract. However, Police 
Chief William Quinn, who is 
responsible for ambulance ser- 
vice in the city, said he could not 
promise that Chaulk will lease 
the hardware because the con- 
tract will expire. He also express- 
ed reservations about who would 
pick up the insurance cost. 

Campbell said he would have to 

“look into the contract” to see if 
the city can lease his ambulances 
and equipment for six months if 
Chaulk does not agree to the in- 
terim contract 

Coletti said other alternatives 
available should Chaulk turn 
down the interim contract in- 
clude contracting out to private 
ambulance services on an in- 
dividual basis, using Metro and 
having the city go back into the 
ambulance business

Marcia is described as a car- 
ing, devoted mother and wife who 
always found the time to help 
others.

Social Security benefit 
payments change from one tax- 
payer to the r depending on 
factors such as retirement age 
and the average amount of earn- 
ings credited to your taxpayers

Although computer processing 
has reduced the number of errors 
in the tabulation of earnings, the 
SSA is responsible for 115,000 ac- 
counts. Mistakes are bound to 


happen. To be sure you get the 
proper credit for your account, 
obtain a copy of your Social 
Security earnings record 
periodically 


The SSA headquarters in 
Baltimore has a special postcard 
you can use to request your 
recorded earnings. The form is 
available by mail, or telephone 
your local SSA office. 


In answer to your form, the 
SSA will furnish you with a state- 
ment that includes all covered 
earnings credited to your account 
from 1937 to 1984 (there is posting 
time lag of one year at the SSA). 
The statement will be broken 
down as follows: 


*Earnings for each of the last 
three years for which posting has 
been competed. 

Total earnings from 1951 to 
1981. 

*Total earnings from 1937 to 
1950. 

When you receive the state- 
ment, compare the figures 
against copies of your old W—2

How much will you receive? 


Your retirement benefits are 
based on your average wages, 
price indexed to reflect the in- 
come level and purchasing power 
they represented when earned. 
(The government will eliminate 
several years of low earnings and 
average out the rest). There is a 
special formula applied to 
“average earnings’’ to calculate 
your basic benefit amount. 


The basic benefit amount is us- 
ed to figure the actual monthly 
amount you receive. The pay- 
ment can be more or less than the 
basic benefit, depending on your 
retirement age. The benefit 
payments are geared to the ‘‘nor- 
mal retirement age’’ of 65 (this 
gradually increases to 67). 


Age 62 is the earliest retire- 
ment age to receive benefits, but 
retiring at this age will reduce 
your basic benefit by 20 percent 
permanently. Your basic benefit 
is reduced proportionately less 
for each additional year you 
work. For example, retiring at 
age 63% will reduce benefits by 
10 percent. If you work beyond 
age 65, a bonus percentage, bas-

‘As You Like It’ 


Music, players take center stage

I IN “All the world’s a 
stage and all the men and women 
merely players. They have their 
exits and their entrances; and 
n in his time plays many 









This is one of William 
Shakespeare's most famous lines 
from one of his more comical 

assics, ‘‘As You Like It."’ And it 
is this poetic and inspiring ut- 
terance that represents the ma- 
jor story line in this play. 

Misrepresentation, veiled ap- 
pearances and non-truths are 
dominant themes. The major 
“actress” among the characters 
comes in the form of Rosalind, 
one of Shakespeare’s more 
endearing heroines. As part of an 
elaborate escape plot, Rosalind 
masquerades as a man, with 
whimsical consequences and 
heartening results. 











While tleeing the mental op- 
pression of the court of Duke 
Frederick, his daughter, Celia, 
and her cousin, Rosalind, seek 
refuge in the Forest of Arden. 
Along with their companion, 
Touchstone, the girls decide it 
would be better if they posed as 
sister and brother, rather than 
girl cousins. While in the Forest, 
the disguised Rosalind meets up 
with the young man to whom she 
has taken a fancy. She does not 
reveal who she is to Orlando, but 
by talking to him, man to man, so 
to speak, she lulls him into pro- 
fessing his love for Rosalind. Of 
course, in the end, the female 
Rosalind ends up with her love, 
Orlando.

Rollins selected for 
Shriner grid classic 


BOSTON — Four area gridders 
will be among 90 high school all- 
star athletes from 75 Eastern 
Massachusetts communities who 
will be playing in the eighth an- 
nual Shriners High School Foot- 
ball Classic on Saturday at Har- 
vard Stadium. 

Steve Giusti and Paul 
Mayberry of Waltham High will 
be performing for the South 
team. In addition, Hawk coach 
Paul McGovern will be on the 
staff of South head coach Phil 
Carlino of Randolph High. 

Across the line from the two 
Hawks will be Newton South's 
Kevin Rollins and Watertown’s 
Mark Khozozian. 

Giusti has been a multi-sport 
standout at Waltham throughout 
his career. In football, he led the 
Hawks offensively and defensive- 
ly. 

Offensively, he was the club’s 
top running back as both a junior 
and senior. In three varsity 
years, he rushed for more than 
2,200 yards, leading the team in 
scoring for two straight seasons. 

On defense, Giusti was all over 
the field. Despite carrying the 
ball more than 20 times a game, 
he still led the team in tackles, 
showing that he didn’t hold 
anything back on defense. 

Mayberry simply blew people 
away in his senior year. The 6-3, 
270-pound two-way tackle 
dominated nearly everyone he 
played against during the fall 
season. He had several Division I 
colleges vying for his services. 

Also a standout in baseball and 
track, Mayberry drew this praise 
from McGovern: “We didn’t see 
a better offensive or defensive 
lineman this year.”’ 

Rollins set a school record at 
Newton South for career rushing 
with 2,575 yards. He ran for 890 as 
a senior, though held back by in- 
juries, He was well over 1,000 asa 
junior. 

Though only 5-8, he packs 190 
pounds on his frame, making him 
very difficult to bring down, as 
opponents found out over and 
over. 

As good as Rollins was on of- 
fense, he might have been even 
better defensively. He played 
middle linebacker, but that was 
only where he started. By the 
time the play was over, Rollins 
was likely to be around the ball, 
no matter where it ended up. 
From rushing the passer to drop- 
ping back in deep coverage, he 
could do it all. 

“He is an outstanding defen- 
sive player,” said South coach 
Art Kojoyian. ‘He's just got a 
nose for the ball.” 

Though Watertown didn’t have 
a banner fall, Khozozian was 
generally recognized by the 
coaches as the best quarterback 
in the Middlesex League. They 
showed that when they named 
him to the All-Star team, 

The Red Raider offense was 
built around the senior. He was a 
threat both passing and running. 

When tossing the ball around, 
Khozozian was effective enough 
to account for more than 1,300 
yards. On the ground, he was the 
number two rusher on the team 
with 356 yards in 112 attemp- 
ts,Khozozian peaked in a 46-13 
victory over Burlington, He 
finished by completing 10 of 12 at- 
tempts in the air for 200 yards, 
and no less than half of his com- 
pletions were for touchdowns.

NEWTON The committee 
that chooses the Billy Hamill 
Award winner has always liked 
layers who could do it all. From 
inaugural winner Jethro Mills to 
last year’s Bob Martin, there 
haven’t been many on the list 
who didn’t display a variety of 
skills. 

To that list, add Newton 
Catholic’s Jeff Sherman, who this 
year was judged the best hign 
school baseball player in Newton 
by a committee that has seen 
quite a few good ballplayers 
come and go. 

Sherman becomes the 17th win- 
ner of the award, named after the 
former three-sport standout at 
Newton North.

Sherman pitched, played first 
and the outfield for the Lancers 
as a senior, and excelled at all 
three. He started the year as the 
cleanup hitter, then was moved 
up to third because so many 
teams were trying to pitch 
around him. 

“His team leadership, desire to 
improve and excel, in addition to 
hsi excellent performance on the 
mound and at the plate, make 
him deserving,” said Coach Don 
Dabenigno. 

The coach tended to save Sher- 
man's mound appearances for 
the top teams in the Catholic 
Suburban League. Despite that 
he was the top hurler in the ci 
cuit, posting a 4-1 record and 1.37 
earned run average during the 
regular season, 

At times, he was overpowering. 
He struck out 78 and walked only 
21, displaying good control along 
with his fastball.

‘Enhanced basic’ telephones are evaluated

Telephones are a common con- 
venience and a necessity. But 
while most of us take them for 
granted, not all brands and 
models are equal. In fact, in this 
age of multiple choice, it’s impor- 
tant that you make shopping for a 
new phone a _ hands-on ex- 
perience. 

You really owe it to yourself to 
visit a store where you can try a 
phone’s controls, hear its ring, 
even listen to the voice quality on 
a call, Some stores even have 
simulating devices to give you a 
good idea of a model’s per- 
formance under actual calling 
conditions. 

Recently, the electronics 
engineers at Consumer Reports 
evaluated 17 “enhanced basic” 
telephones — the kind that are 
somewhat more elaborate than 
no-frills phones. 

A phone should feel com- 
fortable to hold and to dial. The 
handset is particularly impor- 
tant. If you like to do hands-free 
talking, check how comfortable 
the receiver feels when it’s prop- 
ped between your head and 
shoulder, 

Examine the keyboard. Can 
you use it easily or is it cramped? 
Some phones have only 
numbered keys — without the 
familiar set of letters alongside. 
This may seem unimportant until 
you try to dial a combination of 
letters and numbers like 1-800- 
TRAFFIC or PENNSYLVANIA 
6-5000. Take a look at the discon- 
nect button. Could you accidently 
cut yourself off as you talk? 

Since it’s not always obvious 
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how a phone’s features work, 

well-written instructions are 
essential. Always check the 
manufacturer’s warranty, 
especially the length. And don’t 
be shy about asking how the store 
handles repairs. Some will ex- 
change a defective phone for a 
new one — usually within the first 
30 to 90 days of the warranty. 
After that, you may have to ship 
the unit elsewhere. Some stores 
may loan you a phone while 
you're waiting for your unit to be 
repaired. Sometimes, the store’s 
policy on repairs may actually 
matter more than the manufac- 
turer’s warranty. 

Although convenience features 
are nice, it’s more important for 
a phone to deliver loud, clear 
speech to people at both ends of 
the line — and to withstand a cer- 
tain amount of physical and elec- 
trical abuse in the process. 

When the engineers at Con- 
sumer Reports evaluated the 
phones, they tested for listening 
and speaking volume, voice 
quality, and hearing-aid com- 
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patibility. They purposely abused 
the phones, repeatedly dropping 
them on a hard floor and elec- 
tronically zapping them with 
voltage surges and static elec- 
tricity. 

Two console models were top- 
rated — the AT&T Touch-a-Matic 
1600 and the ITT Medallion 2480. 
Also highly rated were the 
Uniden EX-1020 console, and two 
trimline-type phones — the GE 2- 
9260 and the Panasonic VA-8080. 
Prices ranged from $120 for the 
AT&T down to $50 for the GE, but 
discounts are available. 

Only you can decide on the 
features you need. All the tested 
phones were equipped with such 
conveniences as memory dialing 
for frequently called numbers 
and chain dialing to simplify 
long-distance calling. Also, all 
the phones switch between tone 
and pulse dialing — a feature that 
can save money if you need a 
tone dialer for long distance but 
can use a cheaper pulse line for 
local calling.

Learning Prep grads 
accept life’s challenge

NEWTON - They have learned to 
accept their disabilities. Rather 
than despairing and giving up, 25 
Learning Prep School (LPS) 
graduates will face the challenge 
of living strong and independent 
lives despite their learning 
disabilities. 

Their faces glow with pride and 
achievement as they walk down 
the aisle wearing bright red caps 
and gowns. It is a day most of the 
graduates never dreamed would 
happen when they first walked 
through the schoolhouse doors. 


“You have all accepted life’s 
challenge. Rather than 
withdrawing from life, you have 
overcome your disabilities and 
chosen to nurture your poten- 
tials. We have a special respect 
for you because of this.” LPS ad- 
ministrator Rudy Pastor says. 
“You have proven to us that love, 
self-love and spiritual growth 
does overcome personal 
obstacles,”” 


Some of the graduates attended 
the vocational school for more 
than 10 years. As a result, special 
bonds developed between faculty 
and students — so special that 
teachers refer to their charges as 
their ‘‘children,”’ 

“You may not like to be called 
children because you are young 
adults in every sense of the 
world. But you will always be our 
children,”’ principal Carolynn 
Banks says. ‘‘They are not bonds 
of blood, but rather bonds of love, 
growth, pain, joy and sometimes 
suffering. Together we are a 
family and you are our children.” 


Academics have always been a 
struggle for most LPS students. 
The school forced them to look at 
themselves realistically to 
strengthen their weaknesses. For 
20-year-old Geri Landers, the 
winner of the Director's Award 
for outstanding student, the 
secret to her success at LPS was 
love. 

Eight years ago she was a little 
girl who hated school. At another 
school she tried very hard to do 
well, but her teachers didn't give 
her the help she needed. Geri said 
she felt out of place. 





“Being at LPS has changed my 
whole life. The teachers here 
have given me the love, caring 
and understanding that every 
student needs," she says during 
her address. **LPS has taught me 
that it’s okay to have a learning 
disability. Eight years ago I 
couldn't accept that and I really 
didn't understand what it was 
The teachers here have taught us 
what learning disabilities are and 
how to live with them.’ 

It is an emotional commence- 











ment with hugs, kisses and tears 
of both sadness and joy. Most of 
the graduates are so overcome 
when their names were called to 
receive their diplomas that they 
hug their teachers on stage 
before going for the piece of 
paper which is supposed to be 
their ticket to move on. 

“With the help of the staff and 
students at LPS, I have taken the 
first step to become an indepen- 
dent responsible adult,’ Geri 
says. ‘‘So today, as I graduate, I 
go out into the world with my 
disability, but with the con- 
fidence to know I will succeed in 
ife.”” 


The doors of the school will 
always be open to the graduating 
students, and with them ‘‘goes a 
piece of our heart,” LPS Director 
Nancy Rosoff says. 


“The world will be a better 
place because you are a part of 
it,” she says. “You all are the 
measure of the world to be, what 
greater world can we hope for.” 


For graduate Donna Durkin, 
21, her greatest accomplishment 
is self confidence. Donna came to 
the school with serious language 
and physical impairments and is 
leaving the school believing in 
herself. 

“When I first came to LPS 16 
years ago I couldn’t do anything. 
Now I can do anything,"’ she 
says. ‘I have the confidence to do 
itr 

Donna plans to work at a 
Newton day care center this sum- 
mer, She has worked at the LPS 
day care center for a few years. 
Donna has found her nitch in the 
world 


“T like kids, I’m good at what I 
do,”’ she says confidently. ‘I 
have a lot of love to give to these 
kids and they respond to it.” 


Her mother, Judy Durkin, said 
she never would have believed 16 
years ago that Donna would 
finish high school. 

“Years ago I thought her 
disability was too complex, but 
she made it. We owe a lot to LPS. 
They did it all,’ she says with 
joyful tears. “I feel so very pro- 
ud. Donna has shown remarkable 
strength.” 


Graduate Greg Albert, 17, says 
LPS has changed his whole at- 
titude towards his disability. He 
says the school taught him that 
his problems are not ‘‘always the 
other person's fault."” 

“They straightened me out and 
turned me around. If it wasn't for 
this school I wouldn't have 
changed my negative attitude,” 
he says. “I never had a friend in 
the world before I came here. I 
won't be losing my friends. We'll 
just be separated for a while.”

NEWTON - After more than 
two months of debate, aldermen 
passed next year’s compromise 
school budget with no discussion, 
voting to replace $450,000 of the 
$1.2 million Mayor Theodore 
Mann originally wanted to cut 
from it. 

The budget debate began on 
March 31 when Mann recom- 
mended a $45.2 million budget, 
much less than what the School 
Committee requested 

With the exception of Richard 
Bullwinkle - the aldermen advis- 
ed Mann to add between $600,000 
to $800,000 to his figure. When the 
mayor added the higher amount, 
the committee voted $350,000 in 
cuts to seal the compromise. 

Bullwinkle, the only board 
member who opposed the fiscal 
1987 budget compromise remair 
concerned that school expenses 
could continue to rise. ‘I keep 
seeing schools closed anc I don't 
see prices go down,” he said. 

There must be some way to 
reduce school costs without cut- 
ting services, he said.

Residents 
can get drinking water 20 
minutes every second or third 
day and electricity might be 
available four or five hours a 
day, “if they haven’t shot out the

“Right now, it’s anarchical,” 
he said, “It’s more than the Wild 
West. You see, there’s no law and 
order.”

NEWTON Asians and 
American Indians are the only 
minority groups in the city whose 
numbers have increased in the 
past six years, according to 
newly-released census figures 

The number of Asians, a racial 
group that includes Pacific 
Islanders, edged upward by a 
less than one percent since 1980 
when compared to the city’s total 
population, while persons con- 
sidered American Indian posted 
an even smaller gain 

Whites now account for almost 
97 percent of all Garden City 
residents, a proportion that has 
remained virtually constant for 
the past 16 years 

The city’s current racial com- 
position took shape last week, 
when Alan Licarie, executive 
secretary of the Election Com- 
mission, released the results of 
the 1986 Race and Language 
Report that accompanied this 
year's annual census. 

The Legislature ordered the 
special headcount in dozens of 
metropolitan communitie to 
supplement the population in- 
formation that will be used to 
redistrict the state’s political 
boundaries by 1988. 

The city’s race and language

The 1986 data, when compared

In 1980, blacks accounted for 
almost 1.6 percent of all 
residents, but they comprise only 
one percent of the city’s popula- 
tion this year.

The number of residents of 
Hispanic/Latino origin or des- 
cent declined by more than a 
half-percent in the past six years, 
dropping from almost 1.4 percent 
in 1980 to eight-tenths of one per- 
cent this year 

The number of whites has in- 
creased one percent to 96.7 per- 
cent since 1980. Almost 98 percent 
of the city was white in 1970. 

The growth of the city’s Asian, 
Hispanic and American Indian 
communities cannot be traced 
beyond 1980 because the federal 
census in previous years polled 
only three racial categories - 
white, black and “‘other."” 
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Deadly situation demands attention 


It would be hard to find anyone who 
would defend the dangerous condi- 
tions that exist at the intersection of 
Woodcliff Road and Route 9, in 
Newton Highlands. 


The State Police are outraged. They 
could burn through entire books of 
traffic tickets in only one day if they 
decided to target drivers on Route 9 
who run the light there. 


Residents are scared. Hither they 
have heard ‘“‘war stories” from their 
neighbors about brushes with death at 
the intersection or they have their 
own personal tales to tell. Marcia 
Henry died there two weeks ago, when 
her car was all but obliterated by a 
tractor-trailer that allegedly blew 
through the red light on Route 9, hit 
her and dragged her the length of a 
football field before it came to a halt. 


Route 9, known long ago as “The 
Worcester Turnpike,’’ has been one of 
the main thoroughfares out of Boston 
since it was built. To have a cozy, 
residential street like Woodcliff Road 
crossing it with a traffic light as the 
only hedge against disaster is insani- 
ty. 

Unfortunately, it is the kind of in- 
sanity that is allowed to exist amidst 
the red tape, procedural nonsense and 
confusion of state and federal govern- 
ment. While Woodcliff Road residents 
are mounting an assault on those who 


have the power to change the deadly 
arrangement at the Route 9 intersec- 
tion, they must realize that, if and 
when they finally confront the man 
who has the power to change things, 
he will tell them, ‘‘These things take 
time. We have certain procedures 
that must be followed.” 


There is a lot to be said for strict 
adherence to ‘‘procedures” when it 
comes to spending the public’s 
money. Guidelines, checks and 
balances constitute our only 
assurance that funds will be spent 
where they are needed most and that 
“the greatest good for the greatest 
number” will be accomplished. 

But, when it comes to priorities, 
there is always room at the top for 
correcting a situation that is literally 
killing people. 


We urge all those who are concern- 
ed with defusing the time bomb at the 
corner of Woodcliff and Route 9 to 
begin by putting the heat on their local 
representatives, city officials. We 
urge city officials to pass that heat on 
to the next level, state officials, in the 
quickest, most effective manner 
possible. 

We remind state officials, as they 
contemplate the mountain of red tape 
that must be surmounted before 
significant changes take place at the 
intersection: People are dying here. 


Prison reform plan is long overdue 


‘We applaud Boston Mayor Ray 
Flynn’s efforts to push a controversial 
prison reform package that would see 
the state take over the $70 million 
burden of all county correction 
facilities. 


It has won the approval of the 
House, but it seems stalled in the 
Senate Ways and Means Committee. 


The proposal has it merits, most of 
them to be found in the uniformity of 
programs and facilities that would 
come with their being controlled by 
one authority. There are also con- 
siderable savings inherent in the new 
plan. 


What we especially like about the 
proposal is that it would amount to 
one more step ‘towards the final 
elimination of a large, expensive 
anachronism -- county government. 


After handing the county correctional 
facilities over to the state, along with 
the courthouses, the county commis- 
sioners will have about as much to do 
as a bartender at an AA meeting. 


In fact, there is only one, small 
detail we object to in Mayor Flynn’s 
latest campaign for prison reform. 
The bill he has taken under his wing, 
even though it could save the City of 
Boston as much as $17 million, hap- 
pens to be Mayor Theodore D. Mann’s 
bill ... something Ray has yet to men- 
tion while advocating that it be pass- 
ed. It is just one part of a much larger 
campaign that Mann, as head of the 
Middlesex County Advisory Board, 
has undertaken over the past five 
years to put county government 
where it belongs in the history 
books. 
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Whoever is pitching for GOP 
is just about to get ‘pulled’ 


The ridiculous imbalance of the 
two party system in 
Massachusetts—widening by the 
day-is reaching serious propor- 
tions. 

It’s getting now so Democrats 
who hold virtually all the cards 
can get away with almost 
anything-and Republicans can 
challenge almost. nothing. There 
is, in short, little counterbalance 
to imperial reign. 

This is unhealthy for the proper 
functioning of the political 
system of checks and balances. It 
also tempts public officials to 
throw caution to the wind and 
milk the system for whatever it’s 
worth, secure in their belief that 
they can ignore the opposition. 

Take the burgeoning scandal at 
Westfield State College. In case 
you haven’t noticed, details are 
emerging about a student there 
who received a secret $10,000

worth of waived tuition, after 
charges of a sexual assault by a 
“senior” official. 

Seems the Board of Regents of 
Higher Education, the ultimate 
authority over the school, had 
quietly approved the ‘‘arrange- 
ment.”’ The Attorney General of 
the Commonwealth, Francis X. 
Bellotti, signed off too. 

Last week Gov. Dukakis step- 
ped in to insist that the Regents 
forcefully investigate the matter 
and how it was handled. Sounds 
great, but should foxes in- 
vestigate a chickencoop? 

By all accounts, this is the tip of 
an iceberg unlikely to melt soon. 
If Dukakis meant business rather 
than appearances-or if this 
shocking incident had happened 
in a Republican administration— 
the calls would have been for a

I grew up in the United States and did not grow 
up loving the Statue of Liberty. I grew up loving 
Benny Goodman. 

This affable, gentle musical genius who died a 
few days ago was far more important to the for- 
mation of my values than the Statue of Liberty 

Many of the immigrants who voluntarily passed 
“The Lady” in the harbor during their escape 
from tyranny found it relatively easy to master 
the methods of “separate but equal” — certainly 
they had a much easier time of it than an involun- 
tarily transported group of people who had been 
living here for decades before those immigrants 

The Statue of Liberty’s “golden door" had 
never been open to blacks. And nothing in this 
symbol of freedom ever suggested otherwise 

But the torch of Benny Goodman's musical 
democracy lit the highway of opportunity for 
blacks. He challenged the prevailing orthodoxy of 
an entire industry, and he did overcome. Those of 
us who grew up with him, ‘Stompin’ at the 
Savoy,” are better Americans just for having lov 
ed him. 

Black Americans accepted and pledged fealty 


They were exterminated. 

And their memories were forgotten in the heady 
admiration of a wondrous piece of sculpture - 

But David Wolper’s unarguably enthusiastic 
love for the statue and its parochial symbolism 
has given birth to another travesty that only a 
Hollywood hustler could stand behind with a 
straight face: 

The electronic prostitution of a cherished public 
symbol, 

In conveniently perverse fashion, Wolper has 
made the Declaration of Independence come of 
age. How appropriate that the “first TV can- 
didate’’ (as *‘Congressional Quarterly" dubbed 
him) to become president would participate ina 
ceremony conceived, produced and executed sole- 
ly for the purpose of raking in $30 million from 
television advertisers. 

All of Wolper's patriotic pap about “loving the 
Statue of Liberty and what is symbolizes” is real- 
ly a brilliant sereen for pimping for a national 
treasure reduced to being a little whore at the 
harbor's door — worth $30 million to advertisers 
only 

As she lifts her lamp beside her golden door, let 
us lift our voices in melodic tribute to the elec- 
tronic genius of David Wolper:

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City’s surplus is out of line 


To the editor: 


The tax surplus of the City of 
Newton should be returned to the 
taxpayers. It should be done 
before the surplus disappears. 
Government, unlike business, 
has no justification for taxing in 
excess of a budget previously 
deliberated and established by 
the citizens’ representatives. 

Business requires a surplus - a 
“cushion” or a profit - to assure 
its existence. An unprofitable 
business has no reason for being. 
Government, on the other hand, 
need not worry about its possible 
disappearance. If the City of 
Newton runs a deficit, the city 
does not close down, lay off its 
residents, who then must seek 
residency elsewhere, or close its 
streets to visitors and visiting 
purchasers of products and ser- 
vices. There exist ample 
mechanisms which the city can 
employ to meet its obligations 
after approval by the taxpayers 
or their representatives. 


Running a city at a surplus, 


each department budgeting on a 
worst-case basis, has a serious 
disadvantage. It promotes 
wasteful spending by each 
department in order to avoid los- 
ing funds already appropriated. 
As a consequence, the taxpayer 
is consistently cheated by being 
overtaxed. 

Contrarily, running a city (or 
any government) at a deficit has 
many advantages. Each depart- 
ment must seek means of im- 
proving efficiency. The ad- 
ministration is forced to establish 
priorities and focus on 
eliminating wasteful or unneeded 
service. The taxpayer is assured 
greater motivation on the part of 
city officers and workers to 
achieve a best cost. Public 
debate on priorities will be en- 
couraged. Again, any shortfall of 
service truly desired by the 
citizens can be corrected upon 
their approval.

Day care workers need 
more careful screening 


By William G. Robinson 


Recent charges of sexual abuse 
of children at child care agencies 
in Massachusetts have 
highlighted deficiencies in the 
system of monitoring these agen- 
cies and their workers. One way 
to help alleviate the problem is 
through criminal record checks 
of day care employees. 

The Massachusetts Office for 
Children last week announced 
that beginning in July, it will re- 
quire criminal record checks on 
all prospective employees. For 
the past three years, however, 
the agency has refused to per- 
form the checks. 

While these background checks 
will be no means guarantee that 
there will be an end to child 
abuse, they are an important 
means of protecting children in 
light of reports of child abusers 
who have been found to have 
criminal records. 

Republicans filed legislation 
earlier this year that is even 
more encompassing than the new 
office for children in that it re- 
quires background checks on all 
applicants for employment who 
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will deal with minors within the 
Executive Office of Human Ser- 
vices. 

Considering that there are 
many agencies within Human 
Services which deal with 
children, such as the Depart- 
ments of Mental Health, Social 
Services, Corrections and Public 
Health, it is equally important 
that candidates for employment 
in these agencies be checked for 
criminal records as well. 

In addition, our legislation 
calls for criminal background 
checks on all current and future 
employees of state contracted 
agencies, such as day care 
centers, who will provide ser- 
vices to minors. 

It is imperative that we do 
whatever possible to prevent the 
abuse of our children, one of the 
most heinous of crimes. Criminal 
record checks of persons seeking 
to work in agencies of the Ex- 
ecutive Office of Human Ser- 
vices, and who will be dealing 
directly with children, are an im- 
portant element in controlling 
this serious problem.

based on personal decisions 
made by remaining faculty 
members. This year there was 
“unusual turnover'’ that 
resulted in bringing back 18 
teachers who had been given 
dismissal notices. 

Karl F. Reinke, a media 
specialist at the Newton North 
High School library for seven 
years, was formally dismissed 
by a unanimous School Com- 
mittee vote. Reinke was ap- 
parently notified several years 
ago that he required state cer- 
tification to hold his job, but he 
never followed through, 
O'Conor said. 

“It’s unfortunate that it had 
to come to this, but I think he 
(Reinke) knew his position 
was a year-to-year thing,’’ he 
said. “The thing that worries 
me the most is the paucity of 
the language of the law. There 
is no way to couch it in plea- 
sant terms,’’ he said. 
“Dismissal is a harsh reality.” 

Concerned parents, teachers 
and teary-eyed students plead- 


ed with School Committee 
members last month to bring 
back the teachers they claim- 
ed the system could not afford 
to lose. While some com- 
promises had to be made, 
especially in the music depart- 
ment reductions, all of the 
teachers the public lobbied for 
were spared. 

According to O’Conor, four 
music teachers and one 
science teacher ‘voluntarily 
agreed to take a decrease in 
assignement’”’ in order to 
maintain their positions in the 
schools. 


Newton Teacher Association 
President Tony Croce told the 
committee he respected their 
strong efforts to eliminate 
almost every name from the 
RIF list.

Increased space demands 
could have financial implica- 
tions, Schnipper acknowledged, 

If, for example, the School 
Committee decided to extend the 
length of the kindergarten day, 
this could lead to the decision to 
reduce class sizes, she said. And 
it could mean contracts for 
kindergarten teachers - who now 
work a short day - would have to

“When we grant site plan ap- 
proval,’’ Carmichael says, ‘‘we 
are approving a petition’s height, 
set-back, landscaping and other 
design functions.

It is not a 
zoning issue as the Law Depart- 
ment sees it, and I feel we have a 
strong legal case.”

Normally, the board would 
have little control in this case, 
because site plan approvals 
which Iodice must obtain before 
building the garage can only 
be altered, not denied. Car- 
michael says he is challenging 
the Law Department’s ruling on 
the perimeter plan because the 
moratorium was enacted 
specifically to stop as-of-right 
development until the city’s zon- 
ing laws are revised.

“It’s seary because athletes 
are the last guys in the world 
you'd think something like this 
would happen to,”’ Peterson said 
“We're just out here on the court 
fooling around. These guys are 
professional and work out every- 
day. It makes you ask yourself, 
‘why?’.” 

His youth and promise as an 
athlete makes Bias’ death 
especially tragic. His talents had 
just been recognized and, before 
the world had the chance to 
witness them, his life came to an 
abrupt ending 

Talents aside, Bias 
simply be remembered 
young man whose life 
before it had hardly begun. 

“It is a bummer,” he said. 
“You have this young guy in such 
a perfect place and then all of it is 
taken away. It shows you how 
random life can be.”’

tough, but he said he is pleased.

to make a change. Some people 
thought I was crazy, but my 
family and friends were very en- 
couraging,’’ he said. ‘Some 
teachers who were trying to get 
out of the field agreed my ideals 
were noble, but said I was nuts.”” 

He could have been a college 
professor, but he wanted to teach 
younger children. A college pro- 
fessor may have more status 
than a junior-high-school 
teacher, but they make less 
money and offer no job security, 
he said. 

“In college, the students shuf- 
fle in and shuffle out and you 
never get the chance to really 
know them. At the high-school 
level so many of the students are 
turned off to school or turned off 
by something. Junior-high-school 
kids are more alive, although 
often at your expense,” he said 
smiling. ‘‘They’re more 
reachable.

NEWTON The Newton 
Schools Foundation (NSF), 
revived recently to augment the 
regular curriculum of the city’s 
public schools, has approved 
seven grant requests ranging 
from art and video projects to 
math and computer curriculum 
enrichment and equipment ac- 
quisitions. 

This is the foundation's first 
round of grants awarded since its 
reactivation in September 
Through fund raisers, member- 
ship drives and corporate dona- 
tions, NSF was able to award 
$10,000 worth of grants. NSF 
President Richard Hamermesh 
said all 27 grant applications 
could not be sponsored, but they 
are a “clear indication that there 
are clever ideas out there” that 
reach beyond the ordinary school 
curriculum. 

Students will get more public 
recognition for their art work 
through a $1,400 grant. Their art 
is usually hidden in school 
hallways, but this money will 
help buy frames and matting so 
the work can be displayed in 
other city buildings. 

“There is some fantastic art 
work done in the schools that the 
public is never privileged to see 
unless they’re in the school 
buildings,’ Hamermesh said. 
“Let's face it, not many of us 
walk the school hallways. The 
students will get recognition and 
the public will become more 
aware of what students are doing 
inart class.”” 

Another grant, Eyes Across the 





Ocean, will fund the purchase of 
a video camera for exclusive use 
by students and teachers who 
travel abroad. The grant is for 
$1,625. Art, music and English 
and television students would 
a t in editing the tapes that 
will be shared with other students 
who did not make the trips. 

“Video equipment is in short 
supply at the schools and there is 
no way these kids would be able 
to check the cameras out for 
weeks at a time,’’ Hamermesh 
said. ‘“They will be able to tape 
and share their experience, We 
could even exchange tapes with 
other countries," 

Teachers have not been exclud- 
ed from reaping the benefits of 
the foundation’s available funds 
About $2,000 will go towards the 
publication of a trade journal for 
educators. It will provide a forum 
for the school system’s profes- 
sional staff to exchange ide: 

“So many times good ideas are 
lost if they n’t written down 
and shared, and this will be a 
great outlet for our teachers," 
Hamermesh said. 

One teacher who requested 
money to review the computer 
software available for elemen- 
tary math instruction was award- 
ed $1,050 for the project. The 
grant will also cover part of the 
software aquisition. 

A parent and child di ion 
group on emotional and social 
issues will also be supported by 
the foundation. Two $750 grants 
will be awarded to two elemen- 
tary schools to hold these 
seminars. Sixth graders, their 
parents and two teachers will

that parent and child com 
munication will be enhanced in 


an ideal educational environment 
of student parent and teacher all

“The money will pay for the 
teachers’ time to lead the even 
ing discussions, It's a very inv 
portant concept because so often 
teachers don't get compensated 
for all the extra things they do 
outside of normal school hours, 
he said 

Other grants include the follow 
ing 

* Eastern Immigrants in the 
Amer n West, a $1,500 grant, 
will focus on expanding the high 
school history curricula on Asian 
immigration which is often out 
shined by studies of European 
immigration. Asian minorities in 
the west will be studied and com 
pared to the European immigra- 
tion experience 

* Elementary Music Computer 
Course, a $500 grant, will fund 
evaluation of available software 
and aquisition of those programs 
best suited to integrated with 
music books used by the schools 
Jamermesh said he wished all 
27 applications could have been 
funded by the foundation, People 
are enc aged to reapply for the 
grants that will be awarded 
quarterly, he added. 

“Our goal is to become an addi- 
tional magnet for excellence,” he 
said. “I’m very excited about the 
projects we chose to fund 
because they touch all levels of 
the school em in diverse

The scene was straight out of the 
Broadway hit “A Chorus Line,” ex 
cept it was ‘Jesus Christ Superst y 
And it was being performed right here 
in Newton at Day Junior High School 

About 30 to 40 nervous high school 
and college students took turns Thurs: 

ay night lining up on the auditorium 
stage to try out for parts in the 
popular rock musical 

As portrayed in the Broadway 
show, the group sang and danced, in- 
dividually and together. Some 
faltered in their dance movements 
but sang in clear, unwavering tones. 

Others sounded | polished, but 
moved like professional dancers 
across the stage. 

And like ‘Chorus Line," the 
students’ personalities showed 
through. Commented Bea Maier, the 
vocal-musie director for the produc- 
tion, “You see what they're like as 
people." 

Sarah Idelson, a recent graduate of 
Newton North High School, put her 
best effort forward for the try outs. 
Still, she was unsure if she wanted to 
forfeit her free time for rehearsals, 
which are held four evenings a week 
for three hours until opening night, 
July 31 

“T just have to decide if it’s worth 
giving up ‘Jeopardy,’ she joked, ex- 
plaining that she watches the televi- 
sion show every night. 

Others look forward to rehear: 

“You just get to be together as a 
group,”’ said Joy Densler, who per- 
formed in last year’s production of 
“H.M.S. Pinafore.” 

Danny Zolli, a freshman at UMa 
Boston, had a call back for the na- 
tional tour of ‘‘Jesus Christ 
Superstar,"’ but he was hurt in March 
when he crushed a vein in his 
shoulder. ‘‘So I decided if I couldn't do 
it nationally, I’d do it in my 
hometown.” 

His ambitions include being an ac- 
tor, or ‘‘a professional waiter,” he 
adds, depending on his luck in the Big 
Apple, where he intends to move in 
August. 

Karl Seeley, another fri 
college, played in the o tra for 
the summer show twice, five and six 
years ago. He did not feel he had the 
time to perform in last summer's pro- 
duction. But when he attended one of 
the performances, he ‘‘saw how much 
fun they were having” and promised 
himself he would try out again this 
year. 

“It was fun to watch, but it’s a lot 
more fun to be in,’’ he said 

The show, which has been produced 
every summer, except one, for 13 
years, is promoted by the city’s Arts 
in the Parks program through the 
Parks and Recreation Department 

Bill Jones — a science teacher at 
Day, a trumpet player in a profes- 
sional big band, and a former pit or- 
chestra and chorus conductor in Ohio 

has been with the show for four 
years and has been producing it and

past three years.

A group of students and himself 
decided to resurrect the annual pro-

In addition to the int money, the 
group raises funds through a raffle 
and by selling ads for the program 
book. So far, the Mayor's Prayer

A result, si Jones, ‘We've 
been able to do break-even theater.” 

“It's always very tight,” he adds. In 
fact, ‘the major problem (with the 
summer production) is we're always 
sweating the funding. ‘Break-even 
theater’ is difficult to attain.” 

Yet he, Maier, who works at Day as 
a choral director, and direc- 
tor/choreographer Aline Shader, a 
consultant and director of musicals in 
the school system, continue to sweat it 
out because its a change from their 
regular teaching positions and is, ac- 
cording to Jones, “invigorating.” 

And, adds Maier, ‘To know they'll 
all fit in, do well, feel successful is 
nice. 

With a participation fee of $30 each, 
Jones estimates that about 75 high 
school and college-age students audi- 
tioned over a two day period for about 
15 lead parts and chorus positions. All 
together, there are 40 to 50 parts in the 
cast to be filled. Those not given a 
part can fill such non-acting roles on 
lighting, costume and set crews. 

In addition, the summer theater 
program offers participants a ‘‘total 
theatrical experience from 
ground up,”’ accordi 
fering paid ¢ 
tor, lighting and costuming posts. 
These positions are usually filled by 
college students and command a sti- 
pend pay. 

And they are ‘‘not just title jobs’ 
either, he s he students “really 
take the responsibility.”” 

The structure of the program also

Factory-built fireplaces are 
ideal for remodelers, because 
they’re designed to safely fit next 
to your walls, with minimal 
clearance from combustible 
materials. You buy the firebox 
ready made, then install it in one 
of two ways: (1) by placing it 
against an inside wall and 
building in a surround; or (2) by 
recessing it into an exterior wall 
and boxing it in from the outside.

Chrome-and brass-plated fur- 
niture have a beautiful sparkle, 
but it’s only skin-deep. 

That’s why it’s important to 
buy only high-quality plated fur- 
niture and take proper care of it, 
says Better Homes and Gardens 
Decorating Magazine. 

Both kinds of finishes are ap- 
plied by el roplating, a process 
in which a thin layer of chrome or 
brass is transferred to a highly 
polished steel surface with an 
electric current. 

Because brass oxidizes if it’s 
left unprotected, the newly plated 
surface is also covered with a 
layer of lacquer. This coating 
prevents tarnishing as long as it 
isn’t penetrated. If a scratch in 
the protective layer exposes the 
underlying brass to air, oxidation 
and discoloration are likely to oc- 
cur. 

Generally, the cost of a 
chrome-or brass-plated piece is 
your first clue to its quality. 
Don’t rely on the price tag alone, 
however. Meticulous details are 
another sign of high-quality fur- 
niture.

Avoiding bad feelings with brokers

The relationship between client 
and securities broker is a fragile 
one. Conflicts between brokers 
and clients are an ongoing source 
of confusion, bad feelings, expen- 
sive errors, and lawsuits in the 
financial services sector. In com- 
modity futures alone, it is 
estimated that one in 17 account 
holders will ultimately find 
themselves in a dispute that will 
require lega stance 

Many such problems result not 
from intentional wrongdoing by 
either party, but from a failure to 
communicate clearly. There are 
some things you can do to 
eliminate problems; 

Never tell a broker, ‘‘Do what 
you think is best, and call me 
later.” Brokers are paid to ex- 
ecute orders and provide in- 
formation. If you don’t want to 
assume responsibility for your 
own decisions, hire a money 
manager. 

¢Tell the truth. Don’t try to im- 
press your broker by overstating 
your net worth, the volume you 
will trade, or the level of your in- 
vestment savvy. Without ac- 
curate information, no broker 
can doa proper job for you. 

*Do not personalize your 
association. Industry wisdom 
maintains that the more personal 
a relationship between broker 
and client, the more difficult it is 
to remain objective.

*Pay all settlements, margin 
calls, and deficits promptly, Un- 
til they are paid, they remain the 
broker's liability.

*Do not play one broker off 
another. Many investors indulge 
in the folly of maintaining 
acounts with two or more brokers 
for the same type of trading 
Their hope is that they can shift 
funds back and forth, depending 
upon which broker has the ‘‘hot 
hand” at that particular mo- 
ment. This is an ironclad, 100- 
percent-guaranteed prescription 
for disaster. Brokers invariably 
know when this is going on, and 
they justifiably resent it 














*Avoid using your broker as a 
routine news source and price 
reporting service. This is what 
television and newspapers are 
for.

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“We basically started with a 5-year 
business plan that we both felt com- 
fortable with,’’ says Keim, 40, an At- 
tleboro resident who spent eight years 
with the Balfour Co. ‘‘We’re meeting 
our projections 

Rosbeck, 43, a major real estate 
developer on the island, conceived the 
idea for Vine several years ago. At 
that time, he was involved in a local 
“economic development task force’ 
to promote more year-round jobs on 
the Vineyard — where the gap bet- 
ween summer wealth and winter 
poverty is only as wide as the seasons. 

“This island has got to widen its 
economic base,’’ Rosbeck says prac- 
tically. ‘“‘The whole economy down 
here revolves around tourism.” 

Enter Keim, who spent nearly a 
year researching the ins and outs of 
bottling sparkling water. Rosbeck 
tended to the developing business. 
Keim did the legwork — investigating 
everything from bottles (‘originally I 
wanted to have Vine in a wine bot- 
tle‘); to potential marketing plans 
(“we knew it wasn’t going to be a 
drink for the masses‘); to reaction 
from Vineyard residents (‘‘people on 
the island don’t like changes‘‘). 

“Bob really busted his ass for 
Vine,”’ Rosbeck says. ‘‘He’s done a 
super job.” 

To test the palatability of the initial 
experimental batches, the en- 
trepeneurs hosted cocktail parties 
and pawned the stuff on their 
neighbors. Judging the reactions, 
they decided to stick with the grape 
flavor. 

“At first we were giving the stuff 
away,” Keim recalls. ‘‘But the key 
was that first summer when people 
actually started paying for it. Until 
then, we knew we had a good product 
but weren’t sure it would sell.” 

Vine currently is produced from 
water pumped from a well located on 
a 45-acre tract Rosbeck and Keim 
recently acquired in West Tisbury. 
Roughly once each month, a tank of 
this water is shipped to a small, 
family-owned bottler in Hartford, 
Conn. There it is carbonated, 
flavored, bottled, labeled, then 
returned to the island for distribution. 

“It’s not mineral water, high in 
potassium or anything like that,’ 
Keim says. ‘‘It just tastes good.” 

But there is more to the operation 
than putting water in a green bottle 
(the same one used by Poland Spr- 
ings, Keim admits sheepishly). To 
emphasize Vine’s image as a local 
product, Rosbeck and Keim decided 
to plant their own vineyard. 

This spring they recruited a local 
sheep farmer to clear several acres of 
the West Tisbury parcel, then sink 
hundreds of southern pine posts link- 
ed by miles of wire for use as support 
trellises. The final step was planting 
1,200 grape seedlings imported from 
upstate New York, When the plants 
mature in 2 to 3 years the grapes will 
be sold on the island — and also used 
to flavor Vine. 

Vine’s office is situated in a barn 
adjacent to the vineyard. The bottom 
floor currently is used to warehouse 
shipments from Hartford prior to 
distribution. In the future, Keim and 
Rosbeck hope to install their own bot-

spell could pose problems. But Keim 
has contingency plans ready. 

“Being a family team we have cer- 
tain resources available to us,’ Keim 
smiles, referring to the seven children 
he and Rosbeck share between them. 
“If we have to water these plants by 
hand it’s not beyond our capabilities.” 

For all its potential, Vine remains 
something of a family project. 
Rosbeck and Keim are married to the 
former Chris and Karen Sullivan — 
originally from Needham. And this 
summer, Vine’s lone delivery van will 
be driven by Rosbeck’s oldest son. 

For Rosbeck, Vine is a Quixotic 
quest — a venture born of a ‘mid-life 


crisis’’ and his aspirations to foster a } 


better life on Martha’s Vineyard. 

Profits are secondary. 

“This is a magical place. It really 
is,’’ Rosbeck says. ‘‘Martha’s 
Vineyard has been good to me, and I 
would like to do things to make it a 
better place.” 

Which is not to imply Rosbeck and 
Keim are not in business to make 
money. Their decisions — from 
locating the vineyard on the main 
tourist route from Edgartown to Gay 
Head (‘‘All the tourist buses travel 
that road,’”’ Keim says) to promoting 
Vine as a non-caloric beverage — 
demonstrate a rare business acumen. 

“Wouldn’t it be fun to see in the 
paper someday that Vine is 
America’s answer to Perrier?” 
Rosbeck asks. 

They have been lucky too. With its 
elite summer population, Martha’s 
tling line, 

“Someday I'd like to be able to have 
schoolchildren tour our own bottling 
facility,” Keim says, sipping a Vine in 
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Newton's Peter Rosbeck eyes scene in front of herring run at Hidden Cove.

“We want it to have a little more 
mystique than Perrier,” he smiles. 
“We don’t exactly mind that con- 
sumers can’t get Vine in every corner 
store just yet.” 

But they can get it at Bloom- 
ingdale’s gormet shop in New York 
City, in addition to more than 80 retail 
establishments on the Vineyard. Con- 
sumers on the island have embraced 
Vine the way Bostonians have latched 
onto Samuel Adams Boston Lager 
beer, the heady brew produced by 
James Koch — ironically another 
Newton resident. 

“It’s been a lot of fun but there have 
been a lot of headaches too,” says 
Peter Hoover, a Newtonville native 
who relocated 10 years ago to the 
Vineyard and now is Vine’s sole full- 
time employee. 

One such headache involves retail 
pricing. Keim and Rosbeck hope to 
give their produce a competitive edge 
by slightly undercutting Perrier’s 
retail price. Storekeepers, however, 
are inclined to jack up prices at the 
expense of big-money summer 
residents. 

“On the island, a 10-ounce bottle 
costs anywhere from 50 cents to $2,’ 
Keim says, ‘depending on who’s do- 
ing the selling.” 

Vine isn’t Rosbeck and Keim’s only 
business venture. The entrepenurial 
duo also owns a horse farm on 142 
acres in Ocala, Fla. What started out 
as a pastime is now a full-fledged 
breeding operation with 71 
thoroughbreds and a full-time staff of 
six. 

According to Keim, the farm is 
named Hidden Point Farm after 
“Hidden Cove,’’ Rosbeck’s first sub- 
division on Martha’s Vineyard, 


To those outside the real estate 
business, Peter Van Rosbeck is a 
paradox: a developer who actual- 
ly cares about the environment — 
both physical and human — in 
which he works. 

He cares about Martha's 
Vineyard, its picturesque 
villages and white picket fences. 
And he cares about those who call 
the island home. 


“You know what's sad?” he 
asks. ‘You'll never see another 
village. They have a quality that 
needs time to evolve. All I can 
build is homes.” 

Rosbeck’s first projects on the 
Vineyard were a pair of subdivi- 
sions — Major's Cove and Hidden 
Cove, located on 130 acres abut- 
ting a wildlife sanctuary. The 
land was acquired as part of a 
bankruptcy deal in the late 1970s. 


Today, on what was once a 
farm covered largely by scrub 
and salt marsh, lies 77 houses. 
Rosbeck’s home, a masterpiece 
of modern architectural, is 
located there amidst neatly- 
manicured lawns sweeping down 
to water's edge 








“This is a beautiful area,” he 
says, looking out across a system 
of herring runs he constructed to 
integrate a wildlife habitat into 
the subdivision, ‘‘The toughest 
thing is to build homes that add 
something to the scene,” 


An admitted workaholic, 
Rosbeck is a proud man, Proud of 
the subdivisions he has built. Pro- 
ud of the quality of construction. 
Proud of the care paid to the en- 
vironment, And he wants to be 
remembered as such, 

“The big issue and the new 
issue is quality," Rosbeck says, 
conceding that developers by- 
and-large have earned their 
reputation as fast-buck artists 
“It’s been long coming and needs 
to be addressed." 

At present, Rosbeck is ponder- 
ing the future of a 230-acre parcel 
he owns in West Tisbury. And 
certainly, quality will loom large 
in his plans for that project. 

“IT feel pretty good about the 
job we did here,” Rosbeck says of 
the Hidden Cove subdivision 
“But I know I can do better.”

Doneski's problem this spring, 
his first as head coach of the var- 
sity Lions, was the absence of 
some of those parts 
ching. Ask any baseball c 
whether he be of the high s 
variety or of the professional 








type, and the one word is pit- 
ching. You've got to have the 
hurlers. 

“Our problem was, even 


though we had two senior pit- 
chers, they were pitchers who 
didn’t have the vars ex- 
perience,” said Doneski, fresh off 
a 10-10 season. ‘“‘Next year we 
have to work on getting two 
established pitchers." 

Unfortunately, they don’t just 
come out of the woodwork 
Doneski can’t expect to turn his 
pitching staff around in one year. 
It will take some patience, And 
more than patience, it will take 
time. 

Seniors John Cappadona and 
Chris Pappas handled the bulk of 
the pitching this season, and 
although Cappadona finished 
strong after a slow start, Doneski 
lacked two solid starters. 

Cappadona ‘‘had an outstan- 
ding year” as a rookie pitcher, 
according to Doneski. A 5-2 pit- 
cher with an above-average 
fastball and an exceptional 
curve, Cappadona proved to be 
the Lions most reliable hurler. 

“Cappadona had some suc- 
cess,” Doneski said of his senior 
pitcher, ‘“‘but we couldn't fill that 
second spot.” 

Pappas, projected as the se- 
cond starter, had some problems 
on the mound, and much of that 
was do to his lack of experience. 
Senior Tom McGary tried to fill 
the hole, but he too was a senior 
pitcher without the experience. 

Newton South’s future may 
very well be decided by the balls 
and strikes thrown by sophomore 
Ben Burlingame. With two more 
years left in him, Burlingame 
can offer Doneski that time. 

An 0-1 pitcher in three ap- 
pearances (five innings) this 
season, Burlingame is a ‘‘classic 
righthander,’’ according to 
Doneski. 

“He's a hard thrower and he’s 
just developing a curve,” the 
coach said. ‘‘We're expecting big 
things from him.”

Maiocca’s team-leading .421 
batting average this spring 
automatically makes him the 
nucleus of the South offense. He 
led the team in hits (27) from his 
number-three spot in the order, 
and he showed both strong con- 
trol with the bat as well as power. 
Among his 27 hits were six

“He’s more of a straightaway 
type of hitter,”’ Doneski said of 
Maiocca, ‘“‘but he can hit with 
power.” 

Behind Maiocca, who will most 
likely see duty in the outfield if 
his pitching arm does not pan out, 
junior Dan Monbouquette 
deserves mention. 

Although he was academically 
ineligible after just five games 
this season, the junior hit 385 as 
the leadoff batter. Monbou- 
quette’s excellent speed and hot 
bat make him the likely choice to 
succeed Thirumalaisamy. 

Sophomore infielder P.J. 
O'Toole hit .344 and should get 
better with playing time, and 
juniors Adam Gabriel and Craig 
Albert both batted close to .300.

Statues represent freedom in

PARIS — Miss Liberty stands 
for freedom not only in New York 
Harbor. She stands as well in 
Bangkok, a slum in Rio de 
Janeiro, a U.S, air base in Bri- 
tain, on an island in the River 
Seine and outside a “love hotel’ 
in Tokyo. 

The Statue of Liberty has in- 
spired countless reproductions 
since Auguste Bartholdi’s monu- 
ment was assembled on Bedloe’s 
Island in New York Harbor a cen- 
tury ago. They range from the 
gleaming crystal statuettes 
presented to President Reagan 
on Feb. 6 to the black iron, 
“slightly Asian’’ replica outside 
the Liberty Hotel in Bangkok, 
Thailand. 

She stands 9-feet tall in cast 
iron in squares in French provin- 
cial cities, and towers 44 feet in 
the Normandy countryside in the 
form of a fiberglass Liberty 
rescued from a film production. 

In World War II in France, her 
birthplace, her proud lines 
sometimes disappeared in the 
fires of scrap smelters as Ger- 
man invaders had her melted 
down for bullets. 

Introducing a recent exhibition 
on reproductions of Miss Liberty 
at Christie’s in New York, Ed- 
ward L. Kallop Jr., former 
curator of the statue, said 
replicas for outdoor settings 
started being produced in 1885, a 
year before the inauguration in 
New York. 

Perhaps the most prominent is 
that seen, often with surprise, by 
millions of tourists visiting Paris 
each year. Currently under scaf- 
folding for restoration, it stands 
on the narrow Ile de Cygnes in 
the middle of the River Seine by 
the Grenelle Bridge. 

Inspired by the French gift to 
New York, the 36-foot high bronze 
replica was commissioned in 1884 
by American residents of Paris 
as a gift to their host city. 

A 9-foot bronze version, from 
the same Thiebaut Freres foun- 
dry in Paris, is ssmewhat hidden 
in a leafy corner of Paris’ Lux- 
embourg Gardens, a favorite 
Left Bank park for mothers and 
children. 

Thiebaut Freres produced a 
series of these replicas early this 
century. Those in the French

towns of Saint-Affrique, Lunel 
and Bordeaux, like many others, 
were turned into ammunition by 
the German war machine in 
World War II. Kallop says one in 
Hanoi, Vietnam, which disap- 
peared as World War II ended in 
1945, was probably also from the 
same foundry. 

The Bangkok statue, maker 
unknown, was erected outside the 
Hotel Liberty when it was built in 
1966, according to manager 
Wimol Tivatansakul. 

A 4-foot bronze casting from an 
original Bartholdi model stands 
at the U.S. Air Force base at 
Lakenheath, Suffolk, in eastern 
England, home of the 48th Tac- 
tical Fighter Wing, the ‘‘Statue of 
Liberty Wing.” 

When the unit was based at 
Chaumont in eastern France, the 
townspeople had close ties to the 


many lands 


American fliers. A replica unveil- 
ed in 1956 was left as a gift to the 
French people when the wing 
moved to Britain in 1960. 


The Lakenheath statue was a 
gift to the base by the Officers’ 
Wives Club, and was unveiled in 
1981. 


Another English version is the 
stone sculpture in the city of 
Leicester, commissioned in 1922 
for what was then the head- 
quarters of the Liberty Shoe Co. 
Its torch has twice been blown 
away by high winds. 


Many early cast iron replicas 
came from another French foun- 
dry, Societe du Val d’Osne and 
the associated Durenne com- 
pany, says Kallop. 


One still stands in the central 
French town of Poitiers, 
dedicated in 1903 to ‘‘the 
Defenders of Liberty.”’ 


Another Miss Liberty is half- 
hidden by trees in a park in the 
affluent Buenos Aires suburb of. 
Belgrano. Lacking records, park 
officials speculate it was among 
many statues purchased in the 
1920s to decorate plazas around 
the city. 

Many residents are unaware of 
the statue’s existence, and even 
French embassy officers in the 
Argentine capital expressed sur- 
prise when told of its existence. 


Nevertheless, it has been the 
target of anti-American senti- 
ment on at least one occasion: it 
was painted bright red during the 
1982 Falkland Islands war to pro- 
test U.S. support for Britain. 

Another South American 
replica is in the Vila Kennedy 
housing project built with U.S. 
Alliance for Progress funds in 
Rio de Janeiro in the 1960s. The 
project has since turned into a 
slum and is generally regarded 
as a failure. Miss Liberty is 
covered with graffiti. 

One of the more bizarre visions 
of Miss Liberty is offered 
motorists on the road near 
Barentin, outside Rouen in Nor- 
mandy. The 44-foot fiberglass 
replica was made for a French 
cops-and-robbers comedy film 
starring Jean-Paul Belmondo. 

In the film, stolen millions are 
hidden in the statue which is be- 
ing taken to New York as a gift. 


Only souvenir shop on island gears up

NEW YORK — When the Statue of Liberty reopens for business in 
July, so will James Hill. 

Hill, who was born on Liberty Island and lived there for six years, 
runs its only food and souvenir shop, as his family has for almost 50 
years. 

He was delighted with the restoration of the colossal lady that stood 
in his childhood backyard, but the 22-year project almost put him out 
of business. 

“We used to order a thousand dozen replicas of the statue at a 
time,” said Hill, 61, who now lives on Long Island. But when scaf- 
folding began to shroud Miss Liberty in January 1984, ‘two-thirds of 
our trade disappeared overnight. People thought the island was clos- 
ed when only the statue was closed.” 

Indeed, visitors to the island could watch French craftsmen fashion 
the new copper torch with the same techniques their countrymen us- 
ed to build the statue in the 1870s. 

But attendance dropped and with it Hill’s $1 million in annual sales. 

When the island was finally closed to the public last fall to complete 
the statue’s $70 million rehabilitation, he had to look elsewhere for in- 
come. 

He started a mail order business for organizations that wanted to 
purchase memorabilia and raise funds for the statue’s restoration. 
And he began to prepare for this summer's celebration by shopping 
around for new items to sell. 

Hill was born in 1925 on what was then called Bedloe's Island. His 
father, stationed at an Army base there, started the souvenir stand 
after he left the service and eventually turned it over to his son. 

The elder Hill died in 1943, and now grandson Brad, 30, has joined 
the business which sells everything from mugs, jigsaw puzzles, 
paperweights and flags to $350 gold charms and $1,000 8-foot 
fiberglass statue replicas, 

As the statue's 100th birthday nears, the trade in statue stuff has ex- 
panded 

Tiffany has caught the fever, selling sterling silver Liberty keyr- 
ings, moneyclips, spoons and watches, priced from $35 to $600. The 
elegant French Hermes shop has a $115 silk scarf. A gallery shop 
devoted entirely to the symbol of freedom has sprung up in West 
Greenwich Village and the Abraham & Straus department store in 
Brooklyn has a special statue shop, 

Still, only Hill is located on the island itself, where 1.8 million peo- 
ple visit a year. He pays a fee plus a percentage of sales to the Na- 
tional Park Service and gets preference on renewing his 10-year 
lease. 

With the centennial approaching, new items from tasteful to tacky 
arrive daily in Hill’s Manhattan office. 

“She is in the public domain so she's been everywhere but the 
centerfold of Playboy ... so far,” Hill said. 

To keep up to date with the changes due to the restoration, Hill has 
had new photos of the statue taken for posteards. He's also commis- 
sioned a statue replica that contains granite dust collected during 
work on the pedestal. 

Now he’s waiting for the big event. 

While others celebrate the birthday bash with fireworks, regattas 
and concerts on July 3 and 4, however, Hill will be preparing for July 
5 when the island officially reopens to the public
